On March 20, 2017, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Shooting Response Team 
comprised of Lieutenant David Grall, Sergeant Paul Valle, and Sergeant Anthony 
Easter responded to Temple Station regarding an on-duty hit shooting. 


Suspect Andrew Lane sustained two gunshot wounds to his right leg, a gunshot 
graze wound to his right chest, and a gunshot wound underneath his chin. He 
was pronounced deceased at the scene. No deputies were injured. 


Lieutenant Grall verified the Temple Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant 
Thomas McNeal 4M took reasonable steps to ensure the involved 
personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant 
Grall also ensured Lieutenant McNeal knew the involved personnel should not 
collectively consult with their representatives. In addition, Lieutenant Grall 
confirmed the watch commander attempted to have the involved personnel 
remain in the company of a supervisor until they provided statements to the 
assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival, IAB investigators learned there was an active command post 
and containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of 
events which culminated in the shooting involving Deputy Scott Inthavong, 
Deputy Nathan Botten, and Deputy Brian Vance. 


Detective Louie Aguilera #4 and Detective Mark Boisvert 4 from the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed 
control of the crime scene. For further information, refer to the Homicide Bureau 
case book, under URN# 017-03249-0522-013, [Exhibit AJ. 
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SYNOPSIS 


On March 20, 2017, at approximately 0700 hours, Deputy Vance walked into the 
Temple Station lobby, and stood behind the counter. Deputy Vance was the 
Temple Station 290 Sex Registrant Deputy and had previously scheduled several 
sex registrants to be in the lobby at 0700 hours. 


IAB Note: California Penal Code section 290(a) is known as the 
Sex Offender Registration Act. It states every person 
who has been convicted of certain sex crimes, shall 
register with the local law enforcement agency in the 
city or area they reside in. This registration shall take 
place within five days of moving into, or changing their 
residency within California. 


Suspect Lane was amongst the registrants in the lobby and made contact with 
Deputy Vance. Deputy Vance recognized Suspect Lane from prior contacts 
when registering at the station. Deputy Vance was aware Suspect Lane was 
wanted by the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) for a lewd act upon a child 
violation. Detectives from the LAPD contacted Deputy Vance before, and 
informed him Suspect Lane had an outstanding warrant for his arrest. The 
detectives knew Suspect Lane would present himself to Deputy Vance when he 
was scheduled to register per his Penal Code section 290(a) requirements. 


When Deputy Vance saw Suspect Lane in the lobby, he remembered Suspect 
Lane was wanted by the LAPD. Deputy Vance contacted him and asked to see 
his identification. When Suspect Lane opened his wallet to retrieve his 
identification card, the wallet fell onto the counter in an open form. Deputy Vance 
saw two other forms of identification cards clearly visible from the open wallet, 
and noticed the identifications had the name “Andrew Lane” printed on the front, 
as well as the word “SWAT” (Special Weapons and Tactical Team). Deputy 
Vance also saw a metal police style badge in the wallet. When Deputy Vance 
questioned Suspect Lane about the badge and the identification cards, Suspect 
Lane told him he was a security guard and was allowed to have them. 


Once Deputy Vance walked away from the front counter, he immediately went to 
a Department computer terminal and confirmed Suspect Lane had an ; 
outstanding LAPD arrest warrant, with a bail in the amount of $40,000.00. 
Deputy Vance walked into the briefing room, where a briefing of day shift 
deputies was being conducted by Sergeant James Long (recently promoted to 
lieutenant). Deputy Vance informed Sergeant Long and the deputies of the 
information he developed, and requested the help of anyone to arrest Suspect 
Lane in the lobby. He also advised the deputies of the “Swat” identification cards 
Suspect Lane possessed, and to be aware the suspect could be armed with a 
weapon. 
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Deputy Inthavong, Deputy Shue, Deputy Botten, and Sergeant Long all 
volunteered to assist Deputy Vance. Before walking into the lobby, Deputy 
Vance provided the deputies and Sergeant Long a description of Suspect Lane 
and what he was wearing. 


Deputy Inthavong, Deputy Botten, Deputy Shue, Deputy Vance and Sergeant 
Long walked into the lobby and saw Suspect Lane standing outside of the lobby, 
near the front steps of the entrance. When the deputies contacted Suspect 
Lane, he stepped backwards and ran across the station parking lot to his parked 
vehicle, which was in the station’s parking lot. Suspect Lane ran to the 
passenger side of his vehicle, opened the rear passenger door, and armed 
himself with a shotgun. When Suspect Lane raised the barrel of the shotgun 
toward the deputies, a deputy involved shooting occurred. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles County District 
Attomey’s Office reviewed the fatal shooting of Suspect Lane by Deputy 
Inthavong, Deputy Botten, and Deputy Vance. In the letter of opinion, [Exhibit 
BJ, dated March 22, 2018, Head Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby 
concluded Deputy Inthavong, Deputy Botten, and Deputy Vance acted lawfully in 
self-defense and defense of others.

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Four expended 9 millimeter caliber casings were recovered on the southem 
portion of the scene, [Exhibit A, page 157]. 


WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT LANE 


Suspect Lane pointed a loaded J. Stevens Arms Company, model 620, 12 gauge 
pump action shotgun, at Deputies Inthavong, Botten, Vance, Shue, and Sergeant 
Long. The shotgun was recovered from the pavement, west of Suspect Lane's 
vehicle. The shogun was originally located laying across the chest of Suspect 
Lane, with the barrel pointed to undemeath his chin; however, Special 
Enforcement Bureau Deputy Michael Pokomy J moved the shotgun 
away from the suspect, and placed it on the pavement west of Suspect Lane's 
vehicle for security purposes. The trigger, slide, and ejection port were not 
manipulated while securing the weapon. The shotgun was recovered with an 
expended nine pellet buckshot cartridge case in the chamber and one live nine 
pellet buckshot shotgun round in the magazine tube.

Witness I was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective 
Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 2017. 
Witness E stated he arrived at the Temple Station lobby at approximately 
0700 hours to renew his 

Witness [said there were other males in the lobby, also waiting 
with Deputy Vance. He said he sat in one of the chairs in the lobby and 
eventually fell asleep while waiting to be called to the counter. 


Witness [said after several minutes had passed, he woke up and walked 
outside of the lobby, to the front steps of the station to smoke a cigarette. An 
unknown male white (Suspect Lane) also walked out of the station. He saw 
Suspect Lane walk toward the parked vehicles in the parking lot and soon 
returned holding onto a pack of cigarettes. Witness aid he did not see if 
Suspect Lane ever entered a vehicle. Suspect Lane walked back to the front 
steps of the station, just outside the station's front doors, and began smoking a 
cigarette. Witness{J said Suspect Lane finished his cigarette and walked 
back into the station. He never spoke to Suspect Lane. 


Witness stated after he finished his cigarette, he too walked back into the 
Station, found an empty phone booth, and sat down on the seat in the booth. 
Soon after, Witness said he saw several uniformed deputies enter the 
lobby from the south interior door, and exit the front station doors into the parking 
lot. Witnessfij said soon after the deputies walked outside, he heard 
several voices yell out, “Get on the floor! Get on the floor! Let me see your 
hands!” 


Witness [said approximately 15-20 seconds later, he heard a rapid 
succession of gunfire coming from the parking lot of the station. Witness BE 
was unable to estimate how many shots he heard. He said he did not move from 
the phone booth he was sitting in. After the gunshots subsided, he said there 
was a short pause, then he heard deputies yelling, “Get cover! Stay back!” 


Witness [said soon after, he saw additional deputies enter the lobby from 
the south interior door. Some of the deputies exited the lobby toward the parking 
fot, and others directed people from the outside to come inside the station. 
Witness [reiterated he did not witness the shooting and said he never 
moved from the phone booth until the shooting had completely stopped.

Suspect Lane exited the station, and began to smoke a cigarette on the front 
steps, pacing back and forth. 


Soon after, Witness said six deputies walked past him and exited the 
station lobby doors. He heard one of the deputies say, “You're under arrest.” 
Witness said he looked out the glass lobby doors and saw Suspect 
Lane turn away from the deputies and run across the station parking lot in a 
western direction. Witness] said some of the deputies began to chase 
Suspect Lane, and some of them had their duty weapons drawn. He saw 
Suspect Lane throw his cowboy hat to the ground as he ran away from the 
deputies. 


Witness EE: aid he felt something “bad” was about to occur, and therefore 
moved away from his seat and walked to the northem portion of the station 
entrance, near the water fountain. Witness Maid he heard at least six 
gunshots in a rapid succession coming from the parking lot. Witness 
said he could not see who was shooting from his position. Witness 
said he did not move from his position until he was directed by deputies to walk 
into the interior portion of the station, after the shooting subsided. 


When homicide investigators asked Witness Mf he heard any yelling or 
loud voices prior to the shooting, he said he did not and admitted he has difficulty 
hearing due to a hearing loss.

appointment to see Deputy Vance. After Witness spoke to a female 
employee at the front counter, he sat down on one for lobby chairs along the 
south wall, near the glass lobby doors. 


Witness [J said after several minutes, other men came into the station lobby 
and sat down on chairs next to him. Witness Baw an unknown male walk 
into the lobby, wearing a black cowboy hat (Suspect Lane). Suspect Lane spoke 
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to someone at the front counter and may have given the person his identification 
card. Witness§ij said Suspect Lane then walked outside. 


Witness [said approximately two to three minutes later, he saw two 
deputies walk into the lobby from the south interior door, and exit the lobby 
doors, into the parking lot. Witness B said after the deputies walked 
outside, he heard loud noises coming from outside. He believed them to be 
gunshots. Witness admitted he had never heard live gunshots before. 


Witness jsaid after the gunshots, other station personnel directed him and 
other people in the lobby to move to the hallway north of the front counter. 
Eventually, Witness pee St other people were moved to a large room 
within the station. Witness said he did not witness the shooting, but only 


heard the gunfire.

Witness [stated he contacted Deputy Vance, who took his identification card 
and instructed him to wait in the lobby until he returned. Witness [said he sat 
down on one of the chairs along the south wall, near the glass lobby doors. 
Witness said after several minutes had passed, he saw three uniformed 
deputies walk into the lobby and quickly exit the front lobby doors. Witness is! 
said the deputies walked very quickly through the lobby, which made him believe 
something was wrong or occurring in the parking lot. 


Witness [said once the deputies exited, he saw an unknown male, who was 
wearing a black jacket (Suspect Lane), standing just outside the doors. Witness 
Mifsaid he saw Suspect Lane run westbound in the parking iot, then turned in a 
northem direction. Witnessiiii stood up from his seat, walked toward the exit 
doors, and looked out through the glass windows/doors at what was about to 
occur. Witness said it appeared Suspect Lane was attempting to run out of 
the parking lot, but could not because the tall retaining wall along Las Tunas 
Drive was in his path. Witness] said Suspect Lane attempted to run 
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eastbound, in between the retaining wall and parked cars, but could not because 
of a deputy nearby. Witness iii said he did not hear any commands given by the 
deputies. 


Witness [said it appeared Suspect Lane had nowhere else to run to, and saw 
him approach a SUV that was backed into one of the parking spaces. Witness 
Baid he saw Suspect Lane open the rear passenger side door and “dive” into 
the back seat. Suspect Lane closed the door, then opened it again. Witness Ij 
said Suspect Lane’s behavior made him believe he (Suspect Lane) was 
attempting to arm himself with a firearm. 


Witness [jsaid he saw a deputy on the western portion of the lot fire one round 
from his handgun toward the direction of where Suspect Lane was. After firing 
the round, the deputy walked backwards in a southwestern direction, and out of 
Witness Biew. Witness[J said he saw smoke coming from where the 
deputy retreated to, and believed the smoke was generated from the shooting of 
a gun. Witness{J said he saw a second source of smoke, generated from the 
shooting of a gun, coming from the same area as before. Witness [believed it 
to be a second deputy, who was out of his view, shooting his weapon toward 
Suspect Lane. Witness said he heard four to five rapid gunshots, but possibly 
more. He believed the gunshots came from different guns based on the different 
sounds of gunshots he heard. 


Witness Ee after hearing the gunshots, approximately five seconds later, he 
saw a deputy walk to the front of the SUV, and fire a single shot through the front 
windshield, several inches above the windshield wipers. After seeing this, 
Witness E at the personnel behind the station counter, “Deputy needs 
assistance, shots fired!” Witness E said after the deputy shot through the 
windshield, he did not see or hear anymore gunfire. 


Witness [stated after the shooting subsided, several more deputies entered 
the lobby, armed with rifles and shotguns, and exited into the parking lot. 
Witness [was directed to move away from the front doors and window, and 
into a room inside the station.

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other workers from another company, who were also present at the time. He

Witness [stated he arrived to the station at approximately 0700 hours and 
began inspecting a portion of concrete in the southwestem portion of the parking 
lot, near the generator and cellular tower. His attention was drawn to a male 
(Suspect Lane}, running from the station lobby doors and into the parking lot. 
Witness [said several uniformed deputies were chasing him, and yelling 
commands at him. He heard the deputies tell Suspect Lane to stop running and 
to get on the ground. Witnessi added the deputies continually yelled 
commands, but Suspect Lane did not follow them. At one point, Witness 

said he heard an unknown deputy yell out, "Tase him!”, but he did not see 
anyone with a taser nor deploy one. 


Witness [said Suspect Lane ran toward him and his coworkers, in a westem 
direction. Suspect Lane then tumed northbound, and ran to a blue SUV, which 
was parked backed into the parking space. Witness [said Suspect Lane 
opened the rear passenger door of the SUV, and jumped into the back seat. 
Witness [said a shorter deputy almost caught up with Suspect Lane before 
he jumped into the vehicle. Witness[jJfheard additional commands from an 
unknown deputy who said, “Let me see your hands, let me see your hands!” 
Witness [said he was unable to see Suspect Lane, or any portion of him 
inside the vehicle. 


Witness MM stated he began to fear for his safety after Suspect Lane entered 
the vehicle. Witnes said he ran southbound, and hid behind the bushes in 
the planter along the northern wall of the station. As he was running southbound, 
he began to hear gunshots coming from behind him. Witness aid when he 
got to the bushes, he tumed back toward the vehicle and saw a deputy firing his 
handgun toward Suspect Lane inside the vehicle. Witness [said the deputy 
continued to fire his handgun while walking backwards in a southwestern 
direction. He saw the deputy stop walking backwards, and took cover behind a 
large gray Ford truck, which was parked west of the SUV Suspect Lane jumped 
into. Witnessi said he saw the deputy drop a magazine from his handgun 
onto the ground, then insert another magazine. 


Witness [ijsaid although he saw additional deputies to his right peripheral 
vision, he focused most of his attention on the shorter deputy in front of him, and 
did not see what the other deputies do.

Witness was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective 
Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 2017. 
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Witness [stated he was at the station working for a company who 
received a contract to upgrade the land-mobile radio antenna system for Los 
Angeles County police and fire agencies. Witness said he arrived at the 
station at approximately 0700 hours, and met subcontractors Witness 


Witness I, and Witness I in the parking tot. 


Witness [stated he parked his gray Ford truck in the northwestem portion 
of the parking lot. Soon after, he saw a blue SUV drive into the parking lot, and 
back into the parking space east of his truck. Witness [said he saw the 
driver, Suspect Lane, exit the vehicle, and enter the station through the lobby 
doors, 


Witness [said he began to work along the south portion of the parking lot, 
near the charging stations for electric vehicles. He said his attention was drawn 
away when he saw Suspect Lane running from the station's front doors and into 
the parking lot, in a western direction. Witness Bs aid he saw 
approximately five to six deputy sheriffs running behind Suspect Lane. He saw 
Suspect Lane remove the cowboy hat from his head, and toss it to the ground. 
Suspect Lane turned northbound and ran toward his SUV. 


Witness [saw Suspect Lane open the rear passenger side door. Witness 
GE said he believed Suspect Lane’s actions of opening the passenger door 
was odd for a person who was trying to escape. Witness esc he did not 
believe Suspect Lane was attempting to escape, but rather arm himself with a 
weapon. He said he saw Suspect Lane enter the back seat of his vehicle, at 
which time the deputies began to surround the vehicle. Witness [said he 
heard someone yell out, “Tase him! tase him!” 


Witness [said after Suspect Lane entered the back seat of his vehicle, the 
rear passenger door did not completely close. He believed a deputy kept the 
door from closing, or one of Suspect Lane’s legs prevented it from closing all the 
way. Witnes said he was unable to see Suspect Lane inside the vehicle 
because of the dark tinted windows. Soon after, Witness B aid he heard 
someone yell loudly, “Shoot him! Shoot him!" After hearing that command, 
Witness said he became in fear for his safety, and ran southbound, 
toward the planter near the northern exterior wall of the station. While Witness 

was running southbound, he heard fifteen to twenty gunshots comin 
from behind him. Although he did not see anyone shooting, Witness — 
believed the gunshots came from multiple guns, and were of the same caliber 
based on the tone of each shot. 


Witness [said he directed some of the subcontractors to seek cover 
behind a nearby Toyota Prius for his and their protection. He said he heard an 
additional ten to fifteen gunshots, but still had not seen anyone shooting. 
Immediately thereafter, Witness [said he saw additional deputies exit the 
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front lobby doors and into the parking lot. One of the deputies directed Witness 
n the other civilians into the station lobby for protection.

Witness as interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Sergeant 
Guillermo Morales and Detective Steve Blagg on March 20, 2017. Witness 

stated he worked for and was at the 
Temple Station to complete a contracted job in the front parking lot. He said he 
arrived to the station at approximately 0700 hours. 


Witness [said he was standing with other contractors on the west side of 
the parking lot when he heard someone from behind him yell out, “Tase him!” 
Witness said he tumed around and saw a male running from the front of 
the station (Suspect Lane) in a northwestern direction. He saw three deputies 
chasing him. As Suspect Lane got closer to Witness [land the other 
contractors, he turned north and ran to a parked blue “Trail Blazer’, which was 
backed into a parking space. 


Witness [said Suspect Lane was being chased by an Asian deputy, 
followed by two other deputies. Witness could not describe the two other 
deputies, but knew they were all wearing uniforms. Witness [said the 
Asian deputy was approximately ten feet behind Suspect Lane as they ran 
across the parking lot, and was holding a taser in his hand. Witness sic 
he could identify the object in the Asian deputy’s hand as being a taser because 
of the yellow markings, and it did not appear to be a standard handgun. 


Witness [said he saw Suspect Lane run to the passenger side of the blue 
“Trail Blazer’ SUV and attempted to open the front passenger door, but struggled 
opening it. Suspect Lane moved to the rear passenger door and when he 
opened it, Suspect Lane dove head first into the vehicle’s rear seat area. 
Witness [said the Asian deputy was approximately ten feet away from the 
front of the vehicle when Suspect Lane jumped into the vehicle. Witness 

said he heard someone yell out, “Gun!”, and saw deputies begin shooting toward 
the suspect as he was diving into the vehicle. 


Witness [said when the shooting began, he dropped his notebook onto the 
ground and attempted to get behind a palm tree for cover. He was unable to see 
what Suspect Lane was doing at the time the shooting began, but estimated he 
heard approximately ten gunshots. Witness [said after a brief pause, a 
deputy directed him and the other civilians into the station lobby. Once inside the 
lobby, Witness [said he heard a second volley of gunshots, but could not 
estimate how many shots he heard in total.

Witness as interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Sergeant 
Guillermo Morales and Detective Steve Blagg on March 20, 2017. Witness 
GE said he worked DT Ea who was contracted to retrofit 
and upgrade Temple Station's existing communication system. He said he 


arrived at approximately 0600 hours, and parked his white, Volkswagen Jetta in 
the eastern portion of the station’s parking Jot. 


At approximately 0700 hours, when other construction contractors arrived, 
Witness [saw a blue Chevrolet Trail Blazer enter the parking lot and 
backed inte a parking space on the northwestern portion of the fot. He saw the 
driver, Suspect Lane, exit the vehicle and walk into the station. 


Witness [said approximately ten to fifteen minutes later, he and the other 
contractors were standing near the concrete pad on the west side of the lot when 
he saw Suspect Lane running from the front of the station. He said Suspect 
Lane was running westbound, toward him and the other civilians, being chased 
by a deputy sheriff. Witness] said he focused on Suspect Lane and the 
deputy behind him, but knew there were other deputies following. 


Witness [said the deputy was armed with a taser. He identified it as a 
taser because of the yellow coloring and it appeared to be a “toy gun.” Witness 
GE said Suspect Lane tumed northbound and ran to his vehicle and 
attempted to open the rear passenger side door, but fumbled with the door 
handle. Witness said he heard someone yell, “Tase him! Tase himt”, as 
Suspect Lane opened the rear passenger door. Witness attention was 
drawn to the other pursuing deputies and did not know how Suspect Lane 
entered the vehicle. He added the vehicle had tinted windows and he was 
unable to see what Suspect Lane was doing inside. 


Witness [said he saw additional deputies exit the station's front doors, and 
saw the other contractors running for cover behind some bushes. He said once 
he decided to also seek for cover, he heard someone yell out, “Shoot him! Shoot 
him!” Witnes said he was not sure if he heard the statement first, then 
the shooting begin, or if the two events occurred at the same time. He said he 
heard approximately ten gunshots fired, a brief pause and then a second volley 
of gunshots. 


Witness [said the deputy who was initially chasing Suspect Lane, was 
standing on the passenger side of Suspect Lane’s vehicle, shooting his handgun 
into the rear passenger side window. The other deputies were positioned on the 
driver's side of Suspect Lane’s vehicle. He said as the gunfire was occurring, 
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another deputy directed him and the other contractors into the station through the 
front doors. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESSES 
Sergeant James Long 


Witness Sergeant James Long was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Paul Valle and 
Sergeant Israel Renteria on October 16, 2018 at the IAB offices. Sergeant Long 
was represented by attorney Elizabeth Gibbons. 


Witness Long stated on the morning of the incident, March 20, 2017, he was 
assigned as unit 50S, day shift, beginning at J hours and ending at I 
hours. He said while he was conducting the 0700 hour briefing in the briefing 
room, Deputy Vance entered at approximately 0720 hours. Deputy Vance 
requested help with arresting a male (Suspect Lane), who was in the front lobby, 
for two outstanding felony warrants. Deputy Vance advised Witness Long 
Suspect Lane possessed an identification and a badge with the word “SWAT” on 
them, and to be cautious Suspect Lane could be armed with a weapon. 


Witness Long stated Deputy Inthavong and Witness Shue volunteered to help, 
and they all walked through the station with Deputy Vance to the interior door 
that led to the front lobby. Witness Long stated Deputy Botten was near the 
doorway and also volunteered to assist with the arrest. Deputy Vance provided 
them a description of Suspect Lane and what he was wearing. Witness Long 
quickly formulated an arrest plan before walking into the lobby. He believed he 
assigned Witness Shue the non-lethal option, since he had a taser on his gun 
belt. Witness Long also believe he instructed Deputy Botten to be the deputy 
who would made contact with Suspect Lane, while Deputy Inthavong would 
speak to the suspect. Witness Long said he did not give Deputy Vance an 
assignment since he was wearing his civilian clothes. Deputy Vance was there 
to merely identify Suspect Lane. 


Witness Long said when they all walked into the lobby through the interior door, 
they did not see Suspect Lane; however, they saw him standing just outside the 
front lobby doors. Suspect Lane was standing near the front steps, leaning on 
the wall that displayed the station’s name and Department emblem. Witness 
Long said Suspect Lane matched the description Deputy Vance provided them. 


Witness Long said he believed Deputy Inthavong and Deputy Botten were the 
first two who walked outside and made contact with Suspect Lane. Witness 
Long said he was just behind the deputies. Witness Long said he believed once 
the deputies walked outside, Suspect Lane began to run down the front steps 
and into the parking lot. Witness Long heard one of the deputies yell, “Stop!”, but 
Suspect Lane ignored the command and continued to run. Witness Long said he 
instructed the deputies to follow Suspect Lane, and saw Deputies Inthavong and 
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Botten chase after him. Witness Long believed Deputy Inthavong was behind 
the suspect, Deputy Botten was behind Deputy Inthavong, and he (Witness 
Long) was behind Deputy Botten. Witness Long was not certain where Deputy 
Vance or Witness Shue were, but he knew they were nearby. 


Witness Long said Suspect Lane ran westbound, across the parking lot, then 
turned northbound toward the retaining wall on the northern portion of the lot. 
Witness Long thought Suspect Lane would attempt to jump on top of the wall, 
and onto the sidewalk to escape toward Las Tunas Drive. Witness Long said he 
ran toward the driveway/entrance of the parking lot to make his way to the 
sidewalk to maintain a visual of Suspect Lane. Witness Long said Suspect Lane 
was unable to jump the wall and turned back southbound toward a blue SUV and 
stood on the passenger side. 


When IAB investigators asked where each deputy was at the time Suspect Lane 
reached the SUV, Witness Long said Deputy Inthavong was on the west portion 
of the parking lot, standing near the front driver's side corner of a large gray 
truck. He saw Deputy Botten standing near the front driver's side corner of the 
SUV, but did not know where Deputy Vance was. Witness Long believed 
Witness Shue was somewhere behind him (Witness Long). 


Witness Long said once Suspect Lane stopped at the passenger side of the 
SUV, he (Witness Long) ran westbound through the parking lot and stood next to 
Deputy Botten. Witness Long said as they stood near the driver's side front 
wheel, he could see Suspect Lane had opened the rear passenger side door. He 
saw Suspect Lane leaning into the rear seat area, and picked up an object. 
Witness Long said Suspect Lane was making motions with his right hand as if he 
was loading shells into a shotgun. Witness Long said Suspect Lane made the 
movement two times, as if he loaded two shells into the underside of a shotgun. 


Witness Long said he had drawn his duty weapon and was pointing it at Suspect 
Lane as he was standing beside Deputy Botten. Deputy Botten also had his duty 
weapon drawn and was pointing it a Suspect Lane. He said he was able to see 
the suspect's actions by looking through the driver’s side window and the two 
front seats. Witness Long said as he stood to the rear and right side of Deputy 
Botten, he realized he was pointing his handgun over Deputy Botten’s wrist. 
Witness Long pointed his handgun away from Deputy Botten. 


When IAB investigators asked Witness Long if saw a shotgun at the time he saw 
Suspect Lane making the motions of loading a shotgun, he said he did not. He 
said once he heard Deputy Inthavong yell, “Gun, gun, gun!”, he then saw 
Suspect Lane raising a long gun. Witness Long said he could see the barrel and 
the stock of the weapon, which he believed to be either a rifle or shotgun. 
Witness Long said he saw Deputy Inthavong still standing to the west of the 
SUV, who had his duty weapon drawn and pointing toward the suspect. Witness 
Long said at nearly a simultaneous moment, he heard Deputy Inthavong yell, 
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“Gun, gun, gun!” or “Gun, gun, drop the gun!”, Deputy Inthavong began firing his 
handgun toward Suspect Lane. Witness Long said as the gunfire was occurring, 
he yelled out to Deputy Botten, “Shoot, shoot, shoot!”, because he saw Suspect 
Lane armed with a weapon and was raising the barrel toward him (Witness Long) 
and Deputy Botten. Witness Long said he was afraid Suspect Lane would shoot 
both of them. Witness Long said he thought they were in a “life or death 
situation.” 


Witness Long said he saw Deputy Botten begin to fire his handgun toward 
Suspect Lane, who had jumped into the rear seats of the SUV. He believed 
Deputy Botten fired approximately four to six times. Witness Long said he knew 
they both needed to move behind cover instead of standing near the front of the 
SUV. He pulled on either Deputy Botten’s gun belt or his back to guide him 
backwards into cover. Witness Long said he was not sure if Deputy Botten fired 
first, then they moved, or if they moved while Deputy Botten was shooting. He 
said they quickly walked backward, eastbound, and crouched behind a white 
compact vehicle that was parked nearest to the station’s driveway. 


Witness Long stated Deputy Botten found cover near the front of the white 
vehicle, near the engine block, while he crouched behind the truck area. He said 
it was at this point, he saw Witness Shue laying on the driveway, east of them. 
Witness Long said he saw several civilians running eastbound through the 
parking lot. He recognized them to be contract workers, who had been hired to 
conduct work on the station’s communication system. Witness Long said as the 
civilians ran eastbound, he saw them pass Deputy Vance, who was near the 
entrance to the station. Witness Long said there was a lull in the gunfire after 
they moved to cover. 


Witness Long said he looked back toward the SUV to see if Suspect Lane had 
moved from the rear seat, but he could not see since the vehicle’s windows were 
tinted. When IAB investigators asked Witness Long if he knew where Deputy 
Inthavong was at the time both he and Deputy Botten were behind cover, he said 
Deputy Inthavong had moved to the passenger side of the large truck he had 
been standing by, but lost visual after that. 


Witness Long stated he requested an AR-15 rifle to be brought to the scene, and 
he believed Witness Shue made the request with his portable radio. Witness 
Long said he heard someone voiced code “998” (radio code for deputy involved 
in a shooting) over the radio, and knew other units were responding. Witness 
Long stated that it was during this short lull in the gunfire, he heard a single loud 
gunshot come from within the SUV. At the same time, he saw the driver's side 
rear passenger window being shot outward, toward them. Witness Long said the 
shot was level and directly made in their direction. Witness Long stated he was 
confident the gunshot was from a shotgun. He recognized the difference in its 
loud sound as compared to the short, crisp sounds from a handgun. 
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Once Witness Long heard the single gunshot come from within the vehicle, he 
began to hear a steady succession of gunfire coming from the southern portion of 
the parking lot. Witness Long said he looked in that direction and saw Deputy 
Vance standing by a tree, near the front steps to the station, firing his handgun 
toward the SUV. He said Deputy Vance shot approximately six times, and each 
shot appeared to be controlled, aimed at the SUV’s front windshield. Witness 
Long said after Deputy Vance shot, there were no more gunshots heard. 


IAB investigators began to ask Witness Long questions about potential crossfire 
situations. Witness Long said at the time he and Deputy Botten were near the 
driver's side front wheel of the SUV, and Deputy Inthavong was standing to the 
west of the SUV, there was never a crossfire situation. At the time the shooting 
began, Deputy Botten shot in a northwestern direction while Deputy Inthavong 
shot in a northeastern direction. Witness Long said both of their backdrop was a 
solid concrete wall that was higher than the roofs of the nearby parked vehicles. 
Witness Long said after he and Deputy Botten took cover on the driver's side of 
the white vehicle, he believed they could have been in a crossfire situation if 
they, or Deputy Inthavong, began to shoot toward the SUV; however, neither of 
them shot in this position. Once Deputy Vance began to shoot, he was the 
furthest south from them and had a near straight line of sight into the front of the 
SUV. When Deputy Vance shot, he shot in a northern direction, between Deputy 
Inthavong on the west, and Witness Long and Deputy Botten on the east. 


Witness Long said a helicopter from Aero Bureau arrived overhead and began to 
orbit at a low altitude. He said it was difficult to communicate with each other on 
the ground or with their portable radios. Witness Long stated he and both 
Deputy Botten and Witness Shue walked eastbound out of the parking lot. He 
said he and several deputies formulated a plan to extract Deputy Inthavong and 
Deputy Vance, who were still in the parking lot. Utilizing a patrol car and a 
ballistic shield, Witness Long said the patrol car was driven into the parking lot, 
providing cover for deputies who were walking along its side. Once they arrived 
to the western portion of the lot, Deputy Inthavong, who was standing on the 
passenger side of the gray truck, quickly walked to the patrol car. Witness Long 
said as the patrol car reversed and passed the entrance to the station, Deputy 
Vance also walked to the patrol car, and all were escorted out of the parking lot. 


IAB investigators showed Witness Long a photograph of a shotgun retrieved from 
the scene, [Exhibit E]. When IAB investigators asked him if it was the shotgun 
he saw Suspect Lane manipulating and moving, he said it appeared consistent 
with what he saw. Witness Long said when Suspect Lane raised the barrel 
upward toward him and Deputy Botten, it was only a second or half a second in 
time. He said the barrel of the shotgun in the picture was consistent to what he 
saw. 


IAB Note: The shotgun recovered from the scene was examined by 
Senior Criminalist Anny Wu. She found one fired 
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shotshell partially extracted from the chamber, and one 
unfired shotshell in the magazine tube. This was 
consistent to what Witness Long stated when he saw 
Suspect Lane making movements with his right hand, as 
if he loaded two shells into the underside of a shotgun. 
See Anny Wu’s report, [Exhibit A, page 156]. 


Deputy Henry Shue 


Witness Deputy Henry Shue was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Paul Valle and 
Sergeant Andy Ruiz on September 6, 2018 at the IAB offices. Deputy Shue was 
represented by attorney Sherry Lawrence. 


Witness Shue stated on March 20, 2017, he was assigned to unit 52, beginning 
at JJ hours and ending at hours. He said while he was in the 0700 hour 
briefing, Deputy Vance entered the briefing room and informed the group of 
deputies there was a male in the station lobby who had a warrant for his arrest. 
Deputy Vance also informed them the suspect (Suspect Lane) possessed some 
sort of police badge in his wallet, and he could possibly be armed with a weapon. 
Witness Shue said he, Witness Long, Deputy Inthavong, Deputy Botten, and 
Deputy Vance all walked toward the station lobby. 


Witness Shue stated although he could not recall who came up with the plan to 

contact Suspect Lane, he remembered Deputy Inthavong was designated to be 
the lethal force option, while Deputy Botten would be the less lethal option since 
he was armed with a Taser. 


Witness Shue said when they all entered the lobby, he was in the back of the line 
of deputies. He said he remembered Suspect Lane was inside the station, 
standing near the doors which led to the parking lot. Witness Shue said he heard 
Deputy Inthavong say, “Hey sir, can we talk to you real quick?” When Witness 
Shue looked toward Suspect Lane, he said he had a startled expression on his 
face, and immediately ran out of the doors and into the parking lot. Witness 
Shue said all the deputies, including himself, ran outside after Suspect Lane. 
Witness Shue said Suspect Lane took off his cowboy hat and tossed it toward 
them. 


Witness Shue stated he believed Suspect Lane would run toward Las Tunas 
Drive to escape, but he did not. Suspect Lane sprinted in a northwest direction, 
across the parking lot toward a parked blue SUV vehicle. Witness Shue said he 
heard verbal commands and believed he heard, “Just stop, talk to us.”, but he did 
not Know who was saying them. 


Witness Shue stated Deputy Inthavong was the closest one running behind 


Suspect Lane. Suspect Lane ran to the passenger side of the blue SUV and 
appeared to be trying to enter the vehicle. Witness Shue said he ran to the 
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parking spaces designated for the handicapped, on the southern portion of the 
parking lot. There, he could see Suspect Lane trying to get into one of the 
passenger side doors, and Deputy Inthavong standing near the front end of a 
gray truck, parked west of the SUV. Witness Shue said he heard Deputy 
Inthavong yell out to Suspect Lane several times, “Let me see your hands!” 
Immediately thereafter, Deputy Shue said Suspect Lane opened the rear 
passenger's side door, and reached inside. 


When IAB investigators asked Witness Shue where Deputy Botten was at this 
point in time, he said Deputy Botten and Witness Long were standing near a 
white sedan, parked east of the SUV. Witness Shue did not know where Deputy 
Vance was at this point. 


Witness Shue said when he heard Deputy Inthavong’s command to see Suspect 
Lane’s hands, and saw Suspect Lane reaching into the vehicle, he heard several 
gunshots. Witness Shue said he saw Deputy Inthavong firing his weapon, while 
he stood near the front of the gray truck, toward Suspect Lane. Witness Shue 
stated he immediately drew his firearm from his holster, and began to look for 
cover. While looking for cover, Witness Shue looked toward the radio towers and 
saw several civilian workers standing in the southwest portion of the parking lot. 
Rather than seek to get behind cover, Witness Shue elected to run towards the 
workers, and called out to them to direct them to safety. Once the workers ran 
toward him, Witness Shue said he pointed his handgun toward the direction of 
the SUV, and ran with the workers eastbound through the parking lot. They all 
ran along the southern planters and toward the station’s lobby doors. Witness 
Shue said he heard continuous gunfire while he ran with the workers through the 
parking lot. He did not see who was firing. Witness Shue also heard someone 
yell out, “Shoot! Shoot! Shoot!” It was later he learned it was Witness Long who 
was yelled that command. 


Witness Shue said once the workers ran into the station, he ran back toward the 
parking lot, and took a position on the eastern portion of the lot, in the driveway. 
He said he laid down on his stomach, behind a block wall which runs along the 
west side of the driveway. Witness Shue said when he ran from the front of the 
station to the driveway, he did not hear any gunfire; however, when he laid down 
on his stomach, he heard an additional two to three more gunshots. When IAB 
investigators asked Witness Shue where Deputy Botten and Witness Long were 
at this point in time, he said they were taking cover on the passenger side of a 
Jetta, parked on the eastern portion of the lot. Witness Shue said when he laid 
down, he realized Deputy Vance was standing behind a tree, near the front doors 
to the station. 


When IAB investigators asked Witness Shue if he saw anyone else fire their 
weapon, he said Deputy Vance, who was standing behind the tree, fired his 
weapon in a northern direction toward the SUV. When IAB investigators asked 
Witness Shue if he fired his weapon, he said he did not. Witness Shue said 
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when he initially saw Suspect Lane reach into the vehicle, from his angle he did 
not see a threat to use deadly force. When he ran to the driveway, he was still 
unable to see Suspect Lane, nor his actions. Witness Shue said when he was 
laying down on the driveway, both Deputy Botten and Witness Long were directly 
in front of him, therefore he would have never fired his weapon over them. 


Witness Shue said once the gunfire ended, a helicopter from Aero Bureau 
arrived, and began orbiting at a very low altitude over the parking lot. He said it 
was very difficult to communicate with each other in the parking lot and over his 
portable radio. Deputy Shue said he advised SCC (Sheriffs Communication 
Center) dispatchers of the shooting and requested additional units to respond. 


Witness Shue said a team was created to extract them from the parking lot. He 
said a patrol car drove into the lot and was used to provide cover and extract 
each deputy, including Deputy Inthavong on the west side of the lot. 


IAB investigators asked Witness Shue if he saw a crossfire situation throughout 
the incident. He said when he, Deputy Botten, and Witness Long were on the 
east side of the lot, and Deputy Inthavong was on the west side, there could have 
been a crossfire situation if they began to shoot toward the SUV; however, they 
did not shoot while in this position. This was a period when there was a lull in the 
gunfire. Witness Shue said when Deputy Vance fired, he shot in a northem 
direction, and did not create a crossfire situation. 


Witness was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective 
Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 2017. 
Witness stated she had been assigned to Temple Station as a 

She said on the morning of the incident, she was 
still on duty for the early morning shift, which ended at 0830 hours. Witness 
said her work area is within the large secretary area/office of the 
station, and her desk is located in the northeast corner of the office. Her desk is 
set against the north wall and windows, which look out into the front parking lot. 


Witness J said she was seated at her desk processing reports between 
0700 and 0720 hours. At this time, she closed the east portion windows and 
louvers for her own comfort. Soon after she closed them, she heard loud 
shouting coming from two different people outside in the parking lot. She 
explained it was not unusual to hear people arguing in the parking lot, usually the 
result of child exchange between parents/guardians. 


Witness [said after the shouting, she heard gunshots coming from the 
parking lot. She heard one initial shot, then three rapid gunshots. After a brief 
pause, she heard several more gunshots. Witness EM estimated she 
heard approximately eight gunshots in total. 
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Witness said her co-worker, Witness Bko her to get away 
from the window and to come to the southern portion of the office. Once she 
moved to the southern portion, a station lieutenant entered the office and 
directed all of the secretaries to move to the secretary supervisor's office for 
safety. 


Witness (Was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective 
Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 2017. 
Witness E iated she had been assigned to Temple Station as a station 
clerk for the past two years. She said on the moming of the incident, she was 
still on duty for the early morning shift, which ended at 0830 hours. Witness 

aid her work area is within the large secretary area/office of the station, 
and her desk is located in the southwest corner of the office, near the copy room. 


Witness said while she was sitting at her desk, she heard loud voices 
coming from outside, in the parking lot north of the office. She was unable to 
discem what was being said or who was talking. Witness [said it was 
common to hear people arguing in the parking lot. She said the argument lasted 
approximately ten to fifteen seconds, then she heard several gunshots. Witness 
said she heard approximately five to six gunshots in a rapid succession 
followed by a short pause, then three more shots followed by another short 
pause, and then one more gunshot. 


Witness [said after hearing the first two volleys, she stood up from her 
desk and looked north, through the north windows of the offtce and toward the 
parking lot. She recognized one deputy, Deputy Botten, standing in the middle of 
the parking lot with one or two other deputies. She also saw another deputy 
standing near a parked truck in the northwestem portion of the lot. She did not 
recognize this deputy; however, she saw he was taking cover alongside the 
passenger side of the truck, and pointing his handgun in an eastward direction. 


Witness stated she became concerned for her safety and those of her 
coworkers. She called out to Witness who was seated near the north 
facing windows, to come to the south side of the office. Once Witness 

walked over to the south side, Witness aid they both quickly walked 
into their supervisor's office (Witness n the southeast 
portion of the office. Witness said once they took cover inside the 
office, she heard one more gunshot coming from the parking lot, then nothing 
more. 


Witness [said she and her coworkers remained in the supervisor's office 
until a deputy escorted them out for safety. She said she never saw any deputy 
or any other person actually fire a gun. 
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Witness as interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detective Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 
2017. Witness stated she had been assigned to Temple 
Station as a station supervising clerk for the past twelve years. She said on the 
morning of the incident, she began her shift at 0500 hours. 


Witness said her work area is within the large secretary 
area/office of the station. She has a small enclosed office in the southeastern 
portion of the office. Witness stated while she was seated at 
her desk in her office, she heard loud noises she believed to be gunshots, 
coming from the mobile range. Immediately following the initial shots, Witness 
heard several more shots in a rapid succession. She said 
she heard a voice speaking over the station’s public address system, telling 
people to get down. Witness stated she immediately got 
down to the floor and began telling her coworkers to come into her office for 
safety. She said Witness Witness nd Witness 
came into her office. Witness stated they all remained in her 
office until a deputy escorted them out of the secretary area. Witness BE 
said she never heard anyone arguing or saw anyone shooting. 


Witness was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective 
Sergeant Kenneth Perry and Detective Scott Matlock on March 20, 2017. 
Witness stated he had been assigned to Temple Station as a station 
clerk for the past sixteen years. He said on the moming of the incident, he began 
his shift at 0530 hours. Witness said his work area is within the large 
secretary area/office of the station, and his desk is located in the southeast 
corner of the office, near the supervisor's office. 


Witness [said he was standing at the secondary copier, outside of the 
copy room, and heard several loud “bangs” coming from the parking lot, north of 
the office. He said he looked out the north windows and saw several deputies in 
the parking lot “scattering” toward the lobby doors. Witness said he 
realized the “bangs” he heard were gunshots. He then heard someone talking on 
the station’s public address system say, “Everyone get down, 998 in the front 
parking lot!” 


Witness [heard his supervisor, Witness cal! out to 
him and his coworkers to come into her office for safety. Once he quickly moved 
into her office, he heard another burst of gunfire coming from the parking fot. 
Witness said he remained in the supervisor's office until they were 
escorted out by a deputies. 
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Witness said he did not see any of the deputies in the parking lot shoot 
their guns. He admitted he has poor distance vision, and although he recognized 
the deputies to be in uniform, he was unable to identify any of them. 


EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS 
Deputy Scott Inthavong 


Involved Employee Deputy Scott Inthavong was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Louie Aguilera and Marc Boisvert at Temple Station on March 20, 
2017, at 1416 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For a summary 
of the interview, refer to [Exhibit A, pages 56-57]. For the audio recording, refer 
to, [Exhibit F] and for the transcripts, see Deputy Inthavong’s transcribed 
Homicide Bureau interview. 


Deputy Inthavong was interviewed on September 11, 2018, at 0959 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Paul Valle and Israel Renteria. The interview 
took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau office and was digitally audio recorded. 
Deputy Inthavong was represented by Sherry Lawrence from the law offices of 
Rains Lucia Stern. 


Deputy Inthavong stated on March 20, 2017, he was assigned as unit 55 days. 
His shift began at fj hours and ended atjjhours. He was a one man car. 
Deputy Inthavong stated that moming, he was in the station's briefing room, 
being briefed before his shift began. He said Deputy Vance entered the room 
and informed him of a male (Suspect Lane) in the station's lobby, who had a 
felony warrant for his arrest. Deputy Vance also informed him Suspect Lane had 
a SWAT badge in his wallet. Deputy Inthavong said it caused him concern 
Suspect Lane could be in possession of a weapon since he had a badge of some 
sort. 


Deputy Inthavong said he volunteered to assist and arrest Suspect Lane. He 
walked to the front of the station with Witness Long and Deputy Vance. When he 
arrived near the interior lobby door, he met Deputy Botten, and informed him of 
their plan to arrest Suspect Lane. Deputy Botten also volunteered to assist. 
When IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if they developed a plan before 
contacting Suspect Lane, he said he did not recall. He said before they entered 
the lobby, Deputy Vance provided them a description of what Suspect Lane 
looked like and what he was wearing. 


Deputy Inthavong said when he entered the lobby through the interior door, he 
did not see anyone who matched the description given. When he looked out 
through the glass doors of the lobby, he saw a male (Suspect Lane), who 
matched the description. Suspect Lane was standing outside the station doors, 
leaning up against the exterior wall bearing the Department's emblem and station 
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name. Deputy Inthavong said he notified his fellow deputies he located Suspect 
Lane and walked outside. He said he walked directly up to Suspect Lane and 
asked him if his name was “Andrew Lane”. 


Deputy Inthavong said when he initially contacted Suspect Lane, Suspect Lane 
began to backing away from him. Deputy Inthavong stated he attempted to grab 
a hold of Suspect Lane’s left arm because he had a knife in his pocket. Deputy 
Inthavong said he did not make physical contact with Suspect Lane because he 
quickly pulled away and ran away. He said Suspect Lane ran in a northwestern 
direction, across the parking lot. Deputy Inthavong said he immediately began to 
chase Suspect Lane across the lot and stayed approximately five feet behind 
him. When IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if he gave Suspect Lane 
any commands when he was chasing him, he said he told Suspect Lane, “Stop 
running.” He said the chase only lasted “seconds.” When IAB investigators 
asked Deputy Inthavong if he informed SCC he was involved in a foot pursuit, he 
said he did not, and that it occurred so fast he did not have enough time. Deputy 
Inthavong described Suspect Lane was in a full sprint, running away from him 
across the parking lot. 


When IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if he ever yelled out, “tase him’, 
he said he did not, nor recalled if he ever heard anyone make that statement. 
Deputy Inthavong said he did not chase Suspect Lane with either his handgun or 
Taser drawn. 


Deputy Inthavong said Suspect Lane ran directly to the passenger side of a blue 
SUV parked in the northwestern portion of the lot. He said Suspect Lane 
immediately opened the rear passenger side door. Deputy Inthavong said he 
stopped running and stood on the passenger side of the SUV, near the engine 
block. Deputy Inthavong said it did not appear Suspect Lane was attempting to 
flee by driving away. Deputy Inthavong said he was afraid Suspect Lane would 
arm himself with something to hurt either him (Deputy Inthavong) or his partners. 
He believed if Suspect Lane had attempted to flee, he would have entered the 
SUV through the drivers door, and not the rear passenger door. 


Deputy Inthavong said after Suspect Lane opened the rear passenger side door, 
he stood outside of the SUV and reached into the rear seat compartment of the 
vehicle. Deputy Inthavong stated he drew his handgun from his holster, pointed 
it at Suspect Lane, and commanded to see his hands. He said he ordered 
Suspect Lane, “Show me your hands” twice. Deputy Inthavong said he believed 
his partners were close by, and he (Deputy Inthavong) began yelling out, “He’s 
reaching for something!” twice. 


When IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if he could see what Suspect 
Lane was reaching for, he said he could not. Deputy Inthavong said he was able 
to see some of Suspect Lane’s actions between the rear passenger door window 
frame and the frame of the vehicle. He said at one point, he saw Suspect Lane 
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raise a metal object from within the vehicle and believed it to be either a shotgun 
or some type of a firearm. Immediately thereafter, Deputy Inthavong said he 
heard someone yell out, “Gun!”, and believed he heard Witness Long yell, 
“Shoot! Shoot! Shoot!”, but was not entirely sure Witness Long was the one who 
said it. Deputy Inthavong stated he shot his firearm six to eight times through the 
passenger door, toward the direction where Suspect Lane’s torso would be. 
Deputy Inthavong said he saw Suspect Lane dive headfirst into the rear 
passenger area of the vehicle. He added when he fired into the passenger door, 
he believed his bullets closed the door. Deputy Inthavong said he shot toward 
Suspect Lane because he was afraid Suspect Lane would hurt either him or his 
partners. 


Deputy Inthavong said after he shot his first volley of six to eight shots, he could 
see Suspect Lane moving around inside the rear seat area. He also could see 
two deputies running eastbound, away from the SUV. Deputy Inthavong said he 
began to walk backwards toward a large gray truck, parked just to the west of the 
SUV. He said he could still see Suspect Lane moving inside the SUV, and was 
afraid Suspect Lane would shoot either him (Deputy Inthavong) or his partners 
from within the vehicle. Deputy Inthavong began to shoot a second volley into 
the vehicle, toward Suspect Lane. 


Deputy Inthavong said while he was shooting his second volley, he was walking 
backwards, westbound, away from the vehicle to seek cover behind the truck. 
He described his rate of fire to be a controlled steady rate. Deputy Inthavong 
said he continued to shoot until he emptied his handgun, and conducted a 
magazine exchange with a fully loaded magazine at the front of the truck. When 
IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if knew where the other deputies were 
at this point, he said he did not. When IAB investigators asked him if he heard 
any other gunshots other than his, he said he did not hear any other gunshots 
until he took cover behind the truck. After he conducted the magazine exchange, 
he heard one loud gunshot, then immediately followed by a volley of gunshots. 
Deputy Inthavong said he believed the louder gunshot was either from a rifle or a 
shotgun. He said he did not hear any other gunfire after that. 


Deputy Inthavong said he remained behind the truck for cover. He looked 
underneath the truck to see if Suspect Lane’s feet would emerge from the SUV. 
He said while he waited behind the truck, he heard Deputy Botten yell out to him 
to see if he was okay; however, it was difficult to hear anything. When IAB 
investigators asked Deputy Inthavong if he communicated with SCC at any time, 
he said he voiced over his portable radio, “998 at Temple Station” when he took 
cover behind the truck. 


When IAB investigators asked Deputy Inthavong when the gunfire had subsided, 
if he saw any of his partners, he said he only saw Deputy Vance standing behind 
a tree near the station lobby doors. He said he did not see Deputy Vance fire his 
handgun, but only pointing it toward the SUV from behind the tree. 
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Deputy Inthavong said other deputies had created a team to extract him from 
behind the truck. A patrol car was driven into the parking lot and three deputies 
with ballistic shields ran toward him. The deputies escorted him out from behind 
the truck and to the patrol car. Deputy Inthavong walked along with the patrol 
car, and out of the parking lot. 


IAB Note: During Deputy Inthavong’s IAB interview, he stated he 
saw Suspect Lane holding onto a metal object, which he 
believed to be either a rifle or a shotgun. When IAB 
investigators asked him if he informed Homicide Bureau 
detectives of his observation during his interview on the 
day of the shooting, he said he believed he did. IAB 
investigators reviewed the audio recording and read the 
transcripts to Deputy Inthavong’s Homicide Bureau 
interview and could not find where he mentioned he had 
seen Suspect Lane holding onto a metal object that 
resembled a weapon. 


Deputy Nathan Botten 


Involved Employee Deputy Nathan Botten was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Louie Aguilera and Marc Boisvert at Temple Station on March 20, 
2017, at 1450 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For a summary 
of the interview, refer to [Exhibit A, pages 57-59]. For the audio recording, refer 
to [Exhibit F] and for the transcripts, see Deputy Botten’s transcribed Homicide 
Bureau interview transcripts. 


Deputy Botten was interviewed on October 17, 2018, at 1020 hours by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Paul Valle and tsrae! Renteria. The interview took 
place at the Internal Affairs Bureau office and was digitally audio recorded. 
Deputy Botten was represented by Sherry Lawrence from the law offices of 
Rains Lucia Stern. 


Deputy Botten stated on March 20, 2017, he was assigned as unit 55, during the 
early morning shift. His shift began on March 19, 2017, at hours and ended 
on March 20, 2017, at ij hours. Deputy Botten said at approximately 0700 
hours, he was in the watch sergeant’s office when he overheard Deputy 
Inthavong and Deputy Vance talking just outside the office about arresting a male 
in the lobby. Deputy Botten stepped outside and volunteered to assist them with 
the arrest. 


Deputy Botten said Deputy Vance informed him the male (Suspect Lane) in the 
lobby had warrants for his arrest regarding ——— was wanted by 
the LAPD. Deputy Vance said Suspect Lane possessed a badge in his wallet, 
which lead him (Deputy Vance) to believe Suspect Lane could be armed with a 
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weapon. Deputy Botten recalled Witness Long being amongst them before they 
walked into the lobby to contact Suspect Lane. When IAB investigators asked 
Deputy Botten if Witness Shue was also part of the group, he said he did not 
know Witness Shue was there until he saw him in the parking lot, toward the end 
of the shooting. 


Deputy Botten said a plan was quickly formulated where Deputy Inthavong would 
make the initial contact, and Deputy Botten and Witness Long would be his back 
up. Deputy Botten said when they walked into the lobby, they did not see 
Suspect Lane. He was standing outside the lobby doors, leaning on an exterior 
wall bearing the Department's name and emblem. Deputy Botten said Suspect 
Lane immediately became defensive and said, “What is this about?” Deputy 
Botten said he heard Deputy Inthavong tell Suspect Lane, “Hey, man, | need you 
to turn around and put your hands behind your back.” 


Deputy Botten said Suspect Lane stepped away from Deputy Inthavong and ran 
in a northwestern direction across the parking lot. Deputy Botten said Deputy 
Inthavong was running approximately five feet behind Suspect Lane and he 
(Deputy Botten) was running approximately five feet behind Deputy Inthavong. 
Deputy Botten said Witness Long was running beside him, and Deputy Vance 
was behind them. Deputy Botten said he saw Suspect Lane run to the 
northwestern corner of the parking lot, behind parked cars. 


Deputy Botten said he ran to the front of a blue SUV, on the driver's side, in order 
to cut Suspect Lane’s path if he turned around and ran eastbound. Deputy 
Botten said he saw Suspect Lane run to the passenger side of the SUV, and 
immediately open the rear passenger's side door. Deputy Botten saw Suspect 
Lane get into the rear seat area of the SUV, and believed he would attempt to 
drive away. Deputy Botten opened the drivers door and partially leaned into the 
SUV, preventing Suspect Lane from occupying the driver's seat. He said he 
placed his left knee on the driver's seat while his right foot was placed on the 
ground outside. When IAB investigators asked Deputy Botten where Deputy 
Inthavong was at this point, he said he saw him standing on the passenger side 
of the SUV, in line with him (Deputy Botten). 


Deputy Botten said Suspect Lane was lying across the back seat. Suspect 
Lane’s head was pointing east, and his feet were pointing west. Suspect Lane 
was facing south, looking toward Deputy Botten. Deputy Botten said it was dark 
inside the SUV and he could not see where Suspect Lane’s hands were. He said 
he ordered Suspect Lane to show his hands and told him, “Show me your 
hands.” 


Deputy Botten said as he was looking for Suspect Lane’s hands, he looked down 
toward the floorboard between the front and rear seats, and saw the stock of 
either a rifle or a shotgun laying on the floorboard. Deputy Botten said he saw 
the stock begin to move, as if it was being handled by Suspect Lane. Deputy 
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Botten stated at this point, he heard Deputy Inthavong yell out that Suspect Lane 
was reaching for something. Deputy Botten said while he was still kneeling on 
the driver's seat, he heard Deputy Inthavong begin shooting into the rear 
passenger compartment of the SUV. Deputy Botten said he felt small pieces of 
“shrapnel” like items hitting him all about his body and his face. He immediately 
exited the SUV and moved to the front of the SUV, near the driver's side 
headlight. 


Deputy Botten said while he looked through the SUV's front windshield, he saw 
the barrel of a long rifle, between the two front seats. It appeared to him Suspect 
Lane was moving it about as if it was stuck on something inside the SUV. The 
barrel was moving back and forth. Deputy Botten stated he yelled out to his 
partners, “Gun!” At one point, Deputy Botten made eye contact with Suspect 
Lane, who was still in the back seat. Deputy Botten stated Suspect Lane began 
to point the barrel toward him, taking aim at him. Deputy Botten said he was 
afraid either he, his partners, or civilians would be shot. Deputy Botten said he 
aimed his handgun at Suspect Lane’s head, and shot three times through the 
front windshield. Deputy Botten moved eastward to a white vehicle, parked east 
of the SUV, to change positions. Deputy Botten said he saw Deputy Inthavong, 
standing west of the SUV, near the front of a large gray truck. As Deputy Botten 
was moving away from the SUV, he continued to hear gunfire. 


Deputy Botten said when he stood to the rear of the white vehicle parked east of 
the SUV, he saw Suspect Lane begin to aim the barrel again in his direction. 
Deputy Botten said he was afraid either he or his partners would be shot. Deputy 
Botten said he needed to stop the threat and shot an additional three times 
through the driver's door window, aiming at Suspect Lane’s head. He said it was 
at this point he realized Witness Long was by his side, while he was standing 
near the white vehicle. Immediately after he shot the second volley, Deputy 
Botten said he saw the driver's side, rear window being shot outward. He said 
he felt the heat of the blast, and the glass and shrapnel hit his body. Deputy 
Botten said he also felt a bullet pass his head when the rear window was shot 
outward. Both he and Witness Long immediately took cover behind another 
white vehicle, which was parked furthest east in the lot. 


Deputy Botten said while he was moving to the white vehicle, he heard additional 
gunfire, but did not know who was shooting. When both he and Witness Long 
took cover behind the vehicle, Deputy Botten conducted a tactical reload, 
replenishing his firearm, and placed the original magazine into his pants pocket. 


When IAB investigators asked Deputy Botten what his rate of fire was when he 
shot both volleys, he said they were both shot in a controlled and steady manner, 
and said, “...it wasn’t rapid, but it was quick.” He said he conducted a reset of 
his trigger in between the two volleys. 
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Deputy Botten said when he took cover behind the white vehicle, he looked to 
the south of the parking lot and saw Deputy Vance taking cover behind a tree 
near the front of the station. When IAB investigators asked Deputy Botten if he 
ever saw Deputy Vance shoot, he said he did not. Deputy Botten said at this 
point, when the gunfire subsided, he heard Witness Shue communicating on his 
portable radio. Deputy Botten said it was at this point he realized Witness Shue 
was there in the parking lot. 


Deputy Botten stated an Aero Bureau helicopter arrived overhead and informed 
him both he and Witness Long could walk eastbound, out of the parking lot for 
safety. Deputy Botten said when he and Witness Long walked toward the 
station’s main driveway, he saw Witness Shue laying on the ground, behind a 
low wall for cover. He assisted Witness Long and Witness Shue walk out of the 
scene. 


Once out of the parking lot, Deputy Botten said he and Witness Long, along with 
other deputies, drove a patrol car into the lot, to extract Deputy Inthavong and 
Deputy Vance. Deputy Botten said he utilized a ballistic shield and walked 
behind the patrol car, until they got close to extract Deputy Inthavong. As they 
drove out of the parking lot, Deputy Vance joined them behind the patrol car as it 
drove out onto Las Tunas Drive. 


When IAB investigators asked Deputy Botten if there was a crossfire situation at 
any time during the shooting, he said there was not. Deputy Botten said when he 
was partially inside the SUV and Deputy Inthavong began to shoot, Suspect 
Lane was never in between them. Suspect Lane was in the back seat while 
Deputy Botten and Deputy Inthavong were in line with the front seats of the SUV. 
Deputy Botten said when he shot his two volleys, he was several feet away from 
Suspect Lane and still in line with Deputy Inthavong, creating a triangular 
positioning. 


IAB Note: Before ending the interview, IAB investigators showed 
Deputy Botten a photograph of the shotgun retrieved 
from the scene, [Exhibit E]. He said it appeared to be 
the long gun he saw Suspect Lane holding. He said the 
color of the stock and the bulge at the tip of the barrel 
were consistent to what he saw Suspect Lane holding 
while in the back seat of the SUV. 


Deputy Brian Vance 
Involved Employee Deputy Brian Vance was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Louie Aguilera and Marc Boisvert at Temple Station on March 20, 


2017, at 1325 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. For a summary 
of the interview, refer to [Exhibit A, pages 54-56]. For the audio recording, refer 
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to, [Exhibit F] and for the transcripts, see Deputy Vance's transcribed Homicide 
Bureau interview. 


Deputy Vance was interviewed on September 11, 2018, at 1126 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Paul Valle and Israel Renteria. The interview 
took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau office and was digitally audio recorded. 
Deputy Botten was represented by Sherry Lawrence from the law offices of 
Rains Lucia Stern. 


Deputy Vance stated on March 20, 2017, he was assigned to Temple Station as 
the 290 Sex Registrant Deputy. He said that morning, he arrived late to the 
station at approximately 0700 hours. He said his shift normally begins at mer 
hours and ends at E hours. 


Deputy Vance stated when he arrived to the station, he immediately walked to 
the station's front counter, in the lobby, to contact the scheduled registrants. 
Deputy Vance said he normally would have changed into his class “A” uniform, 
and wear his firearm in a holster before beginning his shift; however, he elected 
to immediately make contact with the scheduled registrants in the lobby, rather 
than make them wait longer. Deputy Vance stated he wore his civilian clothes 
and kept his duty weapon tucked in the front of his waistband, in a holster. He 
also said his Department identification and badge were in his pants pocket. 


IAB Note: Deputy Vance was shown a photograph of himself, 
which was taken after the shooting. He stated it 
correctly depicted what he was wearing that morning 
and how his weapon was kept in his waistband. To view 
the image, see the photograph with Deputy Vance’s 
interview transcripts. 


Deputy Vance stated he had been assigned as the 290 Sex Registrant Deputy 
for two years. He said between December 2016 and January 2017, he was 
contacted by Los Angeles Police Department Detective Montano. Detective 
Montano informed Deputy Vance he was investigating Suspect Lane for 
committing some ae Detective Montano asked for 
Deputy Vance’s assistance to use a rouse to have Suspect Lane come to 
Temple Station and have his photograph taken as part of his sex registration. 
Detective Montano intended to detain and or arrest Suspect Lane if he 
responded to Temple Station; however, Suspect Lane never responded. 


Afterward, Detective Montano informed Deputy Vance he would seek an arrest 
warrant at a later time. 


Deputy Vance said when he contacted Suspect Lane at the counter on March 20, 
2017, he introduced himself as a deputy shenff and asked to see his 
identification. Deputy Vance said when Suspect Lane opened his wallet, he saw 
a security badge inside. Deputy Vance stated he asked to see Suspect Lane’s 
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badge and identification. When he inspected it more closely, Deputy Vance saw 
the badge had the words “Security Officer’ on it, but the identification card had 
the word “SWAT officer’ on it. 


Deputy Vance said he remembered Detective Montano had been investigating 
Suspect Lane and that he mentioned he would file a warrant for his arrest. 
Deputy Vance said he left the front counter and logged onto a Department 
computer to search if Suspect Lane had indeed had a warrant for his arrest. 
Deputy Vance said he discovered Suspect Lane had a forty thousand dollar 
felony arrest warrant. Deputy Vance called Detective Montano’s police station, 
but he was unable to make contact with him. Deputy Vance said he elected to 
see if any Temple Station deputies would want to make the arrest. 


Deputy Vance stated he knew deputies would be in theiihour briefing, and 
entered the briefing room at approximately{hours. He said he explained to 
the deputies of the warrant subject in the lobby. Deputy Inthavong immediately 
volunteered and said he would make the arrest. Witness Shue and Witness 
Long also volunteered to assist. Deputy Vance said he described what Suspect 
Lane looked like, informed them of his observations of the badge and 
identification, and his concern Suspect Lane could be armed with a weapon. 


Deputy Vance said he, Deputy Inthavong, Witness Shue, and Witness Long 
walked toward the front of the station. He said just as they were about to walk 
into the lobby, Deputy Botten also volunteered to assist. When IAB investigators 
asked Deputy Vance if he informed Deputy Botten of the same observations and 
concerns he provided the others, he said he did. 


Deputy Vance said when they all walked into the lobby from the interior door, 
Deputy Vance was the last in the line of deputies. He said he saw the deputies 
turn toward the lobby doors and exit into the parking lot. Deputy Vance stated he 
saw Suspect Lane leaning up against a wall, which bore the Department's name 
and emblem. He recalled Deputy Inthavong was in the front of the line, and 
made contact with Suspect Lane. Although he could not hear what was being 
said, Deputy Vance heard Deputy Inthavong say something to Suspect Lane. 
Suspect Lane immediately turned away and ran across the parking lot, in a 
northwestern direction, toward a blue SUV. Deputy Vance said he saw Deputy 
Inthavong, Deputy Botten, Witness Shue, and Witness Long all chase after 
Suspect Lane into the parking lot. 


Deputy Vance said he did not follow Suspect Lane, nor the group of deputies. 
He remained on the steps to the station lobby and observed from there. He said 
he heard someone yell out commands to Suspect Lane to stop running. Deputy 
Vance could not remember what the exact commands were, but he knew they 
were trying to get Suspect Lane to stop running. 
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Deputy Vance said he saw Suspect Lane run to a blue SUV, parked in the 
northwestern portion of the lot, and immediately ran to the passenger side. 
Deputy Vance saw Deputy Inthavong stand near the front of the SUV, on the 
passenger side, and then saw Suspect Lane begin to enter the vehicle. Deputy 
Botten stood near the front of the SUV, slightly east, while Witness Long stood 
behind a white vehicle, parked east of the SUV. Witness Shue stood near the 
center of the parking lot. Deputy Vance stated he heard Deputy Inthavong yell 
out, “He’s reaching for something!” He also heard Witness Long yell out, “Shoot! 
Shoot! Shoot!” Deputy Vance said at this point, he began to hear gunfire. 


Deputy Vance stated he saw Deputy Inthavong shooting his firearm in a 
northeast direction, toward the passenger side of the SUV. He saw Deputy 
Botten shooting his firearm in a northwest direction, toward the SUV's front 
windshield. Deputy Vance said Deputy Inthavong moved westbound and took 
cover behind a gray truck, parked west of the SUV. Both Deputy Botten and 
Witness Long took cover on the passenger side of a white vehicle, parked east of 
the SUV. Deputy Vance saw Witness Shue move behind a planter, on the east 
portion of the parking lot, and laid down on the driveway. Deputy Vance stated 
he ran behind a tree, in the planters on the south portion of the parking lot. 


Deputy Vance said he saw several civilian construction workers standing in the 
southwestern portion of the parking lot. He called out to them to run eastbound, 
toward the front of the station. He saw them run passed him and into the lobby 
for safety. Deputy Vance said he drew his attention back to the SUV, heard a 
loud gunshot, and saw the driver’s side window shatter outward. Deputy Vance 
believed Suspect Lane was shooting from within the SUV toward him (Deputy 
Vance), Deputy Botten, Witness Long, and or Witness Shue. Deputy Vance said 
he shot into the SUV, toward where Suspect Lane would have been inside, to 
stop him from shooting. He believed his life and the lives of his partners were in 
immediate danger of great bodily injury or death. Deputy Vance said he shot 
three to four times through the driver's side front window and driver's side rear 
passenger window, toward the rear passenger seat where he believed Suspect 
Lane to be shooting from. 


Deputy Vance said after the gunfire ended, he yelled out, “Andrew Lane, show us 
your hands. Please show us your hands. You're not going to get medical 
attention until you show us your hands that you don’t have a weapon.” [Refer to 
Deputy Vance’s IAB interview transcripts, page 24] 


Deputy Vance said once an Aero Bureau helicopter arrived overhead, it was very 
difficult to communicate with anyone in the parking lot. Eventually, a patrol car 
was driven into the parking lot with deputies walking behind it for cover. The 
patrol car was first driven to the west portion of the lot, to extract Deputy 
Inthavong, who was still behind the gray truck. When the patrol car drove 
backwards out of the lot, Deputy Vance walked away from behind the tree and 
was extracted behind the patro! car as well.

When IAB investigators asked Deputy Vance if he had seen a crossfire situation 
at any time during the shooting, he said he did not. He saw both Deputy 
Inthavong and Deputy Botten shooting in a northern direction, toward the 
suspect. Suspect Lane was never in between them, which would have caused a 
crossfire. 


IAB Note: Toward the end of Deputy Vance’s interview, he 
examined in greater detail the photographs that were 
presented to assist him recall the accounts of the 
incident. Deputy Vance remembered the positions of 
Deputy Botten and Witness Long differently. He said 
Deputy Botten and Witness Long did not take cover 
behind the white vehicle directly east of the SUV, but 
rather behind the second white vehicle, east of the SUV.

So you're, you're sitting there smoking, but you, he, he was already 
in the lobby? 


Yeah. Like he was already in there. Because when | came out he was 
already out. Like when, when ! came out he was coming out. Like maybe 
like a minute later he came out. 


Okay. So initially when you come into the lobby there's -- 


There was only -- 
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-- several people in there or -- 


There was only -- when | first went into the lobby there was only | want to 
say like those three, three Hispanics or four Hispanics in there. 


Is one of those three the guy with the cowboy hat? 

No. 

Okay. 

He wasn't in there until | -- 

You've, you've been sitting in a room waiting for us for several hours. 
Yeah. (INAUDIBLE). 

lt was those three guys 

There were people over there. 

-- that you were talking about? 

Yeah. 

Okay. So do you remember when the guy with the cowboy hat walked in? 


Not, not as timewise, no. | just Know it was right when | leave to take 
Vance my I.D. 


Okay. 
That's when | went to go smoke my cigarette. 


Okay. And when you gave him your |.D. those other three Hispanic guys 
were already in the lobby? 


Yeah. 
And the guy with the cowboy hat was as well? 
Yeah. 


Okay. So you gave him your I.D. You walked out and the guy with the 
cowboy hat walks out behind you essentially? 
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Yeah. Well, I give it like a minute or two, but yeah. He walked out. 
So you walked out, then he walked out? 

Yeah. 

He went to his car? 


Well, he kind of stood nght there for -- like he just kind of stood there for a 
while. 


Uh-huh. 

And then tike -- 

By the front doors? 

Yeah. By the front doors and then he walked to the car, 
Okay. 

And then from the car that's when he went to the -- 
What kind of car does he walk to? 

| don't, | didn't pay attention to where he -- 

He just walked towards the parking area? 


Exactly. Towards the parking area and then | see him pull the cigarettes. 
| assumed he must have got them from his car so -- 


Okay. So he fights up outside? 
Yeah. 
You go back inside? 


1 go back in and then | went to that like little hallway right there where the 
little booth used to be at. 


Yeah. ts there, is there a booth there? 


Yeah. There's a booth. | guess they took out the booth or something. 
Like the phone doesn't work there no more. 
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Oh, like a little phone booth? 

Yeah. It was like a little like -- 

Visiting alcove or something. 

-- visiting, visiting phone booth, | guess. 
Okay. 


Yeah. So- yeah. He wasn't there so | just, | just sat there and then that's 
when all that commotion happened. 


Okay. And you -- the commotion. You heard gunshots? Did you hear 
gunshots? 


Yeah. 


Prior to the gunshots, did you hear any yelling? Any screaming? Any, 
any talk? Anything going on? 


Yeah, | heard like no like, like, you know, get on the floor, get on the floor. 
Like | heard like, you know, like the basic like all like following the -- 


Like cops giving some, some orders to somebody? 


Yeah. Some -- yeah. Exactly. So -- and after that that's when | just heard 
all the gunshots and | didn't know what, what's expected or anything so -- 


Okay. The, the voice that you're hear, hearing say get on the floor -- 
Yeah. 
Right? Is that coming from inside of the lobby or outside? 


No. It was from outside. It was too, it was too like, like far away for it to 
be from inside. 


Okay. Was it more than one voice that was giving those orders? 

| heard -- yeah. | heard a couple of voices. But it was just like one that 
kind of stuck out to me more like, more deeper. More like demanding, you 
know? 


And as far as what that, what that voice was saying? 
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More like, | want to like -- 


Are they saying get on the floor? Get on the ground? Let me see your 
hands? 


Yeah. lit was more like that. Like, like basically like, you know, get on the 
floor, Like, like let me see your hands. Get on the floor. Like it's pretty 
much like trying to get -- well, | don't know what was going on, man. 
Uh-huh. 

So | can't really like say, but from what | heard -- 

Yeah. No. Just what you're hearing. Did you hear any other, any other 
voices like if the cop is saying get on the floor? Let me see your hands. 
Did you hear any other voice saying no. F you or, or did you hear any 
other voices like counter to the officers’ voice? 

Nah. Like t didn't hear anything from -- 

So it was just the commands you hear? 

it was just the commands that I, that | heard. 

Okay. How long wouid you say that was going on before you heard the 
gunshots? From the time that you first hear these, these shouted 
commands. Let me see your hands. Get on the floor. Get on the ground. 


How long did that last before you heard the first gunshot? 


Welt, probably like, like a minute or two. It wasn't really that long. It was 
more just like giving orders and orders and then -- 


And then what happened? A minute or two is a phrase | kind of -- 
Yeah. 

-- this is my job is to pick apart -- 

No, no, no, no. | get that. Yeah. 


A minute is actually a long time when you and I are just sitting here and 
we're going to be quiet for a minute. 


Yeah. Honestly -- 


Do you think it lasted a minute or do you -- 
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No, no. Honestly, it was, it was less than a minute. Because it was just 
like (Snapping fingers) a fast reaction: | heard people saying get down, 
get down and then, | guess, no response and then | just hear gunshots 
SO -- 

Okay. 

Honestly, ai most, the most would be a minute. 

Okay. 


But it wouldn't -- you know what I'm saying? Like it, it was, it was fast 
(snapping fingers). It was too fast. Like I, | couldn't time it like -- 


Let me tell you what. Run it through in your head. Don't talk tome. Just 
run it through in your head from the time you hear the shouting to the time 
you hear the gunshots and just count in seconds, you know. One one 
thousand, two one thousand, three one thousand, four one thousand, five 
one thousand. 

! want to say like at least fifteen to twenty seconds really. 


Okay. So about fifteen to twenty seconds of these shouting commands 
that you're hearing? 


Yeah. 

And then the first gunshot? 
And the first gunshot. 

All right. 


Like | don't know when exactly that first gunshot went off because there 
was so many of them that followed. 


Okay. So you hear not just one gunshot -- 
Yeah. (| heard -- 
-- but many gunshots? 


Yeah. Like, like at first i kind of thought like it was like, like an automatic 
or something. 
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Perry: 


Uh-huh. 

| know I've kind of seen everyone pointing automatics so it was just like 
weli, was it just one gunshot or was it someone with just an automatic gun. 
| don't know. 

So you hear gunshots? 

| hear gunshots. 

Kind of like in a group?

-- like pop then, pop, pop, pop, pop. Pop, pop, pop, pop. Pop, pop, pop, 
pop.

So it was like ~- I, | can't really say when the first gunshot got let off. 


Right, right. But there's, but there's one and then there's almost 
immediately following -- 


Yeah. 

-- many? 

Yeah. 

And | don't want to put words in your mouth. l'm just trying to --

-- get it clear in my head what you're describing. 

Yeah. 


So there's one shot and then it's pretty, almost immediately followed by 
many gunshots? 


Yeah. 


Does it sound like one gun? Does it sound like many guns? 
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Guns at all? Gunshots? 
No. Just more locally here. 


Just what you see on TV and what you hear out on the street and that kind 
of stuff? 


Yeah. Pretty much. 

Okay. How many gunshots would you say? Well, let me. Before | go 
there. You hear the, the first -- | call it a volley of gunshots. So that's 
many gunshots kind of at the same time. 

Uh-huh. 

Right? Is that fair?

Okay. And then is there, does it just all stop and everything's over or is 
there a pause and then more or how would you describe it? 


Honestly, like there was a pause. Like after like the first like burst.

Yeah. 

Right? 

Yeah. 

The voices that you're now describing are -- 

Are inside. 

-- inside? 

Yeah. 

Okay. And it's more like they're taking care of folks that are there -- 
Yeah. 


-- trying to make sure everybody's safe? 
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Yeah. Just pretty much, you know, making sure everyone's, you know, all 
right. 
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Okay. 
So no one gets hit or they didn't trip over anything.

Well, I, | just stood right there where | was at while all this was 
going on. You know, people on their phones and calling and | honestly | 
thought | was just going to be, you know, something like it happens.

So all that went on and then, like | said, when the door opened up and 
more deputies came out. It was more deputies inside the lobby. 


You said the door opened up. This would be the door like -- 
Oh -- 

-- is it opposite you in the other direction? 

When, when you walk into the lobby --

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From the hallway.

So when the deputies came in they came in from the right side.

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You're here for your appointment. You get dropped off. You come into 
the lobby and already in the lobby are three, three other guys -- 


Yeah. 

-- who you've been sitting with the, the whole day waiting for us, right? 
Yeah (laughing). 

Okay. You do knock out at some point in the lobby, right? 

Right. 

Is that before or after you give your I.D. to Vance? 

That was before | gave my I.D. to Vance. 

Okay. 

Because | was still waiting for him. 

Okay. 


And | didn't know like, no one was in the front of the lobby so | kind of just 
sat there and | know it usually takes awhile anyways so -- 


Okay. And then you gave your I.D. to Vance. 

Yeah. 

And then you walked out of the lobby to have a smoke. 
Yeah. 


And you don't remember the guy with the cowboy hat being inside at that 
point, but he did come out behind you? 


Yeah. 
Right? 
Yeah. 


You didn't see what car he went to? 
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No. 
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But he did walk towards the parking lot and when he came back he had 
some smokes with him? 


Yeah. 

Okay. And then you went back inside? 

Yeah. 

Did you ever see the guy with the cowboy hat again? 


i didn't see him go back inside, | just, after that part when | had that 
cigarette and | seen him -- 


Uh-huh. 

-- and that was about it after that. 

Okay. And what was it, what kind of cowboy hat he had on? 

All black. It looked like -- 

Like an honest to God -- 

Honest to God, it looked like an actual cowboy hat. Like -- 

Okay. And then you're sitting. You go down the hallway to the left. If you 
walk in the entry doors to the left and there's like a little alcove or 


something where you sit at the phone or something? 


Yeah. It's like a -- yeah. It used to be like a little phone booth like it's for 
visiting or whatever. 


Okay. Is there a chair in there? 
Yeah. There's a chair right there. 
Okay. 


So | just sat right there. And there was like a little, you know, table so | put 
my head, you Know -- 


Okay. 


And then that's when | heard all the commotion going on. 
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Where -- did you put your head down and -- 

Yeah. 

Okay. 

And I just, you know, laid, pretty much laid on my arm and I -- 

Did you -- were you asleep and got woken by the gunfire or the shouting?

| was watching a movie and then that's when | heard all the commotion 
and -- first | heard that girl, you know. | guess talking to who her ex or 
whoever. That's what | heard first. And then ] heard all the, all the bursts 
of, you know, guns and everything. At first |, | don't know who it was or 
what, but at that time | thought, you know, it had do something with that. 
Okay. And to you, the, the hearing -- did you see the girl? 

Yeah. 

Or just heard? 

Nah. 1 seen her. 


What does she look like? 


She looks like -- she had a black tank top. She was like in all black. She 
was like a chubby, chubby Hispanic lady. 


Uh-huh. How old’? 

| want to say 24, No more than 28. 
What kind of hair? 

Black. 

Long? Curly? Short? 


Probably long. Straight-ish, like wavy, | would say. 
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Okay. Any tattoos that you noticed? 

No. | didn't see anything else.

At the time she got there, no. But after like | seen, like | didn't see the kid, 
but | just seen like, you know, like a little sippy cup or something that was 
right there.

Like l only seen the sippy cup there after 
so | didn't, | didn't get up and walk over there or anything after that. 


Okay. But she was saying something to the effect that she didn't feel 
safe? 


Yeah. She's like, she was like |, | don't feel safe. Like do you want mé to 
get like a deputy over here because | don't feel safe. And then | heard the 
other person like chuckle, like laugh, like are you serious. Like laugh. 

And then | heard the door open. 

Which? The -- 

The, the lobby door. 


The lobby door. 
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Yeah. 
Yeah. 


| heard the lobby door open. And then -- yeah. It was quiet after that and 
then that's when | heard everything else. 


Okay. How long between the time that you heard that girl saying that? 
And then did you hear the shouting outside? 


Um -- 

A minute? Two minutes? Ten minutes? 

li, it -- that felt longer. 

Because you got there about what time? 

| got there at like 7:00. Like about 7:00. Like 6:45. 6:50. 

Okay. 

Closer, a little close to 7:00. 

Before 7:00? 

Yeah. 

Okay. 

Because | was sitting in there for, for a little while. And then | remember 
looking at my phone and it was like 7:00 something. And | can't remember 
exactly what exact time, but | remember looking on my phone and it said 
7:00 like, it was, it wasn't like 7:10. It was like still in the single digits. 
Okay. And that's when you hear this, this girl saying that? 

Yeah. Like once | went in and | was sitting there and then | heard them 
talking. | don't know exactly like what time they were talking about it and 
they were like, her and that other guy, or whoever she was talking to.

And when you were in the lobby did you hear any deputies talking about 
him? 

Or did you see deputies coming from the, you 
know, the door that goes into the station?

Matlock Coming -- do you see deputies come into the lobby and then go out in the 


parking lot? 


After? Yeah. After. Like a little -- when | was standing, tike sitting there 
waiting. Like for Detective Vance. 

Matlock: Uh-huh, 

After like | was done with the cigarette and | sat there like | seen deputies 


go out there, but | didn't think it was anything for that. | was just thought, | 
just thought they were going to like, you know, to their car. So most of the 


time the deputies come in and out of there. 


Matlock Right. 

| So | didn't really assume anything. 

Matlock You didn't hear any deputies talking about -- 

|] No. 

Matlock -- hey, we're going to arrest somebody? 

[| No. Nothing like that. 

Matlock Okay. I'm good. 

Perry: Okay. Easter? 

Easter: | don't have anything. 

Perry: Okay. [EJ is there anything that you want to tell us that we didn't ask 
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you? 
No. That's pretty much it. (INAUDIBLE).

| got here about two minutes to 7:00. 


Okay. And you guys are here for what exactly? 


We are working with the J to upgrade the, the tower up 
front to, it's called L.M.R., Land Mobile Radio, for police and fire. 


Okay. There was obviously an incident here today. Why don’t you 
describe how this incident, how you were, how your attention was drawn 
to this incident. 


Well, like I said. | got here about seven o'clock and as soon as | pull in | 
saw [one of the other witnesses, and I've known him from other 
sites. He's our biologist. 


Okay. 


And I saw that there were a few deputies talking to him because he's out 
looking at stuff with his binoculars, which looks a little odd at a sheriff's 

station. So I went over there and talked to him and the deputy and [.D.'d 
myself, and just to back up his story. His story, out looking for birds and 
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stuff, which is what he does on our sites. And everything was cool and 
then the deputies then affer went back inside. And then the, the other two 
guys, [end $M came up. Identified themselves that they were 
going to, they were working on the site today. See, my company that ! 
represent is a contractor and these guys are subs. 


Okay. 


We're working on this L.M.R. antenna out front. And so we got to talking 
to them and they, they started going over to -- while we're talking | noticed 
that blue, blue SUV come in. And | saw other people come in. | saw a, a, 
a child custody exchange going on with somebody else. Then this guy 
comes in and he backs in a couple of spaces from my truck. Thinking 
nothing of it because | know, you know, you're open 24/7. He got out and 
he put his black cowboy hat on.

Well, |, | can't answer that, but what | will say is that and I, and I'm 
going to say he might have been wearing some hard shoes or boots or 
something only because he was running so fast he only, he kind of was 
going too fast to catch the door. 

Okay. 

So he kind of had to stop and come back. 

Okay. 

Like he wanted to get there, but his body was moving too fast -- 

Sure. 

-- to get in the car. 


Okay. 


And what surprised me the most that | knew something was up with him 
was he went to the right rear door. If somebody is trying to escape -- 


And I'm sorry, and I'm sorry -- when you say right rear do you mean right 
rear, do you mean passenger side? 


Yes. 
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Rear door? 

Because he's backed in. 

Okay. Right. 

So it's going to be around the opposite side. 

Right. 

And he got in the back seat of the car, which is odd to me. 
Yeah. What did you think when he did that? 

Uh -- 

Like you, did you say to yourself -- 


Well, and, and f'Il tell you why I think this is, is, | got fifteen years prior law 
enforcement. 


Okay. 

And | thought that is weird. Not only is he running so quickly and excited 
with five or six deputies behind him, he's going to the right rear of this 
SUV. Which is totally inappropriate. So in me, | would say he's going for 
a weapon. 

Okay. He's obviously not trying to get in the car and drive away? 

No. 


Okay. And so when was the first time you heard the deputies make any 
commands? 


When he got, when he kind of veered off to the car. 
Okay. 

And he started getting in the car. 

All right. 


That's when | heard they got more excited. 
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Okay. And then when he was in the car or when he was getting into the 
car and once he had gotten into the car were there also commands? 


Oh, yeah. 

From the deputies? 

That's when the -- 

Did the deputies seem like that they're -- 

Excited? 

Well -- 

They were (INAUDIBLE). 

Yeah. A little more heightened? 

Yes. 

Their commands? 

Yes. 

What kind of commands? 

| don't remember hearing the ones directly toward him like stop, hands up 
kind of stuff. It was more of -- the one that | remember was like tase him, 
tase him. And then | looked at where he was and | thought he's not in a 
good position to get tased because he was kind of behind the door getting 
in already by that time. 

Yeah. 

And then shortly after that, after he got in the car, | think he was trying to 
close the door, but either it got caught on his leg or a deputy was right 
there and then, and then there was some commands to shoot him, shoot 
him. 

Okay. 


And after you heard those commands shoot him, shoot him, how much 
time passed before you actually heard some gunshots? 


| would say seconds. 
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Seconds? 

Yeah. 

Less than five? 

| would say so. 

And you said you heard about ten to fifteen gunshots? 


That was about, I'd say fifteen to twenty. Like the first volley was fifteen. 
The second one was ten to fifteen. 


Okay. On the first volley -- you have gun knowledge? 

Yes. 

Are you a shooter? Okay. Do you think those all came from one gun? 
| would say, | would say no. 

Okay. 

No. 

Just because of the rapid succession? 

And what had reminded me, | was a range master for quite a few years. 
Okay. 

And what it reminded is | was on the range. 

Okay. 

And multipfe guys were shooting. 

Okay. 

Is what it sounded like to me. 

And after that fifteen to twenty round volley did you hear, hear any 


conversation at all between deputies or more commands towards the 
suspect? 
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| don't recall. | think there were some, you know, the excitement of, but | 
don't remember what they were. 


Okay. 
| mean, it wasn't like silence. Like nobody stopped talking. 
Sure. 


But | don't remember what it was. Because | was getting, | was moving 
out of there. 


And on the second volley of ten to fifteen, also a single shooter? Multiple 
shooters? 


| would -- | can't tell you. | can't, |, | can't tell you as much there. | would 
only, | would guess that it was more than one. 


Okay. 

But | don't know. The first ones for sure it was multiple. 
And did it all sound like handgun fire to you? 
Yes. It was all consistent noise. 

Okay. 

Like it's the same -- 

Same caliber? 

Yes. 

Okay. 

Same load. 

Okay. Ken? 


Yeah. Just a couple of things. [J the deputies that are, that are -- you 
see the guy running and he's full tilt, right? 


Uh-huh. 
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And then the deputies are coming out. Does it look like, just trying to 
characterize their movements, They're not in a full run after him? 


No. 

Do they kind of, do they stay bunched up? Do they spread out? 

What | saw was that they all kind of came up as a -- one, | saw him. He's 
just like this. And then 1, | -- so | was more in a straight line so they were 
kind of behind so they were in my field of view and they all came, came 
oui together. Like | said, there was probably, it seemed like there were 
five or six. 

Uh-huh. 


And | looked at his hands and i saw he didn't have anything in them. And 
| kind of looked at the deputies to see what their posture was. 


Uh-huh. 


And | didn't see, | think they might have had their hands on their gun, but 
not gun in hand. 


So no weapons drawn? 

Not that | noticed. 

Okay. And did they -- 

Not to say there wasn't, but | didn't notice it. 

Sure. 

Because he took most of my attention because | was looking at him. 

If you -- the logical progression was, is that was, maybe going to happen, 
put at that point that that, maybe looking at it. There's not six guns pointed 


No. 


-- which would have also been pointed at you, which | assume if you 
would have noticed? 


No. That -- 
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Okay. 


| want to say their hands were down around their waist. The deputies. 
But they weren't like guns out and stuff like that. 


Okay. 

Like | said, they came out. From what | saw they weren't, the, the door 
didn't blow open and they weren't in a full sprint like this guy was. They, 
they kind of came out together, which made me think, you know, | don't 
know what happened inside. So it's like, to me, from my experience, is 


like, they all kind of waited for -- they knew something was going on in the 
lobby so they got some back-up. 


Uh-huh. 
And when that back-up came is when this progressed. 
Okay. 


Like maybe the guy thought oh, shit. They know something now, l'm 
gone. 


And when the guy veers towards his truck, like you described it, like he's 
almost going too fast. He overshot the door -- 


Yes. 

-- to almost to get the door open? 

Uh-huh. 

Was there, were there any deputies close at hand? 

Well, again, | was looking -- now he crossed my vision and l'm looking 
over this way at the cars and the deputies are over here. So I'm looking at 
him where | saw him kind of pass the car because he's going too fast and 
then he came back and he was getting in. 

Uh-huh. 

And that's when l, | told you |, | don't know what everybody was doing, but 
| don't know if his, the door got caught on his leg. Because | don't think it's 
closed all the way. Or a deputy grabbed it and it was right there. And 


then right there | noticed there were like someone on the right front and 
someone on the left front of the car. 
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So there were deputies close to the car -- 
Oh, yeah. They -- 

-- at that point. 

-- yeah. They moved there quickly. 
Okay. And when the guy got in the car, the guy that was running from the 
deputies, when he got into the car, did he get in and sit down like you 
would normally to go somewhere or did -- 

| couldn't see because the windows were tinted. 

Okay. 

And, and then when |, you know, I've had nine hours to think about it. 
Right. 

But I kind of think, i thought it was kind of odd that he flipped his hat off. 
Uh-huh. 

And | got to thinking well, | wonder if he flipped his hat off because he 
knew he was going to get in the car and it would get in the way for him to 
get in.

And your perspective is kind of at that point still towards where the

No. The -- | put four cones across the parking lot before this thing ever 
happened.

It will snow them there before all that stuff happened. 

So initially when he comes running out, this is my very poor drawing of the 
parking lot. This is the entry off of Las Tunas. This would be the front 
door oi the station.

| was standing right about in here. 

So kind of right in the middle? 

Yeah. So the front door and him and the deputies were all in line here. 
Okay. 

And then he came in this direction around here.

And then after that fifteen to twenty volley here |, |, when they start to say, 
when they said shoot him or whatever and gunfire started, | moved this 
way and I got behind this car as | was telling these guys to move over, out 


of here. Because they were standing around here where this generator 
and the car.

So they went back and hid in the bushes. | stood, or | hid behind here so | 
didn't get shot and then that's when the, the second volley went off.

Okay. Was the -- sorry. We go through so many of these -- 

Uh-huh. 


-- and did you, did you see any of the officers actually fire their guns? | 
mean, not that you could say which one, but did -- 


No. | didn't stand there and, and watch them. 

So you were moving away -- 

Yes. 

-- as you hear the gunshots? 

Yes. 

Okay. So you move, started moving away -- 

Once [ heard, | heard the shooting going on -- 

Yeah. 

-- | tumed to my right and went into the, into the planter. 


You went that way as you, you, your experience told you that this bad shit 
is going to happen -- 


Yes. 
-- | need to get out of here.

There was going to be so much fire and if |, if that suspect was shooting | 
knew | would be in his line of --

And you went to the planter near, nearest to the building?

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Yeah. | mean, that's he, the suspect, was at a full sprint. | mean, and he 
was eyes open and as fast as he can go. The deputies came out all 
together, but | would say they were more in a, a hurry to walk than they 
were chasing him. li wasn't like a foot pursuit. 

Okay. At any time did you observe any cross fires? 

No. Because [ didn't watch. | didn't watch the shooting. | only heard it. 
Okay. Thank you. 

Okay. Good? 

ts there anything we didn't ask you there, EE

Basically in your parking lot where everything occurred. We were going to 
be removing the generator pad.

Okay. And what time did you, do, did you arrive? 

| arrived at about seven o'clock. 

Okay. 

Right about seven o'clock on the nose. 

Okay. In the morning? 


Uh-huh. 


And who was supposed to be here at the job? 
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Basically a gentlemen, [i from B who he, we found was running a 
couple of minutes behind and whenever all the melee was going on | 
called off him and two others. 


So he wasn't here when this all happened? 
He wasn't here. Yeah. We were actually waiting for him. 
So, so when you arrived who was, who was here? 


The gentlemen, | believe, his name is [From (I who is one of 
the last guys waiting in the room right now, and then another gentlemen 
that does the, | don't know his name, but he does the (INAUDIBLE), 
training to be able to do these projects. Basically it's a little hour long 
environmental training course. 


Okay. 

So he was just here as well to check on it. 

So what was going on? What -- well, you guys were waiting for -- 

So we -- 

-- the last guy to show up’? 

Yeah. We were waiting for the last guy to show up. We just started taking 
a look at the little generator area that we were going to do some saw 
cutting on and do some demo, I guess a generator was being removed 
and taken to a different area.

My vehicle was actually right next door in the K-Mart parking lot. | knew 
we were going to, a couple of minutes from after | got there, about a half 
hour, | had a saw truck and a compressor truck coming in and | knew it 
was a relatively small parking lot so ! didn't want to get in the way -- 
Okay. 

-- so | just parked over at the K-Mart parking lot. 


So the first point that you, your attention was drawn to this incident is you 
heard someone say tase him? 


Yeah. Because basically we had our back to the front door at that point 
because we were looking in the corner at our work, you know. So | heard 
that and that's what drew our attention. We all tumed around and at that 
point -- 

You saw, you Saw a person running? 


The person was running. 


From, running in what direction? 
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From the front door of coming into the building and kind of running 
basically kind of into a wall where he was going to have nowhere to go. 
He ran out and he kind of saw us there and that's when he kind of --

| guess he would have came out, it would be northwesterly.

| noticed, from what | remember, | remember him being more on the white 
side. Possibly a little bit of Hispanic heritage, but not, you know, just kind 
Yeah. 

-- kind of like me. 

Was he wearing a hat? No hat? 


| don't remember a hat. 


Okay. Do you see anything in his hands? 
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| did not see anything in his hands.

All right. So you saw him running in a northwesterly direction. Did you 
see anyone chasing after him?

It was locked. | remember seeing him struggle with that and then quickly 
thereafter he jumped right to the back one and that's the door that opened 
and that's when he jumped in the back seat of the, of the SUV.

At that point it was all really actually real tinted and at that point they 
basically unloaded that first clip and at that point | think everybody was 
just not sure because nobody knew what kind of threat he was stiil 
presenting, you know?

Okay. Could you tell was his shirt tucked, untucked that he was wearing? 
To the best that you remember? 


You know, | couldn't tell you that for sure. 

Did you see the look on his face? How he -- 

| do. That's, that's the kind of one image that | kind of have stuck in my 
head is just how like wide eyed he was when he -- because he came out 


or when he, when we like turned around he was almost like running right 
to us and then, you know, how the parking lot is out there. It's basically all 
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You said he was wide eyed. How did he look? Did he fook like he was 
happy? Scared? 


Just -- yeah. Scared basically. 
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Scared? 


Yeah. Just like it was going down and he was about to do whatever he 
needed to do to try to not be involved in that and he didn't have very many 
options at that point so -- 


And then obviously it appeared to you he was trying to get away from the 
deputies? 


Oh, definitely. Yeah. 

And you -- 

| don't think there was any question about that. 

-- said the, you said the deputies were all in uniform. 


Yes. All of the ones that] saw. The first few that -- | Know the ones that 
assisted us in getting out of the area, pulling us in -- 


Right. 

-- but | didn't see anybody that wasn't in uniform. 

But the ones initially who was chasing this guy -- 

Yeah. 

-- and you said that the first one you remember being an Asian deputy -- 
Uh-huh. 


-- who was carrying a taser? 
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Yeah. 


Black: And you heard somebody yell tase him? 
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Yeah. 


Black: Do you remember hearing other yelling that you just couldn't make out 
around that time? 


Well, eventually like right after that, after they saw that the tasing wasn't

This was after the first shots.

him actually getting in the vehicle. 

Black: Okay. So he first tries the pass, the right front door. He can't get in. 

ai Absolutely. 

Black: And then he, as he opens the back door and you say as he's in the midst 


of diving in is when you hear the deputy fires -- 


fes erl Yeah. 
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-- his, his rounds. 
Yeah. 


When you hear these volleys of gunshots any shots sound louder than the 
other? 


You know what, not necessarily. No. No. It did sound like it was all 
coming from like the same, the same gun per se. 


The same area? 


Yeah. Or the same area, | mean, | didn't hear anything sounding 
distinguishably different, you know. 


Right. And you said the first volley was about ten shots and then the 
deputies ushered you into the station? 


Yeah. 


And then you remember hearing another volley, but you're not sure how 
many were fired at that time’? 


Yeah. Yeah. That's correct. 


And I think you kind of, you had said that at some point you heard, did you 
hear somebody actually yell gun? 


Yeah. After, after the -- because the first thing | heard was tase him and 
basically, you know, (snaps fingers) six or seven seconds of that, you 
know, as this is all happening he's actually jumping in the car and then at 
a certain point | heard somebody say gun. Shoot with the gun. You know. 
They like basically calling the taser. Don't worry about the taser anymore. 
We got to -- 


Do you remember if they yelled gun before or after the gunshots? 
Before. From what I recall, 


Okay, And, and do you think that was the guy in the car yelling or the 
deputies who yelled? 


No. It was definitely the deputies because at that point the gentlemen was 
like already in the car and l, everything | was hearing was like from behind 
me. Because we were kind of in the middle, not like directly in the middle, 
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but for the most part in the middle of the gunman and the deputy just off to 
a little further west, you know, but within ten or fifteen feet so -- 


Right. 


-- we could kind of, we had a pretty good, a pretty good spot to where we 
first, what we saw what was going on. Probably better than most. Yeah. 


Were you out there when this car, when the blue Trailblazer pulled in? 
Yeah. | was out there when -- 

Did you see the guy get out’? 

I, | didn't think twice of it because we were just out there looking at a spot. 
He pulled up with nothing and | don't know if he got out, walked in, as a 


normal, you know. 


Do you remember seeing him when he got out and walked in? Do you 
remember -- 


| don't remember seeing him until basically | turned around and saw him. 
So he was running at you and then changed direction? 

He kind of veered off a little bit and --

You said that the, the Asian deputy had the taser. How did you know it 
was a taser? 


Because |, |, with the yellow on it, all the yellow on it and just noticing that 
it wasn't the standard handgun.

And it sounded like the guys that were kind of following as they were kind 
of piling out of the station and he was definitely clearly the first one out 
and | know he had his taser on first. 


And then so he, he had it in his hand? 


He did. 
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And it was because you, you could tell it was a taser because it had yellow 
on it?

And you said that you saw this guy drive into the parking lot 
initially? 


| mean, you know, | didn't necessarily notice him drive in, but | know his 
vehicle wasn't there when we pulled up and it, you know, he, at some 
point, while we were taking a look at the comer, fooking at the work we 
were doing, he pulled in.

| parked and my car is still here. 
Okay. Where is your car parked? 
The easternmost lot or space. 


In that front parking lot? 
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Yes. 

Now what kind of car do you drive? 

A Volkswagen Jetta. 

Volkswagen Jetta. What color?

Okay. At some point something happened in the parking lot. 
Right. 

Do you know what time that happened at? 

Approximately ten, fifteen minutes after 7:00.

So there, | believe there is three or four cones there so | was closer to the 
southern end than the northem end.

Of the parking lot. 

Facing south?

So what | saw basically out of the comer of my eye motion, which was a 
gentlemen running this way. And he was awtully close so | probably only 


got maybe two to three strides of just what was going on. 


Okay. Do you know where he was running from? 
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Yeah. He was coming from the building. So there was all, an entrance 
from the building. 


Is that the front entrance of the station there? 

That's correct. 

And what direction was he running in? 

Straight at us. Due west.

So you mentioned that Deputy Vance, and for the recording is spelled V 
as in Victor-A-N-C-E, you said Deputy Vance mentioned that he had a 


SWAT badge. Did he also give you any other information or did that 
information translate to something for you that he had a SWAT badge? 
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Yeah. He just had a badge. He flashed a badge. | believe, you know, 
Brian saw a badge and, you know, | trusted Brian's instincts and said, 
"Hey, maybe he's armed, something's up." 


Okay. So you mentioned right now that you -- that triggered some type 
of possibility that he may be armed? 


Oh, possibly. 

Okay. 

But you know, like I said, | hadn't seen the guy or assessed him or 
anything, but he was supposedly in the lobby waiting for the detective to 


come out and finish his paperwork. 


Okay. What did you do what that information? Once Deputy Vance 
informed you of that, what did you do? Did you -- 


Well, got a group of deputies and went with him, followed the deputies 
towards the lobby and | made sure we had a less-lethal. | believe 
Henry Shue or Inthavong had a taser. | know someone did. | believe 
Shue had a taser. My thought -- that's my recollection is Shue had a 
taser and, you know, | designated him as a less-lethal, but one, my 
desire was to get to the door in the lobby as fast as possible and 
contain it to the lobby. 

Okay. 

Because if it was in the lobby, it would be a much easier, quicker deal. 
There's not -- there's, you know, some bathrooms, but it's a small lobby 
and we're maybe a ten-foot little hallway in front of the watch deputy's 
office from the door access to it. 

Okay. So you mentioned Deputy Shue, correct? 

Yes. 

And that's spelled S-H-U-E. You mentioned Deputy Inthavong? 
Correct. 


And that's spelled I-N-T-H-A-V as in Victor-O-N-G. 


Right. 
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Who else was with you? 

Deputy Vance -- Deputy Botten was at the doorway to the lobby. He 
asked if he could help or what's going on. | said, "Hey, there's a 
warrant subject in the lobby." He says "Can | help?" | said "Sure." 
Okay. So we got Deputy Botten -- 

Botten. 

-- Deputy Inthavong -- 

That's Nathan Botten. He's an early-morning 5-5 earlies. 

Okay. And that's spelled B-O-T-T-E-N. 

Correct. 

Let me go through the list real quick. You got yourself -- 

Uh-huh. 

-- Deputy Botten, Deputy Inthavong, Deputy Shue, and Deputy Vance. 
Correct. 

Is there anybody else? 

Not that | was aware of, but | mean there are two lieutenants. The 
doorway out was right by the lieutenant's office. | recall McNeal and 
Handline being there by it. 

Okay. 

That was about it. 


And so you mentioned Deputy -- you formulated some type of a plan; is 
that correct? 


Yeah. 
Can you tell me about that plan? 


Well, the plan was to go out, contact him, and detain him and arrest him 
on the warrants. 
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Okay, but -- 

So one, he described -- Deputy Vance described his clothing. | think it 
was a cowboy hat, loose shirt, black pants, and figured there wouldn't 
be too many people like that in our lobby. So the initial thing was to get 
out and contact. We went out -- ultimately, we got the door less lethal, 
"You guys are my contact team," and | get up on them give them orders 
first, you know, was the initial plan. And it was just to go out and make 
contact, so we go out in the lobby, he's not at the counter. He's not in 
the chairs and we see him outside. 


Okay. Let me put you on pause there. So you did designate somebody 
to be less-lethal? 


Yes. 
You just don't remember who was -- 
I| think it was Shue. | think Shue had the taser. Those are my thoughts. 


Any other assignments amongst these deputies what they were 
responsible for? 


Inthavong was to talk, and Nathan and him were the contact. 

Was Deputy Vance part of this team? 

He was with us. You know, | wasn't utilizing him. He was in civilian 
clothes. He didn't have any gear on, but I did not utilize him, but -- and 
one, he was there kind of also to confirm an identity of the person. 
Okay. Okay. So now you have this team of deputies with you. You 
walk out into the lobby, and you had mentioned that you didn't see him 
in the lobby. You didn't see him in the chairs. 

Yeah. 

But you saw him outside? 


Yes. 


Okay. So what did you see when you saw him outside? 
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Long: He was standing against the wall just outside the little porch. There's a 
porch with an angled wall outside the front door of our station. 

Valle: Okay. I'm going to show you a photograph and it's a picture depicting 
the front of the station with the emblems on the wall, Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Temple Station. Is this the area that you 
saw the suspect standing? 

Long: Yes, but | mean, it's a different perspective. It's more angled. It's flatter 
when you look at it from inside the lobby. 

Valle: Okay. 

Long: Because he's outside, we're coming out, and this is an angled walkway. 

Valle: Okay. Let me see if | can show you a better picture. Maybe an 
overhead picture will give you a better -- I'm going to show you another 
picture. It's an overhead -- looks like it's an aerial photograph -- 

Long: Okay. 

Valle: -- of the station parking lot. 

Long: Okay. 

Valle: Is that a better picture where you can identify or show us where he was 
standing? 

Long: Yes. Yeah. He was standing right here. It's this wall. 

Valle: Okay. | need to take a break. l'm going to bring a red marker so we 
can identify it. 

Long: Okay. 

Valle: Take a quick break. It's 11:57 a.m. 

(OFF RECORD) 

Valle: Okay, we took a short break to retrieved a red pen. The time is 11:58. 
Okay, James, can you mark with an x where you saw the suspect 
standing when you saw him within the lobby? 

Long: This is the best | can do from memory and this photo. 
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Okay. 


I'm sure if | had a picture from inside the door out | could put exactly -- 
and looking here is kind of -- he's right -- my recollection is he is -- 


Okay. So he's standing outside of the station? 


He's standing out. His -- my recollection, his left foot was up and he 
was kind of leaning back into the wall with his head down. 


Okay. And like you said, there was a pretty good description, a unique 
description. 


Yes. 

Did you see the -- he was wearing those clothing items, articles? 
Yes. Yes. People in the lobby | recall maybe Asian, older, and 
definitely not anywhere near our target. Two, when he was not there 
you can see him right outside. | saw him react to seeing a group of 
deputies, too, so -- 


Okay. Okay. 


And then it was, you know, "Get out" and the deputies were right on 
him. They were going out the door and | was following the deputies. 


Okay. So tell me, what did you observe when the deputies were in front 
of you and making contact? 


He was -- well, what | observed is, one, he initially started to put his foot 
on the ground and turn to walk down the steps here. 


Okay. 

Deputy Inthavong and Botten | think were first out the door and I think | 
was behind him and | heard -- | believe Inthavong told him to stop. And 
he was probably around here when we were exiting the door maybe 
eight feet to ten feet behind him. 


So you're saying that he actually walked down the steps into the 
parking lot? 
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Yeah. He walked -- he was -- he walked and he was at least at the 
bottom of the steps by the time the door was opening and being told to 
stop. 


Okay. Okay. 


So he's being told to stop. | see his back. He's got a loose shirt and he 
starts running as soon as they say "stop." The deputies follow. | had 
told them "follow" and we're watching him run. Botten and Inthavong 
were following him. I'm not sure where Shue and Vance were. | 
followed, | believe, Botten and Inthavong. But this is not a good photo 
because we can't -- 


Right. 

-- but the direction was he was angling right towards those palm trees. 
Okay. 

There was a work truck, a large work truck that had been in the parking 
lot. | knew it was one off the workers on the Larix (phonetic) or the 
tower that was being built in the southwest corner of the lot or kind of 
the west side of the lot, but | also knew the lot is a box. There's no way 
out of the lot unless you go out the driveway or back around the front of 
the station to the right. 

Okay. All right, James. We'll utilize the overhead in a minute, you 
know, give a better description of the path that he took; however, | want 
you to back up a little bit. 

Okay. 


So when the deputies made contact with this suspect, did you hear the 
deputies tell him anything? 


| heard "stop." 

Okay. Did you hear the suspect say anything to the deputies? 
No. 

Okay. So from your recollection, he immediately began running? 


Yes. 
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Okay. To you, how did he appear at that morning before he runs away? 
Is there anything that you noticed about him? 


Well, no. It looked like he was running fast. He wanted to go. 
Okay. 


He started going. One, what my initial assessment he didn't appear he 
didn't have, | didn't think initially seeing him move, that there was a 
weapon in his waistband. That was my initial assessment, and then | 
watched his -- as we were going out, he was, yeah, he was ahead and 
he's running at kind of an angle here. Inthavong was closest. | think 
Botten was behind, and then me, and when I got -- when we got out to 
about here, he looked like he was running so hard that he wasn't going 
to stop. | thought he was going to hit the wall or the truck or go -- trying 
to go up this corner. And | veered off up here, starting going off the 
ramp for the driveway. He ran past his truck to the back of the work 
truck. Looked like he looked to the wall and then did an about-face and 
came immediately towards the door. When he stopped here, | stopped 
and | came back, | started coming back down and across. My 
recollection is Scott Inthavong was here, stopping around here. Botten 
had worked his way in front of the car and | came up behind this car. | 
was behind this trunk, and Botten was in ene the trunk and kind of 
the engine block of the truck. 


Okay. So before we go any further, what I'd like you to do is utilizing 
the pen -- 


Okay. 


-- is draw the path that the suspect took from this marker that you 
identified where he was standing -- 


Okay. 
-- to where he ran. You can just use a dotted line. 


Okay. So he walked, he walked. They said "stop." And he ran this 
way. 


Okay. And you said that you thought he was going to jump that north 
wall onto the sidewalk? 


Yeah. | thought that was his escape because | -- that truck | had seen 
in the parking lot forever. 
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Okay. 


It had been there for months, and they'd been working on this huge 
tower over here for quite a while. One, | didn't think that was his car 
and | thought he was heading to escape. It looked -- he was on full tilt. 


Okay. 


He was -- looked like he was running to escape and not running to a 
Car. 


So when you saw him running in that path, you said Deputy Inthavong 
was following him? 


And Botten. 


And Deputy Botten, okay. With a solid line, can you show me the path 
that you took? 


| came out, watched him, and then I veered here, and about over here 
when he got here, he stopped. | thought -- when he stopped, | go okay, 
he's not -- 


He's going to jump. 


Well, no, he's not -- | thought if he had continued running, he would 
have the momentum to hit this truck, get up and get over this wall. It's 
kind of a tie us point and, you know, he'd be on the sidewalk, so | was 
just concerned. | wanted to come up and in case, you know, he was 
going to get out of the parking lot at least someone was going my way. 

| don't Know where Shue was, but | believe he was behind me or 
somewhere in this area and also Vance. There were civilians over here 
and there were the workers, at least two that | recall, and | got here, and 
when | got there he stopped and then turned around and went right to 
the door. | came across here at about here. 


Okay. And where was Deputy Botten at the time? 
| put a B where | -- 
Which time? At the -- when he stops? 


When | came up to Botten, he was kind of in between the trunk of this 
car and the other car there. 
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Okay. Can you put an | where you believe Deputy Inthavong was 
standing at this point when you got back to this point? Okay. Do you 
know where Deputy Shue was at the point? 

No, other than he was -- | believe he was behind me. 

How about Deputy Vance? 


| did not know. 


Okay. So when you got to this location in front of this white car, what 
did you see the suspect doing? 


He was -- had opened the door. He crouched down. He grabbed 
something, and he was making a loading motion like a shotgun. | saw 
his right arm go like -- twice, at least twice, making what | thought to be 
a loading motion. 

So what door do you remember? 


It was the rear passenger door to the car. 


Okay. So he's standing outside the car with the door open and you're 
seeing some action. 


Right. 

And you were using your right hand to describe it 

Yeah. His right hand -- to me, his right hand was moving. 

Okay. 

And | was looking over Botten's arm initially with my gun out at the 
crack between the driver's window and the seat, the console, and | 


could see his body and | could see motion. 


Okay. So let me ask you. At that point when you saw this action, his 
hand going back and forth, did you see a weapon? 


| did not, but | heard "Gun, gun, gun" from Inthavong. 


Okay. 
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Long: It was kind of a contemporaenous, "Gun, gun, drop the gun." Next 
thing, you know, the gun's coming up. He starts to fire rounds. | see 
the gun actually lifting. 


Valle: What kind of gun did you see? 
Long: It was a long gun, so | assumed it would be a shotgun or rifle, but | 
didn't know. It was just a long gun. | saw the barrel portion, the end of 


the stock, and some of the barrel through the view. 


Valle: Okay. Let me get a different photograph for you. | want to show you a 
picture. It's the suspect's vehicle. It looks like it's facing towards us. 


Long: Yes. 


Valle: | don't know if that's a good picture for you to show me where you were 
-- can you put it down flat? 


Long: Yeah. 

Valle: Okay. Either of these two. Can you show me on which picture where 
you were standing and where Deputy Botten was or do you think this 
picture -- 

Long: Botten was almost right at this wheel well. 

Valle: Can you put where you believed on that picture a B. Okay. And where 


do you think you were standing? 


Long: I'll put aJ oran L. 

Valle: Okay, that's fine. 

Long: | was right there kind of off his shoulder. 

Valle: Okay. So was any of these doors open on your side, the driver's side? 

Long: No. 

Valle: Okay. So where did you see this action happening? Was it through the 
window? 

Long: It was over Botten's arms and through the window. | believe it was this 


front window. 
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The front windshield? 

Right. 

Okay. And you said you had your gun out? 

| had my gun out. 

And was it -- where was it pointed? 

It was pointed at the suspect. 

Okay. Well, what about Deputy Botten, did he have his gun out? 


He had his gun out and I was aiming over his wrist, and when | realized 
| was aiming over his wrist, | came off target. 


Okay. And you had mentioned that you saw Deputy Inthavong towards 
the front of the gray vehicle on the west side of the parking lot? 


Uh-huh. 

Do you know if you saw his gun out? 

He yelled "Gun, gun." | heard -- yes, | saw his gun out. 

Okay. 

| saw him a crouched position and firing rounds in a rapid succession. 
Okay. 


And he was crouched, the barrel was out, the smoke was going, and he 
had a good angle of fire. 


Okay. When you saw the rifle came up, you believed a long rifle, some 
type of a long weapon coming up, that was from within the back seat? 


The back seat. 
Okay. When you saw that weapon, what did you do? 
| started yelling at Botten to shoot because | believe he had a shot at 


Botten and me if he just moved it six inches. If the barrel could go 
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through the angle to the right, he had a clean shot through glass at 
Deputy Botten and myself. 


Okay. 

| was -- | yelled "Shoot, shoot, shoot," and | don't know. There was 
almost, you know, 10 to 15 rounds or more already fired, and he was at 
an angle here. We were here. | wanted him to shoot because as the 
rounds are going, the gun's coming up. I'm yelling "Shoot, shoot." The 
guy's jumping into the car. He ended up jumping in all the way and we 
lose view of him. I'm pulling on Botten's belt and telling him to "Shoot, 
shoot, shoot," and as he shoots we're bailing out of there to take cover. 
Okay. So let's get a sequence of time here. 

Okay. 


Inthavong is standing on the -- near the gray vehicle. You and Deputy 
Botten are on the driver's side of the suspect's vehicle? 


Uh-huh. 


What occurred first? You seeing the rifle or the beginning of gunfire 
from Inthavong? 


It's approximate time. | heard "Drop the gun, drop the gun" and then -- 
or "Gun, gun" and the firing began. 


Do you know who yelled out "Gun, gun, gun"? 


| believe it was Inthavong. | thought it to be Inthavong. That's where 
the sound came from. 


So you hear gunfire begin and then you see this barrel coming up and 
you tell Deputy Botten "Shoot, shoot, shoot"? 


yeah. 

So while you're saying that, the gunfire is occurring? 
Right. 

Okay. 

| think it's more simultaneous. 
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Yeah. | was loud. I was yelling "Shoot, shoot, shoot" because | thought 
we were in a life or death situation. 


Now were you yelling that as Deputy Inthavong was firing rounds -- 
No. He had already started. He had already started. He continued. 
But as he's continuing, are you yelling it out at the same time? 


It might have been in the stream. Like | said, my left eye caught kind of 
him. He was crouched and really maintaining a good firing pose. His 
barrel was great. The barrel wasn't rising. The rounds were coming out 
and | go, you know, he's hitting something. | figured, yeah, he's hitting 
something, you know, and they're good shots. But I'm yelling "Shoot, 
shoot, shoot" because | saw -- | mean in my right eye, initially | had to 
go, okay, boom, something's happening. He's not trying to escape, you 
know, if he tried to escape, he would have gone to the driver's seat, it 
would have been a different story, but he went back to the back seat, 
went low, grabbed an item, looked like he was loading shotgun. The 
deputy who was over here says "Gun, gun, gun, drop the gun" and 
starts firing. And as soon as the rounds are fired, | know I'm looking at 
him, but I'm also yelling "Shoot, shoot, shoot" because | believe that 
Botten and I are in harm's way and we need to get out. 


So you had said that when you yelled out "Shoot, shoot, shoot," did 
Deputy Botten begin firing at that point? 


He did. We backed up and he fired four rounds. | don't know if he fired 
four rounds and backed up or while he was backing up. 


Okay. 

But it just seemed like the gunfire went on, the gun's coming up, 
Botten's not shooting or seeing the perception, and | believed his life is 
in danger and mine, and | was yelling to shoot because | believed he 
had to shoot and | didn't have the shot over his arms. 


So that was one of the questions | wanted to ask you was you're 
describing where Deputy Botten's literally standing in front of you? 


Right. 


And why is it you didn't fire a gun? 
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Because he was -- when | took my aim at the suspect, | was right over 
his wrist and | figured if | shot, he moves, | hit him. | didn't want to shoot 
him. His gun was right out there. 

Okay. 

| figured he was ready to go and he would fire, but you know, my 
thought was to manage it because | figured if | shot, | could hit the 
deputy and | just didn't want to get into that. 

You said you had grabbed a hold of Deputy Botten's gun belt? 

| think his back or -- right, yeah, his back, yeah. 

And you moved backwards? 

Yeah, | moved back. 

Do you remember where you moved to? 


We moved straight across the parking lot behind this car under the tree. 


I'm going to show you another picture of the front of the station. It looks 
like it's a better view of the vehicles that were there. 


Yes, it is. 

Okay. So you can just draw an x where you were initially started. 
Okay. 

Where did you and Deputy Botten walk to? 

Solid line or dotted? 

Either one. 

| don't know if it was a walk. It was pretty fast. 

Okay. 


We went here. Botten was -- ultimately ended up going first, went to 
the front portion of this car, and then I stayed at the trunk at the back. 


Okay. 
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| knelt and crouched. | saw Henry Shue over here on the ground. 
You can put a description of where he was or H or whatever. 
Shue. 

Shue. 


There were Civilians running towards the door of the lobby in their 
orange and yellow vests. 


Uh-huh. 


They were the Larix workers or whatever -- whoever is contracted to do 
that job. 


So yourself, Deputy Botten and Deputy Shue are on the east side of the 
parking lot. 


Right. 

What about Deputy Inthavong, where was he? 
Inthavong went on the far side of the large brown truck. 
So Inthavong maintained on the -- 


Well, he maintained, but he came around. He was over here. He 
went -- 


He eventually made his way? 

Yeah, over here. 

Okay. Okay. So -- 

| don't know exactly where he was. | lost visual of him, and we were in 
a -- we were over here. This is Botten and me and then Shue is back 


here underneath the cover. 


Okay. Can you just put circles of where you believe you saw the 
civilians? 
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The civilians were over here. You know, | saw them over here running 
and I think they ran by Vance. 


So in that general area you saw them? 


Yeah. | saw them right -- they were over here working. These were the 
civilians. 


Okay. 


Then | saw them go this way, and | think they ran past Brian or | don't 
know if Brian went with them to here, but at this point | got here and | 
was looking at the car, one, just because there was a -- just to make 
sure the person didn't get out of the back seat. We had no visual. It 
was a double tint and | was looking through another tinted car. And | 
only had about four inches of this door, the top of this door visual from 
my angle at the back of his trunk. | at some point yelled for an AR. 
Henry Shue | think put out that request because there was an AR-15 at 
the desk. And | kept a visual here while Botten screamed "Get your 
head down. Get your head down," you know, several times. | go 
“Leave me alone,” but while this is going on, a shot, you know, 
Inthavong is over here, here. The helicopters are coming. | know there 
were news initially and, ultimately, one of our airships came overhead, 
but we kind of hear. We got static. We had a crossfire, so we weren't 
shooting. We were loaded. My concern is this guy opens this door, 
sneaks back this way to attack. That was my real concern to maintain 
that. They got out. | mean, if he drived (sic) it, got in the driver's seat, | 
think | would have seen him, but there was no movement. And 
Inthavong was here, we're here, we're loaded, I'm loaded. My gun's 
out. His gun's out. Henry | think is doing the radio, and then ultimately, 
Brian Vance took a position behind this tree. 


So when you moved to this position behind the car on the east of the 
parking lot -- 


Uh-huh. 

-- you said there was -- was there a lull? 

There was a, yeah, a little lull. 

Okay. What happened after that period of time? 


We're requesting stuff. One, there was radio traffic. There's shooting, a 
998, and | know units were going. The radio was going crazy. The 
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news helicopters were first and, you know, as I'm looking here, you 
know, | could see them up over to my left. 


Did you -- | think you were about to -- I'm not sure if you were going 
here, but when you were in this position -- 


Uh-huh. 
-- east side of the parking lot -- 
Uh-huh. 


-- and there was that little bit of a stagnant moment, did you hear any 
other gunshots coming from within the suspect's vehicle? 


Yes. There was a gunshot that came right out the upper left corner of 
the back window, and it appeared to be aimed straight over the car 
where Botten was hanging. 


So what made you believe that? 


Because, one, the glass was intact and then it shattered outward like 
that. It wasn't -- it didn't look like it went up. It looked like it sprayed 
outward in a straight pattern. And -- 


So from your position on the east of the parking lot you could see the -- 


| could see the spray pattern. | saw the window. | saw the hole erupt 
and go out and it looked like a level shot. And you know, it was a tinted 
window, so it had some effect on how it went, but the window shattered. 
There ended up being like a hole, you know, like -- it looked like it was 
that big when it expanded. I'm sure it contracted a little bit, but there 
was glass flying and shot flying and it appeared it was aimed directly 
across Botten that way. 


So you had described with your hands of a circle around maybe five, six 
inches in diameter? 


Uh-huh. 

Is that what you saw? 

Yeah. Looked like the window erupted. It exploded out, and then it was 
a shotgun shot. It looked like it was directly at where Deputy Botten was 


trying to hide behind a car. He's a huge guy, six/eight, maybe 300 
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pounds, and he was -- it was a small Honda and he was near the front. 
His upper back probably stuck slightly over the, you know, 
posse(indiscernible). 1 don't think he was visible from the suspect's 
car, but you know, he was trying to stable-load the engine block, keep 
his head near the tire and the engine block. But he moved around, he 
was moving around. | was staying -- at some point he was there. The 
shot came. We didn't fire because we didn't, one, didn't have a shot. | 
couldn't identify a target. And Deputy Vance starts shooting, so I'm 
hearing very controlled fire, six shots. 


So that's what | wanted to ask you was after that blast out of the driver's 
side -- 


Uh-huh. 

-- of the vehicle, was there any gunshots you heard after that? 

Yes. 

Okay. 

After the shot, directly after the shot, there were six controlled shots 
and, in fact, | looked and saw Deputy Vance firing six rounds through 
the driver's side window towards the back passenger area of the car 
where | believe the suspect to have been or last been. 

And where was Deputy Vance standing? 

Deputy Vance was -- 

You can put a V. 

V. This tree, he was behind this tree. 

Okay. 

So you won't quite see it there, but -- 

It's okay. 


It's behind the wall. There's a -- you go right here and there's a tree 
trunk. It's not the hugest tree trunk, but there is some cover. 


So after Deputy Vance's fire, was there any other gunshots that you 
heard? 
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Long: No. 
Valle: Okay. 
Long: But Aero came down. | couldn't hear anything. Aero was maybe 50 


feet above and all we heard was (making a sound). We had no -- we 
lost any ability to communicate at all. 


Valle: Let me back up, not to the very beginning, but while this is happening, 
while you hear gunfire, you mentioned something about radio 
communication. 


Long: Uh-huh. 


Valle: Can you tell me what you heard or what you knew, what was being 
broadcasted, if anything? 


Long: | heard there was a 998, and that people were rolling to the station. | 
requested an AR and | heard that -- believe Shue -- that transferred to 
Shue and he requested the AR. 


Valle: | see, so you didn't get on the radio. You asked one of your deputies -- 
Long: | yelled at Shue. | was, yeah, | was not on the radio. | was yelling. | 


knew Shue was back there. He was on the radio. He had a radio. | 
believe him to be putting out radio traffic. 


Valle: Okay. 
Long: And -- 
Valle: Okay, so let's shoot ahead as far as the beginning where you first 


positioned yourselves. 
Long: Okay. 


Valle: In this position while yourself and Deputy Botten are standing near the 
front, | assume the front driver's side wheel? 


Long: That's the driver's side wheel. 
Valle: Okay. And Deputy Inthavong, so you're kind of in front of the vehicle 


and Deputy Inthavong is here. 
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Uh-huh. 


In this position while the gunshots begin, did you feel like there was a 
crossfire situation? 


No. | thought Inthavong was shooting at the suspect through the door 
and | thought the angle was good enough where it wasn't impacting us. 


So you're -- 

There were chips. Obviously, the door was angled. | was concerned 
about ricochets, but -- and glass because there was debris. | mean, | 
could see smoke. | mean, | saw the smoke coming out of his gun. 
There was debris flying from glass or whatever was hitting the door, and 
-- but | think, you know, one, it was -- | was behind Botten and | wasn't 
affected that much by it. 

So the way you were describing Inthavong's angle of fire would be -- 
Yeah. 


-- at the northeast direction? 


Yeah, either the northeast shooting looked through the door at the guy. 
It looked it was going through the door or possibly the window. 


Okay. 


But the guy was kind of crouched behind the door and was loading, like 
| said, doing a loading motion. He, like | said, started firing. 


Deputy Inthavong? 
Deputy Inthavong got down and fired, | believe, the whole clip. 


So let me ask you, when you saw that movement of the suspect who 
you believed to be loading a gun -- 


Yes. 


-- you didn't really see it, but you just saw the action that you're familiar 
with? 


Right. 
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Valle: Is that when you heard Deputy Inthavong begin shooting? 

Long: Pretty close. | heard "Gun, gun, gun." It might have been "Drop the 
gun.:" 

Valle: Okay. 

Long: But one, | knew that there was a gun in play. | saw him making a 


motion | believed to be loading a shotgun. 
Valle: Okay. 


Long: And | also saw his attributes. He wasn't trying to escape. This is aman 
who's apparently got some warrants not trying to escape. He's ata 
tactical disadvantage and he's arming himself. Ultimately, a superior 
weapon that we had available at the time we went out. 


Valle: So you said the Deputy Inthavong shooting and Deputy Botten shooting 
was not a crossfire situation? 


Long: No. Botten was shooting directly into the car towards the back seat 
through the front window, and this is -- he's shooting right here. 
Inthavong is over here shooting into this door. This concrete wall went 
up almost to the whole roof of this car, and | thought that backdrop was 
good. It was safe. It's a concrete wall with dirt and asphalt and all kinds 
of stuff behind it. A 9-millimeter barely goes through a car. It's not going 
to go through -- 


Valle: Right. 
Long: -- the wall. 
Valle: So the way that you're describing where Deputy Botten was positioned 


at the time he fired was closer towards the driver's light, headlight? 


Long: Yeah. | think he actually came back a little bit, but -- 

Valle: Okay. So you retreated back to this east portion of the parking lot -- 
Long: Correct. 

Valle: -- behind a white vehicle. 

Long: Correct. 
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Do you believe in this position there was a crossfire situation? 

| believe there was a crossfire had he shot, | shot, or Inthavong shot. 
But was there any gunfire -- 

No. There was gunfire from the suspect, and the only other gunfire 
after this was Brian Vance shooting from here into the back side of this 
car. 


So he's shooting northbound? 


He's shooting north away from -- between Inthavong and us with a 
great backdrop. 


Okay. Do you have anything because I'm just going to read over my 
questions here. 


Yeah. When Deputy Vance first contacted you and you were done at 
the briefing room, did he give you any other information in like the 
suspect? Did he -- other than just that he saw that SWAT badge? 
Just the SWAT badge. 

Did he say anything about the warrants of what he was wanted for? 
You know, | knew he had two, | believe two LAPD warrants. 

Okay. 

Outside of that, you know, | know it's child porn, but | don't know if | 
knew it that second or not. | believe | knew it was a sex offense, but 
other than that -- 

Okay. 


-- | can't tell if | knew it was a distribution, but | believe it was a sex 
offense. 


And that information was given to you by Deputy Vance or did you just 
assume it because he's the sex registrant? 


Well, he -- no. | think -- ultimately, | knew the warrants were LAPD. | 
ultimately recall that for months LAPD had been coming to our station 
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parking lot and monitoring Code 5. They were Code 5 out there looking 
for someone. 


Okay. 


| didn't know it was this guy. Ultimately, after the fact, | put that 
together. 


Okay. 

But -- 

You knew it was a felony warrant? 

| knew they were felony warrants, two felony warrants. | was told -- you 
know what? In good faith, | relied on two felony sexual offense 
warrants. 

Okay. 

But | mean, | believe, you know, that was what I recall and that he was 
possibly armed, and was possibly armed because he had a SWAT 


badge, which is, you know, thin at best. 


Did you personally give the suspect any commands at any time of this 
incident? 


No, | don't believe so. 

Okay. How about did you hear anybody giving him commands? 
Yeah. | definitely hear "Stop, stop," and | know they told him to stop. | 
didn't hear any -- | ran up here. | saw him stop. | didn't hear -- | don't 
know what was said or not said. 


Okay. 


Next orders | heard is when | came up here to take a quick leak is "Gun, 
gun, gun," and then firing or "Drop the gun." 


So you're confident you heard either -- well, not confident, but you 
heard either somebody say "Gun, gun or gun" or "Drop the gun"? 


Right. 
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And do you know who that was? 
Inthavong. 

Okay. 

Did you hear the suspect say anything? 
No, not one word. 


So how many times do you think Deputy Botten fired, an estimate or 
what you believed? 


Four to six. 

What about Deputy Inthavong? 

| thought 15. 

And what about Deputy Vance? 

And that's because | saw a clip laying on the ground. 

Okay. 

You know, 15 to 16. | thought Vance shot six. | thought he shot six. It 
was very slow, one after another like, you know, just aimed, but it was, 
you know, maybe three seconds just -- but real controlled fire. There 
were commands yelled at him, "Hey, give up, move, Surrender, show us 
your hands." 

Okay. 

Nothing, nothing. 

You heard that? 

Oh, yeah. 

Okay. 

But then the helicopter came, "No, no, no, I'm not going to leave," and 
he's posing with a shotgun. Ultimately, as the helicopter is hovering, 
he's not moving. He's holding the shotgun with a bullet-proof vest 


covering his face or upper body, you know. He's non-responsive to any

commands. His foot, left foot in the window up and he's holding the 
shotgun, and so we bailed out of the station. Botten, myself, and Shue 
came up to the cars. There were cars right up top, and then we had 
Inthavong still ono the lot, Vance on the lot, and the suspect in the car. 
When we got up there, there was a shield, | think it was Sergeant 
Martinez was up there, and other people and they were gathering gear 
and some items to go back in with their car. Initially, there was a "You 
got the --?" "Il said "The suspect? No, no, no, no, no," non-responsive, 
not -- never did any commands and it appears he's still armed. And | 
said "Let's just cover the car." There was a detective lieutenant on top 
of the roof with the deputy with an AR-15 that had a full hawk-side view 
of this car now that we had great cover from above, and we had armed 
deputies and we went in to get Inthavong out and clear the lot. 


And how did you do that? How did you get Inthavong and Vance out? 


A patrol car, Deputy Jackson brought a car in. We went. | think we put 
up a shield on his side of the car and then, you know, initially, he was 
holding his gun. ! said "Just drive. You're driving. No guns for you. 
Just reverse in and out." And then I had, | think, Bayer and Cabrera, 
Detectives, and | believe Botten, myself, and | think the detectives had 
long guns and we drove the car in to about here before this CAT or over 
to here and then we wave Inthavong to run to us while we had cover on 
the car. His foot was still up, so -- well, no, | mean, we had Aero -- his 
foot was still up. It didn't look like he had moved, and we had Inthavong 
run to us, and then as we backed out, Vance said, "Hey, don't forget 
me," and then he came out and we got out of the lot. But right around 
this time | think the SWAT team was landing or coming out, but the 
Bearcats weren't there. 


Okay. 


And from here, after we go the deputies out, | went over to talk to the 
tactical leader. 


Okay. 


| think it was the lieutenant. | briefed him and then Commander -- the 
captain came and said "Get out to the briefing room." That was it. 


| know you came up with kind of like a quick plan for the arrest. During 
this entire incident while you were -- while he's running across the 
parking lot, the shooting is occurring, deputies are taking cover, was 
there any communication between yourself and the deputies? In other 
words, via either radio or -- 
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Long: Well, once a helicopter came, we couldn't communicate. Even radio, 
you couldn't hear nothing. 


Valle: But before that, what -- 


Long: Before that? Yeah, | was yelling "Shoot." They got the AR and, you 
know, make sure -- people were rolling. | know things were happening 
and we requested an AR. | had hoped it was up on the roof faster, but 
apparently, they couldn't find the key to the elevator. 


Valle: Okay. 

Long: Is that | heard later, but -- 

Valle: What about communicating with Deputy Inthavong? 

Long: If anything, | figured he would hold tight. Aero had told him to sit tight, 
that he had good cover. 

Valle: Okay. 

Long: And Aero communicated to him. | heard that. | know that or | heard 
that, that Aero said "You're good. You got cover. Stay behind the 
block." 

Valle: Okay. 

Long: So | figured he was behind the engine block of the big truck, and you 


know, we were over here and it was good, but there was no -- | mean, | 
couldn't yell -- | don't think if | yelled from here to hear he would hear 
me. But I think it might have been over the radio. | don't think it was a 
PA that was going. | think Aero was talking over the radio and you 
could hear that, but | couldn't go. | don't think -- | couldn't communicate 
to Vance. | couldn't hear anything Vance had said, and anything | 
yelled | think Shue was doing, so | think he could hear me. | could hear 
Botten, and that's about it. 


Valle: This one -- this shot that you saw, you know, blasting out the back 
window -- 

Long: Uh-huh. 

Valle: -- was there any difference in sound between the deputy's gunfire and 


that one? Was there a different sound between them? 
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Oh, yeah. | would -- yeah. | go, yeah, it's a shotgun. 
Okay. 


| go, yeah, it was a shotgun blast, 100 percent in my mind I have no 
doubt that it was a shotgun. And, you know, the pistols were crisp. You 
know, you get the real crisp real quick and it's over. 


How many shots do you believe the suspect shot? 
One, only one. That's the only one | know of. 


And | know this is kind of a hard -- but from the best of your ability to 
give me an estimate, from -- timeframe, from when the suspect ran to 
when the last gunshot you heard coming out of the -- oh, no, until 
Deputy Vance stopped shooting, how long do you think this whole thing 
lasted? 


Two minutes maybe, two and a half minutes. 


Now you mentioned that there was a deputy placed on the roof. Do you 
know who requested that? 


Well, we requested the AR. | didn't know who requested -- | didn't 
request anyone special. 


Okay. | mean, as far -- 


| wanted the AR and | wanted it on the roof. | thought the roof was the 
best shot. 


So it was your request -- 


| wanted the roof shot. | think an AR ultimately got deployed into the 
clerical staff, but you know, | wasn't evacuating the clerical. There were 
a lot of things going on, and my focus was this parking lot, that car, and 
whether that door opened. That was my concern whether the suspect 
got out at this point. | was also concerned that, one, not firing at a guy 
with a deputy by it also, but those are things would be solved if | got the 
AR in place. If the AR was there in three minutes, you know, it would 
be the cover we thought we were getting out a little better because the 
roof has a great view of this spot. 
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Now as regarding Aero Bureau, the helicopter, what information did 
they relay to you about the suspect? 


Just said he was laying on the back seat with a gun in his hands, and it 
sounded like, | believe, there was a bulletproof vest. They called it a 
body armor that was covering his upper body and face. 


Okay. And then they also relayed information about Deputy Inthavong? 


Yeah. They related about Inthavong and they said he had good cover. 
| know they said he had good cover. | believe he had good cover. And 
the only good cover is at that engine block, so -- 


Okay. 


-- | hope that's where he was. That's where | believe he was, but | had 
no actual view of him, or if | did, maybe a boot, but | saw the -- like a, | 
think a magazine on the ground right in between in front of the car. 


Okay. Did Aero also inform you that -- he was armed with a weapon, 
right? 


Yes. 
Okay. Did they say what kind of weapon it was? 


Just a long gun. | recall a long gun, but like | said, after the shot | knew 
he had a shotgun, but | didn't know -- you know, like | said, | don't know 
if there's anything else in there. We had no view. That back window 
was heavily tinted. 


I'm going to show you a picture of a weapon that was at the scene. And 
do you -- is that the weapon that you saw or you don't know or -- 


No. You know, well, it looks consistent with this part when lifted. 
Okay. 


| mean it's consistent with what | saw coming up from the ground, but 
that's all | can say it's consistent because it was shadowed. It was dark. 
| didn't have a great view and it was only, you know, seconds or half a 
second where it was moving up, but | was concerned. | figured as it's 
coming up, if he flipped it, there was a straight shot at Botten through 
the window. But he was also taking so many rounds. You know, my 
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understanding he's getting shot at and he had to jump in for his own -- 
he was jumping to get away -- 


Right. 


-- from the shots, but then he's so close to us, | wanted Botten to shoot 
so he could safely get away and get under some cars and start running, 
you know, eastbound. 


So when I showed you this picture, you kind of motioned -- 


Yeah, well, yeah, like | said, it looks a lot longer than it is, and when | 
saw something like this portion of the gun when it started coming up, 
you know, out of the back seat, so whether he could have physically 
shot with his barrel extension or the way this gun is, it might have hit the 
seat. He might have had it manipulated to get it. 


Okay. 
But my impression was | thought he could flip it and shoot at Botten. 


Okay. And then this particular weapon that was recovered at the 
scene, you articulated you saw the loading motion; is that correct? 


It's consistent with that type of gun. You'd load it right here at the 
bottom. If you have the gun up, it would be stroking it in. If you're 
holding -- | believed him holding the handle with his left hand and 


pushing rounds in with his right. And | believe there were two rounds or 
two motions that | saw. 


Okay. Okay. After everything -- | know you described the extraction of 
the deputies -- well, that's what you described. You described that they 
eventually extracted utilizing the vehicle, and you utilized shields for 
cover? 

Shields for cover. 

Okay. All righty. Do you have anything? 

Nothing. 


Now you had pretty well articulated the backdrop of -- what would -- | 
mean, | know you were merely a witness. 


Right. 
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You weren't involved as far as shooting; however, being the supervisor, 
did you notice -- no, I'm not going to ask that question. | think you 
articulated it well enough. 


Yeah, | did. | will tell you, initially, wnen he went past this car to this 
back, | thought he was trying to escape, 100 percent. And then he went 
back here and I'm -- he's not trying to escape. And when | come up and 
get a better view | see this and hear "Drop the gun, drop the gun," I'm 
like okay, we're here. He now wants to get into a gun fight. 


Okay. 
At a tactical disadvantage. 
Okay. 


And you know, initially, my first assessment when I looked at it is, oh, 
you know, okay, he's loading it. Let's see if he stops. The gun firing, 
and then | go like l'm not -- | can't shoot over his wrist. And so | -- the 
guns were being fired, initial -- there was some glass or something that 
flew over Botten for sure. There was some debris, | mean, | could -- 
there was something that came this way. It's like you feel it. 


Right. 


But, one, you know, you can hear the gun hitting the car door, | mean, 
it's -- so you have the fire and then you have the hitting the car door, 
cling, cling, cling, so it's a lot of (clapping his hands) fire, but definitely, 
the fire affected him. And as the gun moving, he ends up jumping into 
the car. 


Okay. 


| believed him to be hit, but | also believe that Botten and I were at risk 
and that, you know, | ordered him to shoot, to give us cover to get -- put 
some stress on him so he had to cover himself to not take aim at us 
while we fled and left there. 


Okay. 


And that was it. There were a couple -- like | said, | believe it was four 
or five rounds fired by Botten and then -- but | wasn't looking. | think | 
was looking back to the east, and he got ahead of me and | went behind 
him and I took the back of the car and he went to the front. 
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Valle: Okay. | don't have anything further. Do you have anything else to add 
before we end the interview? 

Long: No, no, | don't. 

Valle: Do you have any questions or -- 

Gibbons: No. 

Valle: All right. We're going to end the interview. The time is 12:42 p.m. 
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Tocay’s date is Merch 20th, March 20, 2017. It's approximately 1528 
hours. This is Detective Aguilera along with Detective Boisvert, from the 
Sheriffs Homicide. And we're here in regards to a deputy-involved 
shociing that occurred on today's date under Sheriff's File Number 
017-03249-0522-013. Also present is Sergeant Paul Valle from Internal 

ffairs Bureau, and representing Sergeant James Long is attorney Sherry 

awrence from Grex:ie and Shinee law firm. And Sergeant Long, you 
were on duty this morning, correct? 


Yes, | was. 

What were you assigned? 

50 Sam which is the field sergeant. 
And your hours for today were? 
0530 to 1330. 


And sometime this morning you were alerted to a possible arrest of a 
suspect at the counter lobby area, | believe? 


Yeah, | was doing the second morning B briefing. It was approximately 
7:20-25. Detective Vance came in, asked if anyone wanted to arrest a 
felony warrant in the lobby on one of his registrants. Scott Inthavong 
volunteered and | think assigned Henry Shue to help him. Concluded the 
briefing. Kind of walked up ina group. As we walked, you know, you walk 
the hallway from the briefing room, make a right, left, right and you're 
headed towards the watch deputy's office. When there was in the briefing 
room, we, we were briefed a little bit about it. It was a LAPD warrant. I, | 
know that they had been looking for somebody. | didn't know it was this 
guy or I'd never seen this guy, but the LAPD detectives had been surveilling 
our parking lot and had been surveilling his house, | mean, since probably 
two months ago, two to three months ago. Deputy Vance advised us that, 
one, there was a felony warrant. It was an LAPD arrest. That he had 
flashed some type of SWAT protection badge and that there was a 
perception that the person maybe armed. Our information, you know, that 
he possibly could be armed, but the main thing, he had a warrant, he was in 
the lobby at the lobby door. | confirmed that Deputy Inthavong had a taser 
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on him or a less lethal weapon. | had Nathan Botten came up, offered his 
help. When Henry Shue wasn't in eyesight or around, | said thank you, 
come on, let's go. Itwas myself, Scott Inthavong, Brian Vance and Nathan 
Botten went through the door to the lobby. Scott Inthavong had the papers 
from Brandon, the warrant. And we walk northbound through the hall to 
make a left which would be westbound towards our front doors. There 
were citizens seated on the bench and none of them appeared to be the 
described. Outside the door, we could see through the window was the 
man that was described. He had a black cowboy hat, some type of black 
or dark colored coat with a t-shirt that appeared to be loose black pants and 
some type of boots. We went by everyone in the lobby. The door was 
open. | think Scott was first and |, | believe Brian was behind me and 
Nathan was either near me or, or right next to me. His foot came down to 
the ground, he started backing away. | heard stop. He turned and ran. 
Yeah, looking at him running, he was running. | didn't believe he was 
holding anything or trying to arm himself or do anything. He was running 
sort of in a northwesterly direction towards the corner of the lot. There 
were parked cars, but, one, we weren't briefed on any car. We didn't have 
anything, but he didn't look like he was running to a driver's door. And | 
thought he was running to the wall to hit the wall and jump it. So when | 
saw the foot pursuit started. Deputy Inthavong was first. Botten and 
Vance | never saw where he went. l, | started going up the driveway or 
towards the driveway to get to the sidewalk to head westbound in case he 
climbed the wall, because my first impression is that he was going so fast 
that he was running to the wall to hit the wall. At some point, he stopped 
right at the wall towards the back of a, a large truck. It looked like he turned 
back, came back to a blue truck. | stopped, came across the two white 
sedans towards where Nathan Botten was. As l'm coming up, I, |, the male 
is obviously going into the rear passenger side of the door which I, one, well, 
it's odd. He's not trying to escape. We believe he's armed. | believe he 
was actually going to arm himself. He was reaching down into the car as if 
he was reaching for something and | heard Deputy Inthavong scream or 
shout something, and fire a volley of rounds, probably eight to nine. It was 
alot. obviously, you know, once, once they started going, it seemed very 
quiet. I'm looking at the car, | can see him moving, because | could see 
through the kind of the driver's door and there's a tinted window that was 
pretty dark, they were tinted, but with the door open, it looked like there was 
a backdrop because of the wall, it was light painted and it was light out and 
there was a, you know, | could see him moving. As the shots rang out, he 
dived in. I saw the barrel looked like of a long gun in his possession going 
if you to come into the kind of the eastern side of the car, the back seat and 
he kind of went out of my view. Botten was there, got on the car, and | told 
him shoot, shoot, shoot, mainly because, one, | believe he was going to 
start shooting and, and that we were in a life and death situation. Soon as 
Nathan fired a few rounds, got him to come back, we took cover behind a 
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white car. Assessing it there at the white car, | was watching the door to 
see if it was opened or if he was going back. | didn't have a view on him at 
all. And Aero | know was coming. | kept a monitor a gun on the car and | 
was trying to make sure he wasn't coming out. | was at the back end of the 
trunk of the farthest east car and Nathan Botten was to my right, and | knew 
Scott, | mean, Henry Shue was in the back. | saw him behind me, crawling 
behind a little wall. 


Now, taking you back, go ahead, go ahead. 


No, okay, well, back here and then I'm, alright, | know Aero was requested. 
| heard radio traffic. | assessed it. | saw Brian Vance behind a tree just in 
front of the Secretariat. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


Behind the curved wall where the suspect was originally standing. | knew 
Scott was over behind the car, Scott Inthavong, the Deputy was behind the 
farthest truck, and initially like when Scott's field of fire started, it looked like 
was sort of near the front of the truck and he was firing at an angle towards 
the back side at, at probably about window level, just around window level 
of the car. Glass was shattered. | believe windows were broken, but 
there was glass flying and, and, you know, some smoke, you know, coming 
in your peripheral view. Once we took cover, we were sitting there and 
we're assessing the Aero's coming around. We're moving. He, |, glass 
flies out over him. I know there was some radio traffic. | believe | asked 
for an AR15 from the lobby or something to be deployed to the roof, 
because the roof was a great tactical spot. Ultimately, you know, Deputy 
Dietch was up on the roof | believe and later another, | believe Lieutenant 
Reyes went up there with him. Once the shot came at us, it looked like it 
was shot level out the back was the driver's rear window, the passenger, the 
passenger's, the driver's side rear passenger window. It was, it looked like 
from the top left corner and it blew out and debris came right towards us. | 
believe it, | believed it to be a shotgun, and | believed it was, you know, 
coming towards one Deputy Botten and, you know, obviously Shue, Shue 
was right behind him on the ground. And myself, | was a little cat corner. 
So l'm looking at it. It looked like it was going right over the car, and it 
looked like it was a controlled shot, and, now, Brian was shooting. My view 
was just about six inches of that window and over the top of that second car. 
And | couldn't see any movement behind the window, and Brian Vance 
opened fire from behind the tree. It was a controlled pattern of fire, eight to 
ten rounds, and they were going level. He had a backdrop of a wall behind 
the car that was a, it's a, looks like a retaining wall and it's, it was at least as 
high as the back of the, the SUV. The rounds appeared to be going either 
in the driver's side window, the windshield or that back passenger, and it 
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looked like at a height that it'd be, you know, probably the, the window the 
head or the chest if someone was sitting there up. 


And at that point, Vance is the only one shooting? 


That's all |, | believed. | believe 


he might have shot. 


| believe Nathan was | think to my right. 
| don’t know if he shot. 


That's Botten? 
Botten, Nathan Botten. 
And then what happens after that? 


What happens after that is it calms down. There's a lack of movement from 
the car. The helicopter circles around, since they have a heat pattern, 
there's a heat pattern and we're making sure, AR, AR looking up. We're 
kind of in a static position, you know, we see news cameras and we see, we 
already seen the news chopper and obviously then the SUV ultimately 
comes, they're rolling. We see Air 5 come and that was quite a relief. And 
we're sitting there wondering if there would be a further gunfight. Aero was 
saying there was a weapon either on him or in his possession. | believed 
that to be true. We had no visual sight at that point and at some point you 
could see a boot sitting up of the window, either the shot out window. | 
don't, he did not put the window down. | don't think there was any way he 
could have put the window down. 


Uh-uh (NEGATIVE). 


He never came into the driver compartment and, one, that was, the main 
thing is, is we're realizing he didn't try to escape. | didn't believe he tried to 
escape and he actually tried to engage us in a life or death battle. Some 
point there was a lot of movement behind us, or a lot of deputies. We 
started screaming, you know, let's go, go, go. Nathan's going, hey, Sarge, 
let's get out of here. Because it wasn't the greatest shot. We have two 
cars between us and, and really without exposing yourself, you couldn't 
shoot into this spot. 


So you're actually at this point...? 


From my vantage point, at the back, you know, yeah, | had the front, | had a 
good shot at a front area. 


Right. 
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Passenger or even the driver, but once | go back to the rest of the car, I'm 
shooting through windshields... 


Yeah. 

...and/or the rooftop of the other car in front of it. 
So you're behind that second white car? 

I'm behind the second car, right. 

East... 

Right where, right where the... 

. it was east. 

...where the planter box is in the curbs. 

Right, right. 


I'm at the, you know, the south end of the car and Nathan's so big, he's, you 
know, one, when he's up, he's up in the window, and... 


Right. 


...that's not the greatest thing and, you know, I was, | was watching 
everybody and not always him. He was there communicating. 


Right. 


And Inthavong was talking. We knew he was on the other side of the big 
truck. You know, I, | don't know where he took cover. | hope it was behind 
the engine block or the wheel well, because that's what we would talk about 
and train on tactically. But he was over to the west side, so. 


Now, at some point, you guys devise a plan to get the two deputies out of 
there? Are you involved with that at all? 


Well, |, well, yeah, we got out, went back, we got some cars, some of the 
detectives, Cabrera and Noel suited up and they were talking about there 
was talk about a medical rescue of the suspect and, you know, time out, 
deputy first and then we'll sort that out. As far as I'm concerned, he's still 
armed. And a Bearcat, let's get the units. Brandon Jackson was, had an 
Explorer and he was driving and | had like three or four detectives at the 
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back, Cabrera, Bear, | believe it was Cardenas, I'm not sure it was Deputy 
Cardenas, Nathan Botten had took the shield from Sergeant Martinez. | 
accompanied Nathan Botten at the front of the car and we tried to move 
tactically with the car and get in to shield everybody till we could get to Scott, 
and then we backed up and | then heard Brian talking, hey, what about me? 
And | believe at that point, we stopped, he came to us, and then we exited 
the parking lot. SEB was here. | was at that point, the paramedics had 
landed, and | think they were waiting for the Bearcat and the Bearcat 
ultimately came in with the paramedics and did a flashbang. And | heard 
the flashbang. |! was answering a lot of questions and ultimately | figured 
out what Lieutenant O'Shea and then | was sent up here because of the.... 


When all the flashbang and SEB's doing their...? 
| was in the K-Mart parking lot at that point. 

That was going to be my question. 

Right, right. 


Now the initial conversation that you had with Vance when he was briefing 
the deputies on the suspect. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


Did, at any point did he mention that the suspect might be armed? You 
may have said it but I, | missed it. 


He said, he said he might be armed, that it's a possibility and he thought that 
the SWAT badge was unusual from one of his registrants and... 


Right. 

...possibly him being affiliated with a security company or security guard, 
you know, there's so many different rules, | don't, | didn't know what level of 
sex offender he was and... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...whether he had his gun rights taken away or whether he could not even 
work as a security guard. But.... 


You said when you guys made that left turn to go out towards the front, the 
entrance exit... 
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Right, it, he.... 

.. he put his foot down. Was he leaning on something at the time? 

He was leaning against a wall, and he was posing, like | said, he had a, he 
was look, this is what | recall, like this. You know, he was kind of leaning 
against a wall, and he had a hat on, and as soon as he saw us, the foot 
came down, and so the door opened, he started stepping away and turning 
and he was told to stop. | heard stop. He started running. 

So you described it and showed us as him basically with his back up against 
a wall, his, his knee raised, his foot up against the wall, just leaning back 
against it? 

Right, right. 

And that's that wall that has the sheriff's emblem? 


The sheriffs emblem, correct, and it's kind of a, it's, it's straight and then it 
angles kind of at a...

...| don't know what degree but a, a certain degree out towards the parking 
lot. 


And then that's when he runs northwest? 


And he runs northwest and he's running towards that big, the big truck, 
which l... 


Right. 

...believe that ends up being, you know, and when he starts running, and it 
was right after the shots fired, there were civilians in the lot. There was at 
least two, | believe there were two. | saw an orange vest... 

Right. 

.. Just like a safety vest and... 


Right. 


...| saw a, either an ISD or the dark blue jacket or, or shirt. And I saw them 
running eastbound towards the station. 
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And they were in the parking lot at the time? 

They were in the parking lot at the time, just, just west of where the electric 
car parks are where the layricks (phonetic) tower is. And I'm not sure who 
they are and I'm not, | believe that truck, that large truck I've seen before, 
and | believe that's one of their workers.

...was going up the driveway and down. 

Right. 

And | was trying to at least get a ta-, hopefully a tactical advantage... 
And then... 


..if something happened. 
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... you eventually see him get into the car from the passenger side, to the 
backseat? 


Yeah, he go, well, he, yeah, he was past the car and | don't know, | don't 
know what side of the truck, but it looked like he was at the back of a large 
grey truck and he turned and came back to the pa-, the rear passenger 
door. 


Right. 


And | go, he's not trying to escape. He's not trying to function the car. 
Because if he got in the car or got in the car, we would have backed off. 


Right. 


Right? And not got run over and not blocked his path and, oh, you know, 
there's people escape and people engage. 


Sure. 


And one, at that point when he went to that car, | believed he was going to 
engage and | was coming up on Nathan who was, who was much taller than 
me and thick.

But he was a little ahead of me and to my left and my field of view | could see

| believe so, because it appeared to be right at the front of the truck, the big, 
the tall jacked-up, | think it's a Ford.

That's where all the smoke was and that's where | last believed Scott 
Inthavong.

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Brian's pretty big. | didn't see him. 1 don’t know where he was at. 
Ultimately | know he was at, at the end behind a tree. And, you know, 
although he was behind a tree, | don’t think it was that big of a tree. 


Right. But then you did see Botten at the driver's side with the driver's door 
open, correct?

My name is 
Sergeant Paul Valle, this is Sergeant Andy Ruiz of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau, which is commanded by Captain Josie Woolum. Today we're 
going to be interviewing Deputy Henry Shue regarding a force shooting 
review, and that’s going to be under file number SH2423868. My last 
name is spelled V as in Victor A-L-L-E. And Sergeant Ruiz? 


Ruiz: And my name is Sergeant Andy Ruiz, last name spelled R-U-I-Z. 

Valle: Henry, can you please spell your full first and last name? 

Shue: Yeah, first name is Henry, H-E-N-R-Y, last name is Shue, S as in Sam H- 
U-E. 

Valle: And Sherry? 


Lawrence: S-H-E-R-R-Y, L-A-W-R-E-N-C-E. 


Valle: Thank you. Henry, before going on tape | presented you with this 
admonition rights force shooting investigation form. | see you answered 
the two questions, dated and signed the bottom, is that correct?

And during the briefing, first of all | received a page over the intercom 
requesting me to report to the front desk when i'm done with the briefing, 
to see the watch deputy. 


Was that unrelated to — 
Later | found out it was. 
Go ahead, I’m sorry. 


And then while during the briefing, Deputy Vance, who is assigned to, who 
is assigned to our Station doing the 290 registry at our station. He walks 
into our briefing room and asked for a, one of us to volunteer to go to the 
front and arrest this person who came into the station for sex registry, 
because he had a forty-thousand dollar warrant for his arrest. So, we 
finished the briefing and we are, so, basically myself, Scott Inthavong and 
Sergeant Long the three of us proceeded into the front of the station and 
Deputy Botten was finishing his early morning shift at 07:00 hours. He 
saw a bunch of us walking towards the front of the station, towards the 
front desk, and he found out what was going on. He goes, “Oh, FII walk 
with you guys just to make sure everything was fine.” But before | go 
further, let me back up a little bit. Deputy Vance, besides telling us that 
this individual had a forty-thousand-dollar warrant, he's obviously a 288, a 
290, but what was very, very interesting, alarming to as well is Deputy 
Vance told us that when he came up to the counter to provide some 
information, when he opened up his wallet to retrieve his driver's license — 


When you say he, !’m sorry, you're talking about the suspect? 
The suspect, right. 
Okay. 
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Shue: He opens up his wallet to retrieve his ID to show it to Deputy Vance, he, 
Deputy Vance actually saw a badge in his wallet. So, that kind of caught 
his attention. 


Valle: Uh huh. 


Shue: And he kind of, | think he related to the information to us as this is possibly 
a fake police badge or some sort like that. So, he warned, he kind of 
alerted us in saying that if this guy’s carrying a badge, that there’s a 
possibility he might be armed. So, you know, approach him with caution. 
Anyway, so that’s the whole how we started, when the briefing was over, 
everybody started to proceed to the front of the station from our briefing 
room. Which is located in the back of the station. 


Valle: Okay. 


Shue: When | got to the front of the station, | checked in with the desk, because | 
was asking me to do. So, while all three deputies plus Sergeant Long 
went along to the front, proceeded to the front counter area, | went into the 
desk to check in with the watch deputy to see what was going on. And we 
turned out to be the same thing. They're like make sure you, we were 
looking for deputies to assist Deputy Vance in regards to this 290 possible 
1015 individual right here. 


Valle: Let me, let me, so, when you went into the watch deputy’s office, and 
that’s clearly the watch deputy’s in the front of the lobby. The windows 
inside the watch deputy’s office face the lobby, is that correct? 


Shue: Correct. 

Valle: So, you're in this lobby. 

Shue: Uh huh. 

Valle: Where is the other deputy’s, and let me just get it straight. Its Deputy 
Inthavong? 

Shue: Correct. 

Valle: That’s I-N, l'm going to spell that. | have it down here, hold on. 


Lawrence: | can spell it for you. I-N-T-H-A-V-O-N-G.

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Valle: Did you hear or let me ask you, did you give any verbal commands to him 
at that point? 

Shue: No, because like | said, | was the last person out. 

Valle: How about did you hear any verbal commands while he was running? 

Shue: Yes. 

Valle: What did you hear? 

Shue: Just stop, talk to us, some sort of, | think that’s what | heard. 

Valle: Okay. 

Shue: Right. 

Valle: Do you recall who was the closest behind him? 

Shue: | would say it was Deputy Inthavong. 

Valle: Okay. 

Shue: Was the closest to him. 

Valle: By the time you got to the car, as your dotted line ends, where were you? 

Shue: If | remember correctly, when this all happened, | was around this area 


where the handicap parking are. 


Valle: Uh huh. 

Shue: Situated. That’s where, approximately that area. 

Valle: So, that’s your initial, where it ran towards? 

Shue: Right. 

Valle: What happened after that? 

Shue: So, when I was running towards this area where the parking lot for the 


handicap parking stalls are. 


Valle: Uh huh. 
Shue: | can start hearing Scott’s commands, verbal commands. 
Valle: Inthavong? 
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Deputy Inthavong’s verbal command, “Let me see your hands.” 
Uh huh. 

Several times, loud. 

Where do you think the suspect was at this point? 


At this point in time he, I believe he was right here on their passenger side 
of his vehicle. 


And now, the vehicle, can you describe the position, how was it parked? 


The vehicle is parked towards the northwest corner of the parking lot. 
What’s odd is he parked like a policeman. His car was facing south 
towards the, our station. 


So, he backed it in? 

He backed it in, absolutely. And also, was also interesting to me that day 
was instead of running towards the driver's side, he didn’t. He went to the 
passenger side. That’s also very, very odd from my vantage point. 


So, during this time you’re standing near the handicapped stalls. Could 
you see the suspect standing on the passenger side? 


Yes. 

What was he doing? 

He was actually trying to get into his car. 

Do you remember what door he was trying to get into? 


It was either, | think it was either the, that you know, honestly, | don’t 
recall. 


Okay. 


It’s either the, obviously it’s the front or the back, but | couldn't, | don’t 
recall that. 


So, you mentioned that you heard Deputy Inthavong at that point giving 
commands, “Let me see your hands.” Is that correct? 


Correct. 


Where was Deputy Inthavong at that point? 
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He was actually somewhere around this area. 
Okay. 


To the right. | believe she was hiding, standing, trying to take cover and 
behind this, | believe this is a very, very large truck, a lifted truck. 


Here’s another photograph. Do you recognize that as well? 
Yeah, yes. 

Is that the truck that you’re referring to? 

Yes sir. 


Now, I’m going to ask you now, because l'm going to determine whether | 
need to get another photograph, but did Deputy Inthavong move from this 
area you're indicating? 


| think he was there pretty much the entire, | mean he maybe moving you 
Know, up and down. But he was in this area. 


Okay. 
In general. 


Can you do me a favor, mark a circle of where the general area he was 
standing, then put an T in the middle of it. Only because, so | can know 
that’s Deputy Inthavong’s position. So, during the time that you’re in this 
handicapped zone or parking stalls you hear Deputy Inthavong giving 
commands to the suspect. He’s standing in that area that you’ve 
indicated? 


Correct. 

Where is, where is Deputy Vance? If you remember, at this point? 
| don't. 

Okay. 

| don’t remember. 

What about Deputy Botten? 

Botten, he was somewhere around this, around about this area. 


Okay. 
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Are we talking about the point in time that the suspect first was trying to 
get into the truck? 


Correct, yes. 
Around that area. 


Can you put a ‘B’ in that circle. Do you remember where Sergeant Long 
was? 


With Deputy Botten. 


Can you put a, there you go. Okay. Sergeant Long. Okay, then what 
happened after you heard the verbal commands by Inthavong? 


He yelled out, “Let me see your hands.” Repeatedly and he continues to 
reaching, to me he was like go, trying to reach, go inside or reach into his 
vehicle. 

Did you notice if any of the vehicle doors were open at that point? 

Other than this suspect’s vehicle, no. 


Okay. 


Yeah. So, he was trying to get into, inside his vehicle from the passenger 
side. And shortly thereafter | hear a gunshot. 


And you say a gunshot. Is that — 

Gunshots. 

- singular? Oh, shots, okay. 

It's multiple. 

Multiple. 

Yes. 

Do you remember, do you know who was shooting? 
Deputy Inthavong. 

And did you actually see that? 

Yes, | did. 


Where was he standing when you saw him shooting his gun? 
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He was, oh geez. | think he was actually, again he’s — 


| just want to warn you not to speculate. If you know, you know, if you 
don’t, don’t speculate. 


Uh huh. 

Right, okay. Yeah, | don’t really recall exact position from my, because | 
hear. | turn around and | saw him, but | don’t recall exactly where he’s 
standing now. 

But are you confident that he’s in the area that you marked in the circle? 
Yes. 

He’s in that general area? 

Correct. 

When you first hear the first gun fire, where were you? 

| was right around the same area, right around this area again. 

Where the handicapped zone is? 

Correct. 


So, what happens, what do you do when you hear the gun fire? 


| heard the gun fire and obviously the first thing | was looking for is a place 
to you know, for cover. And | realized | didn't. 


Okay. 


And what caught me also by surprise is in this area where this, the tower, 
the big tower is. 


Uh huh. 


The day of the incident, there were three or four workers were standing in 
this corner. 


Okay. 
| found them standing right there and they were caught off-guard. 


Okay. 
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So, | was like oh my gosh, there are three civilians just standing right in 
the corner and didn’t know, they just froze. 


Deputy Shue, | just want to ask you. You said you looked for — 
Cover. 


- | think you mentioned about cover, and you said you didn't. Did you, 
what did you mean by that? 


Looking for a car or somewhere | can stay away from the gun fire, 
because you know, | have nowhere, there’s nothing in front of me where | 
was standing. 


So, there was no cover where you were at, correct? 

Correct. 

And so, and did you see places where you could go for cover? 

Yes, | did. 

Did you eventually make your way to a place of safety? 

Well, later on | made a decision instead of running towards my cover, | 
had to first direct these three gentlemen to be, to run away from the, to 
take them away from this area. Which I did. So, | ran quickly towards 
them, waved the over, yelled at them, said, “Get over here right now.” So, 
those three quickly ran towards me and | escorted them towards the front 
of the station and they went inside the lobby area. And this, at that point 
in time | retrieved, came back here just there’s a ramp right here and 


there’s a very tall planter. | ended up staying right, | ended up laying down 
right there on my stomach and that’s where | took my cover. 


Thank you. 


Okay. So, you stated you saw about three individuals, civilians in this 
corner near the tower. 


Right. 
Is that correct? 
Correct. 


When you ran over towards them, did you run in front of, is this a parked 
vehicle that’s just slightly about the center of the page? 


Uh huh. 
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Valle: Was that car there, if you remember? 

Shue: | honestly didn’t remember seeing the car, but yes. 

Valle: Do you remember what path you took to get to these three civilians? 
Shue: | think | just went, just go towards him. | think | must have, but just yelled 


loud enough for them to come over towards me. 


Valle: Oh, | see. So, you didn’t make your whole way to the corner? 
Shue: No, | did not. 

Valle: You were just yelling at them, giving them directions? 

Shue: Right, right. 

Valle: And then did they comply quickly? 

Shue: Yes, oh yes. 

Valle: Where did they go? Do you remember what path they took? 
Shue: They just went straight right, right around — 

Valle: Like along the planter there? 

Shue: Right, and then they ran inside the station. 

Valle: Did you notice any other civilians in the parking lot area? 
Shue: No, yeah, after that ! did a quick scan to make sure there’s no, there’s no 


one around this area and there weren't. 


Valle: | assume this is quickly evolving. This is happening very quickly? 
Shue: Very. 
Valle: At the time that you started giving commands to the three civilians to get 


out of that corner, what was going on at that point? 


Shue: | believe there were still gunshots. 

Valle: And again, do you know where those gunshots were coming from? 

Shue: | know for sure it’s around this vehicle, but | don’t know who was shooting 
at who. 
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About — Can you tell me, well — We'll get to that later. But okay, so after 
they run across eastbound? 


Uh huh. 
Into the front of the station lobby. 
Uh huh. 


You said you made your way northbound into the driveway of, the main 
driveway of the station. 


Right, because | didn't really, | didn’t go in towards them. | just ran, ran 
towards the planter and that’s where | took cover. 


I'm going to show you another photograph of the, from the front of the 
station. 


Yes. 

And it looks like the parking lot looking from the front of the station. 
Correct. 

Can you indicate with an X where you took cover. 

Right, right here. 


And so, that’s after you escorted or made sure that the three civilians went 
into the station? 


Correct. 


In this photograph do you remember where Sergeant Long and Deputy 
Botten were? 


They were, | believe, right by this white, is that a Jetta it looks like? | think 
they were, they were right around this area. 


So, can you just put a B and an L, so | know those are the, that’s the 
position of those two? 


Correct. 


Where the deputy and the sergeant. And that way you had put yourself in 
this cover position, were you laying down? 


On my stomach. 
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Did you have your weapon drawn? 

Yes, | did. 

Were you hearing gunfire at this point? 

that | don’t recall. 

Could you tell me, and I’m just, how did, tell me the description of the gun 
pattern. In other words, initially you heard gunfire and you said it was 
Deputy Inthavong shooting towards the suspect? 

Correct. 

And then you went to get these civilians out of that corner. 


Correct. 


Was there, was it a continuous gunfire pattern throughout that time? Was 
there a lull, was there a different sound of a gunfire? 


That | don’t know, but there was a continuous fire. 


How about when they were, when the civilians were running along the 
planter towards the front of the station was there gunfire at that point, 
continuing to be heard? 


Yes, there were, yeah. 
Okay. 
Not as rapid. 


And then when you went from the front of the lobby to the cover position of 
the driver, was there continuing gunfire while you were walking to that 
position? 


No. 
So — 
But once | laid down on my stomach, | heard a couple more shots. 


And can you give me an estimate of what you heard, how many, what's a 
couple? 


| would say around two to three shots fired from where | was. 


Now, you’ve indicated where Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long were. 
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Right. 

Again, at this point, did you realize at any point where Deputy Vance was? 
No, not until | was over here. 

Laying down? 

Laying down. 

Where was he? 

He was standing behind, by the station. There was a tree. 
Okay. 

He was behind the tree. 

lm going to show you another photograph. Is that the tree? 
Yes Sir. 


Can you put a circle of where he as and then put a V. Very good, so was 
he in front of the tree or behind the tree? 


Behind a tree. 


So, how about any other deputies? Did you notice any other deputies or 
see other deputies at this time? 


No. 
| know later on there was a probably a lot more people. 
A lot more. 


But the initial gunfire time, when it was evolving, did you notice any other 
deputies? 


No. 


Do you know if you saw anybody else, except well, I’m not sure. Did you 
actually see Deputy Inthavong shooting? 


Yes, | did. 
Did you see any other deputies or sergeant firing their weapon? 


| saw Deputy Vance did. 
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Valle: So, and the place that you’ve indicated on the photograph and behind the 
tree, is that where you saw Deputy Vance firing? 

Shue: That’s correct. 

Valle: And where, do you know what he was firing towards? 

Shue: Towards the blue car, suspects’ vehicle. 

Valle: The suspects’ vehicle, okay. Anybody else, did you see Deputy Botten? 

Shue: No, | did not. 

Valle: Did you fire? 

Shue: No, | did not. 

Valle: Could you tell me why you didn’t fire? 

Shue: Because | was, where | was and Sergeant Long and Deputy Botten was 


right in front of me. 
Valle: Uh huh. 


Shue: | couldn't get a shot off from my vantage point. Not to mention | didn’t see, 
from my viewpoint, | didn’t see the suspect, what he had in his hands. 


Valle: So, first of all, at the beginning portion of the incident, you’re saying that 
you didn’t, you saw the suspect attempting to get in the car, but you didn't 
see him — 

Shue: Right. 

Valle: - in a threatening, doing anything threatening towards you or to anybody 
else? 

Shue: Or anybody else. 

Valle: For you to shoot your weapon? 

Shue: Correct. 

Valle: And while you were laying down on your stomach behind cover in the 


driveway, the reason why you didn't fire, I think this is what you told me, is 
because there was personnel in front of you? 


Shue: That’s right. There were two, Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long were in 
front of me, in front of the planter, which is right next to the white Jetta that 
was parked. 
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Okay, so, lm going to go way back. 
No problem. 


So, while you guys were being briefed by the Deputy Vance in the briefing 
room, even up to the point that you’re walking towards the front of the 
station, because | know you said you go to the watch deputy’s office, 
everybody else goes to the door, to the lobby. Was there any plan 
formulated, quick plan? 


Yes, we did actually as we’re advancing towards the front of the station, 
we kind of just formulated the plan that Deputy Inthavong was going to be 
deadly and | believe Deputy Botten said that he was going to take the 


tazer. And | think that’s pretty much it. And as we were walking towards 
the front of the station. 


So, there was something quick — 
Quick, very quick plan. 


Quick plan. Do you know who orchestrated or who came up with that 
plan? 


| believe it was, that | don’t recall, but somehow we just started talking. 
Okay. 

In the hallway. 

Was Sergeant Long in this group walking towards the front? 

Yes, he was. 


And you said that Deputy Inthavong was, was lethal and less lethal was 
Deputy Botten? 


Yes, | believe so. 

At the time, before the time of the shooting or maybe simultaneously in the 
beginning, did you ever hear anybody yelling anything? Besides | know 
you Said let me see your hands, | think you said Deputy Inthavong was 
saying, “Let me see your hands.” 

Uh huh. 


Was there any other yelling or shouting? 


Yes.

Could you tell me what you heard? 
| believe it was Sergeant Long, “Shoot, shoot, shoot.” 


Shoot, okay. And what, when did that occur, if you remember, in this 
sequence of events? 


It was after actually, honestly, | don’t recall the sequence. | just remember 
hearing while | was escorting those three civilians away towards the front 
lobby area, | heard, later on | found out it was Sergeant Long. | heard 
somebody yelled. 


So, at the time you heard the, you heard the words shoot, shoot, shoot, 
but you didn’t know who it was from. 


Right. 

It was later on — 

| learned it was from the sergeant. 

Do you know if, well, did you see the suspect shoot a weapon? 
No, | did not. 

Did you hear the suspect shoot a weapon? 


There was so many rounds. | wouldn’t even know if the suspect shot his 
gun. 


Okay. 
So. 


At any time did you see if the suspect was armed with any kind of 
weapon? 


No, | did not. 

So, | need you to kind of give me, go back in time a little bit and think 
about when you first heard the gunfire from Deputy, well what we assume 
was Deputy Inthavong. 

Correct. 


Up to the time that it ended. 
Uh huh. 
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How much time do you think had passed? 


Honestly, the time seemed like forever, but in reality, it was probably less 
than a couple minutes. 


While this was occurring, you stated you first were standing in the 
handicapped area, you escorted the three civilians and then you came 
back out of the station and you were laying down. Did you personally 
communicate with anybody? Were you telling anybody anything? 


Honestly, at the time | didn’t, because shortly thereafter Aero showed up. 
What time did they, | mean thereafter what? Thereafter you laid down? 


They showed up pretty, | can’t really give you a time frame. They show up 
pretty quickly and they were orbiting above our station parking lot. It was 
so loud, to the point that we couldn't really hear anything after their arrival. 
They were orbiting, hoovering around our station and | look over to my left, 
towards the tree where Deputy Vance was standing, and he looks at me 
and he points to his ear, indicating that we couldn’t hear each other. 


Okay. 


What I need to also mention is once | was laying down here on the 
ground, | realized | couldn’t shoot from my vantage point. And SCC came 
on the air, they were asking for what’s going on at Temple Station. So, | 
went on the patch, | told SCC dispatcher what’s going on. | told him 
exactly where the suspect’s location and what was going on. | told him 
that one deputy’s on the west, on the northwest corner of the parking lot 
over here and we're on the east entrance parking lot over here where 
we’re requesting you know, you know, areas to be contained and we’re 
also asking for obviously aero and SEB to roll. While this is over, | also 
asked Aero to orbit a little bit higher, because we just cannot hear him and 
| remember that Aero came back and said, “Hey, let me make sure, do a 
couple more orbits. | want to make sure that the suspect inside the vehicle 
wasn’t moving anymore. There’s no more threat before | go a little bit 
higher.” 


Uh huh. 


| understand that you can’t hear. So, eventually he went a little bit, he 
orbited a little bit higher, so we start to be able to hear each other. 


But at the time of the shooting do you remember communicating with each 
other — 


Before or after? 
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During the shooting. 


No, | didn’t recall anything and afterwards when the chopper was a little bit 
higher, we were calling out Scott, to make sure he was okay. And 
because from where we are, where | was, | couldn’t see him. 


Okay. 


And we're just yelling, “Hey, Scott, are you okay?” and Scott yelled back, 
“I’m okay, I’m okay.” And we're like, “Stay where you are. Stay there.” 


Okay. 


So, that’s basically what happened. We made sure that he was okay and 
by this point in time everything was locked down you know, and then they 
formulate a further plan to have a rescue team to come in here to scoop 
up Scott from that corner, because he was pinned in the corner over there. 


Do you know if you were the first deputy to communicate with SCC? 


| think | was. | honestly don’t know, because at that point in time whether 
if our dispatcher put out something over the air, | have no clue. | couldn't 
hear anything at this point in time, but when the SCC came on the radio | 
was able to hear, | put out as much as I could. 


Uh huh. 


Later on | you know, | was told, at one point in time | didn’t even realize 
that if we were on the patch or not, but | had partners who were working 
overtime on the west side, he told me he heard my radio traffic. So, | don’t 
know exactly what happened that day. But I put out as much information 
as | could with my radio. 


And you're indicating towards the radio on your shirt. Is that the position 
you had your radio, microphone? 


Yes. Yes. 


So, you don’t recall if you had actually cleared the radio you know, for 
1033 traffic. Did you advise them 998? 


Yes, | did. 


What about clearance for the patch, do you remember doing that or if you 
did or? 


| don’t recall that. 


So, the helicopter is there, they climb a little higher. 
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Shue: Uh huh. 

Valle: What happens after that? You said you gathered or there was a team put 
together? 

Shue: Right, later on | found out that there was a team gathered and then they 
brought in a radio car with several deputies. They drove up down the 
ramp. 

Valle: The driveway? 

Shue: Right, to the driveway in this area, and basically pick up myself and 


Deputy Botten. And as we were backing up and Vance was waving, like. 
So, we come in quickly, real quickly, going to grab him and then we 
retrieve. And then we obviously, we weren’t sure whether this person was 
still moving around, the suspect was still moving around. So, we, | believe 
|, honestly by this point I’m like, my memory is kind of scratched. Kind of 
scratched you know, so, and we went back further again. And this time 
we had believed there was a couple deputies actually went a little bit 
further to bring Scott back out who was hiding behind the 4 by 4 truck. 


Valle: So, the team took you, Botten and Long out first? 

Shue: Yeah. 

Valle: And Vance? 

Shue: Uh huh. 

Valle: And then went back for Deputy Inthavong? 

Shue: Correct. 

Valle: Did you, it sounds like other deputies came in and did that. Did you 


participate in that, or you were just merely taking out? 
Shue: No, | was taken out. 


Valle: So, let’s look at this overhead picture of the first one | showed you of the 
station parking lot. 


Shue: Uh huh. 
Valle: You indicated that Deputy Vance was standing near the — 
Shue: Behind a tree. 
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-tree. Okay, near the front doors of the lobby. Deputy Inthavong was here 
at the, standing near the, it looks like, you’re indicating the passenger side 
of the truck? 

That is correct. 

Because this truck is also back in? 


Yes. 


At any point, from what you saw, did you ever notice that there was any 
kind of a crossfire situation? 


Oh yes. 
Could you tell me about that? 


Absolutely. Because as you can see, the suspect's blue truck was parked 
right in the middle. 


Uh huh. 


You know, Deputy Inthavong is on the west side and Deputy Long and 
Sergeant Long and Deputy Botten were on the west side of the parking 
lot. 


So, you're saying that the, although, the only person you saw, the only 
sworn or deputy that you saw shooting was Deputy Inthavong? 


And Deputy Vance. 


Oh, and Deputy Vance, I’m sorry. So, let’s talk about Deputy Vance. Do 
you think that in the position that he was in, was it considered a crossfire 
situation? 


Negative. 


And that’s because he’s on a completely different angle south of the 
target? 


Correct. 


And when you say that there was a crossfire situation, what is it you’re 
referring to? 


Potentially if Deputy Botten was firing towards the suspects’ vehicle and 
Deputy Inthavong was too. So, they were pretty much, | mean that’s the 
only thing that | can think of potentially. 
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The suspect is in between both of the deputies? 
Correct. 


Alrighty. After you saw the suspect trying to get into the passengers’ 
vehicle, or | mean the passenger side of the vehicle. 


Yes sir. 

Did you see the suspect at any other time after that? 
No. 

You don’t know where he went? 

As far as | remember, | believe he went inside to his car. 
Okay. 


In fact, | want to, now you ask me the question | believe he went to the 
back of the, rear passenger. 


And how is it that you know that? 


Because | remember the back, no, when |, all of a sudden now | 
remember when I was running away | saw the back door was open. 


Running away where? 

Towards, running the three civilian (inaudible). 

So, you saw the back doors of the, I’m sorry — 

Back passenger, rear passenger door was open. 

Oh, okay. 

Because when I was running away, | had my gun out, pointing towards the 
suspects’ vehicle when | was, when I was escorting those three civilians. 


That’s the only way ! remember. When you said that, | remember seeing 
that. 


And you just reminded me to ask you this, at what point did you draw your 
weapon? 


As soon as | heard the gunshots. 


And you kept it out and you said that when you were pointing it towards 
where when you were — 
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Shue: Towards the suspects’ blue, blue truck or SUV. So, when I was escorting 
those three civilians towards the front station of lobby, my gun was at all 
times pointing towards at, towards the suspects’ vehicle. 


Valle: Do you have anything? 

Ruiz: Yes, | do. When you guys first went into the lobby actually, scratch that. 
You mentioned from the watch deputy’s office you can see into the lobby, 
correct? 

Shue: It’s the dispatch center, yes sir. 

Ruiz: From the dispatch center. Was there anybody else in the lobby at the 
time? 

Shue: Honestly, | don’t recall sir, because | just ran out after them. As far, | 


don’t, | don’t recall that. 1 don’t recall seeing anybody else. 


Ruiz: So, that’s at the point of the dispatch center. When you walked into the 
lobby with other personnel. 

Shue: Uh huh. 

Ruiz: Do you know if there was anybody else in the lobby? 

Shue: No, | don’t recall. 

Ruiz: Thank you. Let’s see. | know you said you never actually saw the 


suspect armed. Were you ever in a position to see the suspect present a 
threat or any kind of firearm? 


Shue: From my vantage point, no, | did not. 


Ruiz: And how long was it where you, from the time the incident began to the 
time you were either relieved or evacuated from the front parking lot area 
of the station, how much time had elapsed? 


Lawrence: What are we calling the beginning of the incident? 


Ruiz: From the time the suspect ran out of the lobby to the time you were 
evacuated from the front parking lot area, how much time — 


Shue: Like what | told Sergeant Valle, | mean to me at the time, the day of the 
incident, it seemed forever. Honestly, | could not tell you the time frame 
when | was evacuated from the spot where | was, from the spot where | 
was taking cover. | couldn’t even tell you. | don’t, honestly, | didn’t even 
know when the incident happened. All | remember was it happened 
shortly after our seven o'clock briefing. | don’t even know what time 
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exactly when we walked out and when the incident happened. To this 
point | remember somebody, | mean | read the transcript and | realize it 
was around 7:30, but during that day | had no, as far as | know, all | know 
is it was Somewhere around seven o’clock. | have no idea. | don’t know 
when the shooting exactly happened. | don’t recall when exactly when we 
were evacuated from the front station driveway area. 


Alright, I'm going to move onto just one last, couple of questions. You 
mentioned a potential crossfire situation or a crossfire situation. Do you 
know, do you know that angle the other deputies were, were aiming, at 
what angle they were, what angle they took when they were aiming at the 
truck that led you to believe there was a crossfire? 


| don’t. The only reason why | said there was a possibility, because later 
on | found out where they were taking cover. That’s the only way, | don’t 
know whether at the time when Scott was, | mean Deputy Inthavong was 
shooting, | don’t know what exact position that where he was at, nor you 
know, when | saw Sergeant Long and Deputy Botten, when | saw them 
that’s the time when they took cover. As to when they, before their 
position they were at, | have no clue. All I can tell you is when | saw 
Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long, that’s where they were at. They were 
at maybe perhaps some other location in the parking lot that | didn’t 
notice, because | was busy evacuating those three individuals back to the 
front of the station. They may have moved around. | don’t know, but what 
Sergeant Valle asked me about potentially crossfire is based upon the 
final areas where those deputies took cover. If they were shooting from 
those angles where they were taking cover, yes. There was potentially a 
crossfire issue. Whether or not they were shooting from that point, | have 
no idea. | can only tell you what | observed. Whether if at the time of the 
shooting, whether their exact position, where they were at, | really don't, | 
couldn't really offer you any kind of explanation or any kind of answer. All 
| can tell you is (inaudible) everything was ended from what | can see, 
from their final spot where they were at. Yes, there were potential 
crossfire issues. That’s what | was trying to explain to Sergeant Valle. 


Did you ever witness when it comes to the crossfire situation, did you ever 
hear, witness by either hearing anything, rounds going past other 
personnel? 


As far as | know, no, because I only saw and heard when Deputy 
Inthavong fired first, and then when I was around by the ramp area, | 
heard the gunshot. When | looked to my left, that’s when I realized 
Deputy Vance was standing behind a tree, firing towards the suspect 
where he was at. At this, but when |, | mean those gunshots were not fire, 
| don’t think it was simultaneously. 
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Ruiz: Alright, and then just for the record, the first image, the first image Deputy 
Shue was presented is an aerial overview of the parking lot — 


Lawrence: Do you want to mark that A or? 
Ruiz: Of Temple Station. l'it leave that up to Sergeant Valle how he wants to 


mark it, but if you can, before we do that. So, that’s the first image you, 
that was presented to you that you marked was an aerial picture. 


Shue: Correct. 

Ruiz: The second image is depicting a ground view. 

Shue: From the station. 

Ruiz: Of the parking lot and it appears to be taken from, from the lobby area of 


the station. Is that, is that correct? 


Shue: That’s a fair statement. That's from the front door of our station lobby,

So this happened actually while we were in the 700 cars briefing 
the briefing room, and the announcement was made over the PA system. 
It was from the desk, there was people requesting me to, to contact them 
before | go 10-8 after briefing's over. Towards the end of briefing, Deputy 
Vance entered the briefing room and told us that there is a 290 registrant in 
the lobby area with a 40K and requesting us to go to the front lobby to arrest 
the guy for the outstanding warrant.

there. I didn't really see him. So we quickly kind of fanned out because 
he was going towards the blue colored Chevy Trailblazer that | guess later 
on determined it was his vehicle, and the way the park, the vehicle was 
parked, we thought that he may have, may, was trying to climb over the wall 
to escape from us. So we kind of fanned out. And Deputy Inthavong ran 
towards the west side of the parking lot, and | saw Deputy Botten and 
Sergeant Long kind of went towards the east side and | was standing 
behind the both of them.

So I quickly wave and say, let's go, let's go, go, let's 
get out of here. So when they start retreating towards the station lobby 
area and | kind of just kind of had my gun out of course and | would try to 
cover them so they can run towards the lobby area. Once they, once they 
were out of danger zone, | started looking for a place to take cover and | saw 
this tree on the, in the, it's kind of like a driveway down to our station parking 
area. There's a tree there. And so | kind of just, that's where | stayed. 
To, you know, eventually | actually, you know, got down to the ground on my 
tummy with my gun drawn and took the co-, took cover to protect myself, 
and | know the fact | couldn't shoot because both Sergeant Long and 
Deputy Botten was directly in front of me. So |, that's why | did not fire my 
service weapon. And at some point in time while | was taking cover over 
there, | hear shots fired from my left side. When | look over to my left, | saw 
Deputy Vance who was standing behind, behind a tall tree just west of the 
station main lobby entrance, that's where he was standing. He, l, | heard a 
couple shots coming from his direction. So |, I, at that point in time, 
realized that's where he was standing. | heard the radio traffic came out, 
SEC came on and they were asking for more details and nobody was 
talking. So since where | was | was at a pretty safe location, | put out really 
brief traffic stating, you know, exactly where the veh-, the vehicle was faced 
on the west side of the parking lot facing south. We have deputies staged 
on the west side of the parking lot towards the suspect, and we also have 
two deputies on the east side of the parking lot facing the suspect towards 
the west. And the subsequent traffic | put out the request for AR to be 
deployed. And shortly after that, Aero showed up and they were orbiting 
around us. At that point in time, it was so loud that nobody can hear 
anything, no radio traffic, we couldn't talk to each other. So Deputy Vance 
across the parking lot, he kind of waved at me, got my attention and he 
pointed, | think he pointed to his ear. | understood what he meant meaning 
that we couldn't hear each other and when the chopper was orbiting away 
from us, he yelled to me tell, tell the Aero to go higher so we can talk to each 
other. We can't hear, hear each other. So that's, you Know, whenever | 
had a moment, | say, hey, Aero, would you please orbit a little bit higher 
because we, we have a, we're having a real hard time listening to each 
other's traffic on the radio, over the radio. So eventually Aero goes, hey, 
give us a couple minutes and we'll, we'll start making our way up. While | 
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was talking to them, | look up, | saw the news chopper up there. You know, 
| told them, hey, you know, be advised Code 20 above is our Aero unit, so 
everybody's, you know, is on the same page.

And 
quickly a plan was formed, | saw a unit pull up, turned out to be it was 
Deputy Jackson who was working unit 58 covering the city of Duarte. He 
showed up with a unit, with Deputy Cardenas in the front seat, they came 
towards us and we pretty much used that vehicle as our rescue vehicle to 
go into the, back into the station lobby parking lot area. Myself, with 
several other deputies and detectives, we went down there, and | believe 
Deputy Botten had a shield and him, him, I think it was him, Sergeant Long 
and Deputy Mario Garcia were the ones that actually left their radio car for 
brief moments to go in there to rescue Deputy Inthavong was trapped on the 
west side of the parking lot behind the tall truck.

Today 
we're going to be interviewing Deputy Scott Inthavong case number 
SH2423868. My last name is spelled V as in Victor A-L-L-E. And 
Sergeant Renteria? 

Renteria: Sergeant Israel Renteria, R-E-N-T-E-R-I-A. 

Valle: Scott, can you please spel! your last name please? 

Inthavong: |-N-T-H-A-V-O-N-G. 

Valle: And Sherry? 

Lawrence: L-A-W-R-E-N-C-E. 


Valle: Thank you. Scott, before going on tape | presented you with an 
administrative rights force shooting investigation form. Did you have an 
opportunity to review that’? 


Inthavong: Yes. 


Vaile: | see you answered the two questions on top and dated and signed the 
bottom. Do you have any questions about the form before we continue? 


inthavong: No. 


Valle: Before today’s interview | sent, Pm not sure if | sent it directly to you, but | 
know I sent it to Sherry, your transcripts from your Homicide interview that 
occurred on March 20", 2017. | see you have a copy in front of you. Did 
you have an opportunity to review those transcripts before todays’ 
interview? 


Inthavong: Yes. 


Valle: Scott, so let's start off with the basic stuff. Give me a quick rundown of 
your work assignments throughout the Department and what year you got 
there. 
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nd currently from there | went to 
Temple Station December | want to say I’ve been there for about almost 
three years now. 


Okay. 

So. 

So, this December will be about three years? 
Yeah, it'll be three years. 

So, you think you got there in December of 2015? 
"15 probably. 


Now, we're going to talk about the incident that occurred on March 20, 
2017. What was your assignment, if you recall, that day? 


55 for days. 
And do you remember what your hours would have been? 


And that day, | see today you're wearing a full Class A uniform. Were you 
wearing a similar uniform that morning? 


Yes sir. 

With a gun belt? 

Yes sir. 

Did you have a portable radio on that day? 
Yes. 


So, it sounds like you were already prepared for your shift when this 
incident occurred? 


Yes. 


Besides your firearm on your gun belt, did you have any other weapons or 
equipment on your person? 


Such as baton, handcuffs. 


What about an extra — 
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Taser. 

Uh huh. 

Radio. 

Did you have a backup firearm? 

Yes sir. 

Do you remember what kind that was? 

Five shot Smith and Wesson, two inch. 

Like a little 640? 

| don’t know the model. 

A little revolver though? 

Yes Sir. 

A two inch, okay. And where did you carry that? 
Front, left pocket. 

And how many magazines do you carry on your gun belt? 
Two and one in the gun, so three. 

Three total? 

Yes sir. 


That morning were you in the briefing room being briefed before your 
shift? 


Yes sir. 

Can you tell me about anything that happened in the briefing room? 
Deputy Vance, who was running the 290 registrants came into briefing. 
Vance, is that spelled V as in Victor A-N-C-E?

So, what did he do when he came into briefing? 
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He advised us that one of his registrants had an outstanding felony 
warrant and offered it to one of us who was in the briefing room. And | 
advised that | would take the warrant. 


And so, what did you do after you were briefed about this warrant in the 
front lobby? 


He advised that he would go with me so we can contact the individual of 
the warrant and attempt to arrest him for the warrant. 


Do you remember who, were you by yourself with Deputy Vance? 


Initially yes, but as the suspect was in the lobby. So, as we walked 
towards the lobby | bumped into the person who | was relieving, which 
was Botten. He’s 55 earlies. 


Okay. 


And he asked where we were going and | advised him that we were just 
going to arrest someone for a warrant out in the lobby. 


Anybody else that you can remember besides yourself, Botten, and that’s 
B-O-T-T-E-N, and yourself?

So, when you had spoke to him, when you talked to him and asked him if 
he was the suspect, the name of the suspect | believe has been identified 
as Andrew Lane. Does that sound about right? 


Yes sir. 

So, you asked him if his name was Andrew Lane. 

Yes sir. 

Where are you standing when this interaction is occurring? 
Maybe a foot away from him. 


So, you make your way through the door and past the front entrance if you 
will, and standing next to him, next to the wall? 


Yes sir. 


So, tell me what happened, what’s his, what’s his demeanor like when 
you, when you ask him if, his name? 


He immediately seemed cautious and when | approached him, he began 
walking away. | attempted to try and grab him immediately. He pulled his 
arm away from me and ran. 


Tell me about that in more detail as far as like you try to, you try to grab 
him. 


When, essentially, | tried to grab his, when | was talking to him I tried to 
grab one of his arms, because | saw a knife in his pocket already. So, | 
tried to grab that arm. He immediately pulled away and turned and ran 
towards the parking lot. 


So, where did he run to? 
West into the parking lot. West, north, northwest. 


Now, when you say that you tried to grab, do you remember what arm it 
was again? 


His left arm. 
Left arm. Did you actually make contact with his left arm? 
No. 
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No. So, as you reach for it, that’s when he pulled away? 

He pulls away and turns, and runs. 

So, are you guys standing face to face when you try to grab his left hand? 
Yes. 

So, you said he turns away from you and then runs? 

Yes. 


lm going to show you another photograph. It’s an aerial photograph in 
front of the station. Do you recognize that? 


Yes Sir. 


So, this bunch of trees on the right side of the picture, is that the front of 
the station? 


Yes. 


So, can you use the red pen and just show, or use a dotted line, the path 
that this suspect ran, so we can get a better idea? Maybe hashes so | can 
see better. There you go. Okay. So, it looks like you’re indicating that he 
ran to the northwest corner of the station? 


Yes Sir. 
And it looks like a blue SUV backed into the north stall, is that correct? 
Yes. 


So, he turns around, he turns away from you and starts to run in that 
direction. What did you do? 


Immediately ran right after him. 

How far are you behind the suspect? 
No more than five feet. 

Okay. 

Pretty close. 

And this is at what time in the morning? 


| want to say 7:30. 
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Did you notice any other, any other people in the parking lot? 


| think there was a few construction workers in orange reflective suits or 
vests. 


Uh huh. 
They were in the parking lot working on something. 


Can you show me where, you don’t have to draw anything, but where in 
this picture do you remember seeing them? 


Along the, right here, the dirt area. 


So, you're indicating like in front of the north wall of the station, near the 
planters? 


Yes. 

And | think that’s the secretary’s pool? 
Yes. 

On the other side of those windows? 
Yes. 


So, when you began running after the suspect, do you know if your 
partners were with you? 


No. 


Did you give him any commands when you first made contact with him 
and when you were running? 


| said, “Stop running.” The next commands were when he was at the 
door. 


The door of his SUV? 
Yes. 


About how long do you think it took to get from where the position that he 
started from to where he stopped? 


Seconds. 


Were you able to broadcast on your radio that you were chasing this 
person? 
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No. 

Why not? 

It happened so quick, | just chased him. 

And again, you didn’t know whether your partners were behind you or not? 


At that time, | knew they were behind me when | went through the door. | 
didn’t know where they were after | chased him. 


Okay. 
Did you hear any of them like yell at him for him to stop or? 
No. 


As he’s running away from you towards the SUV, was he reaching for 
anything or was it just a full-on sprint towards like lets say his pockets or 
anything like that, was it — 


It was a full-on sprint to the car. 
Like he was reaching for the knife that you saw and, in his pocket? 


No, at that point no, because when he was running he immediately took 
off, at some point he took off the hat and turned and threw it towards my 
direction. He didn’t hit me with the hat, but he was on full on sprint at that 
point and | was just chasing him. 


Okay. 


You drew the path that the suspect took with these red dotted lines or 
hash marks. Is that the same path that you took or did you take another 
path? 


| took the same path. 


Were, did you have your gun drawn at the time that he, he was running 
away from you? 


No. 
Did you have your taser out? 
No. 


Do you recall anyone yelling out, “Taze him, taze him.”, and that’s a 
quote? 
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| don’t recall that. 
Did you say that word or did you say that command, taze him, taze him? 
No. 


So, once the suspect got to the, | think you have identified it as the 
passenger side of the vehicle. 


Yes sir. 

What did he do? 

He went to the rear passenger door and opened it. 

Was it fluid, was it immediate, was he struggling with it or? 

No, he immediately opened the door. 

So, it wasn’t like he was struggling to unlock it. He was — 

No, it seemed unlocked, because he just pulled the door and it opened. 
Can you draw an X on this picture where he was standing, manipulating 
that door? Okay. Now, | assume eventually you close the gap, you 
stopped chasing him. Where did you stand or stop when you, when he 


got to that position? Okay, so, you’re indicating like near the, the front 
passenger side wheel? 


Near the engine block, yes. 


Near the engine block, okay. When you were in that position, you had 
mentioned that the suspect already opened the door. What was he doing 
once he opened the door? 


He was reaching for something. 


Now, in this position that you’re in, | assume the passenger, the rear 
passenger door is open? 


Yes sir. 
Can you clearly see what the suspect was doing? 
No. 


Was the driver’s door, because this photograph actually shows the driver's 
door is open, the front passenger door is open. Is that the position that 
you, it was when you were standing there near the engine block? 
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No. 
So, the only door that you saw open on the passenger side was the rear? 
Yes sir. 


So, the suspect is inside. Is he fully inside the vehicle or is he standing 
outside reaching in? 


No, he was standing, reaching in. 

Are you, at this point are you, do you have your gun drawn? 
Yes sir. 

Are you giving him any commands? 

Yes. 

What are you saying? 


| told him, “Show me your hands.” twice, and | assumed that my partners 
were near, and | started yelling out, “He’s reaching for something.” twice. 


Uh huh. 

And those were the commands | gave. 

So, you, | think you said, “Show me your hands.”? 

Yes sir. 

And then you informed your partners that he was reaching for something? 
Yes sir. 

Could you see what he was reaching for? 

No. 


Do you remember where in the car was he reaching, can you describe 
what part of the vehicle is he reaching? 


He was reaching in the rear, rear seat, towards the lower area in the just 
back, backseat somewhere. He was just reaching for stuff. 


Could you actually see what he was, well, | think you already answered 
the question. What he was reaching for? 
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No, | can’t, no. 


So, he’s now reaching, actively reaching. You notify your partners he’s 
reaching for something. What happens after that? 


| saw him pull something up, a metal object, which | thought was as 
shotgun or a firearm. At that point | heard, “Gun.” | don’t know who yelled 
out gun, and then | believe Sergeant Long, | heard him say, “Shoot, shoot, 
shoot.” And | began shooting anywhere from six to eight rounds | believe, 
towards his torso. 


So, as you're at the door right, and you say that he’s reaching for 
something in like the backseat? 


Yes sir. 


Did, were you able to see where, where Sergeant Long and Deputy 
Vance, and Botten were? 


No. 

No? 

No sir. 

Did you hear them while you’re standing there, did you hear them yell 
anything, give any commands prior to you seeing anything in the suspect’s 
hands? 

No, because | was the closest to the suspect. 

Okay. 

| assumed that they were behind me. 

Okay. 

Yeah. So, | didn’t know where they were at that time. 

Did the suspect say anything? 

No. He didn’t say anything. 

So, let me back up to you said that before the shooting occurred, you said 
you saw a metal, something you believe like a metal object or something 


in his hand, and you believed it to be either a rifle or a shotgun. 


Yes sir. 
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Where were you standing when you saw that? 

| was standing exactly where | was. 

Okay. 

He had quite some time to play with whatever he was playing with. | 
couldn't really see anything, | could only see what was, the window was 


tinted and | could only see him through the, “V” of the window. 


So, let me ask you what that meant. What does the V of the window 
mean to you? 


When the door is open, the open window between the door and the body 
of the vehicle. 


So, the window frame of the door and the frame of the vehicle in the open 
position? 


Yes sir. 
So, where was this metal object? Was it in his hands? 
When he pulled it out, yes. 


And where did you see that metal object? You were standing in the same 
position of the engine block? 


Yes sir. 

Did you see it through that V opening? 
Yes. 

So, he, did he bring it up to any level? 


It appeared that he was bringing it out and up, but | still wasn’t able to see, 
SO. 


And at that moment you believed it to be either a shotgun or a rifle? 
Yes sir. 


Did you have, you said you had an opportunity to review your transcripts 
on the day of the incident, correct? 


Yes. 
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Did you notify, did you tell the Homicide investigators that you saw a metal 
object and you believed it to be either a shotgun or a rifle? 


| believe | said it was a metal object. 
Can you show me where that is? 


I’m not sure if it was listed, but. It might have not been in the transcript, 
because | was looking it over, but | believe | told him that it was some type 
of object, but | couldn’t see. 


So, it would be on the audio recording then? 

Yes. 

On paragraph, I’m sorry, if you could turn to page 4, and it’s about two 
thirds of the way down. It’s one of the larger paragraphs that you had with 


your name. And if you can read that over. And let me know when you're 
done. 


Yes sir. 


So, in that paragraph do you think that you told the investigator, well, it 
doesn’t say anything in here regarding about seeing a metal object. Is 
that correct? 


Yeah. 


Do you believe it was this paragraph or this part of the interview that you 
remember saying that you saw the metal object? 


| don’t know, but it’s possible, yes sir. 
But you did review your transcripts before today’s interview? 
Yes. 


And you can confirm that nowhere in the transcript does it say that you 
saw a metal object that resembled a shotgun or a rifle? 


Yes. 

Okay. 

| would point out that no details were asked about what he saw. 
Correct. 


Yeah. 
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So, you see this object in his hands and | believe you say somebody said, 
“Gun.” Is that correct? 


Yes sir. 
Do you know who said that? 
No, | don’t recall. 


Any other statements? And I think you said you heard somebody say, 
“Shoot, shoot, shoot.” Do you know who that was? 


| believe it was Sergeant Long, but I’m not sure. 
But you do remember hearing those words? 
Yes. 

So, at what point did you begin to shoot? 


When | heard, “Shoot, shoot, shoot.” And someone saying that there was 
a gun. 


- And how, how, how many times do you think you shot initially? Was there 


like, was there a continuation of your, your, your shooting or was there a 
pause, like a reassessment type thing? 


There was a pause. 
So, the first time you shot, how many rounds do you think you shot? 
Six to eight. 


And what are you doing at the time you’re shooting? In this first 
sequence. 


At the first sequence | was just six to eight shots towards the where | had 
assumed his body was. | saw him jump head first into the backseat and 
my rounds closed the door, because they were shooting through the door 
or hitting the door. | saw him moving in the backseat, fumbling with 
whatever he was fumbling with. And then | began to back up. | remember 
| saw Deputy Vance or not Vance, |’m sorry. | saw two deputies run this 
way. It was eastbound in the parking lot. 


Correct, uh huh. 
As | backed up, | saw him still moving in the vehicle. So, | began firing 


into the vehicle, because | thought | didn’t want him to shoot us. 
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Okay. 
So, yeah. 


So, are you shooting and staying in that position where you marked near 
the engine block or did you move? 


After the initial shooting, | began moving, shooting into the vehicle. 

Can you show me a path with a solid line, where you went and where did 
you end up staying. Okay. So, you, you moved towards the, you moved 
westbound. 

Yes sir. 

And it looks like in front of a large pick-up truck? 

Yes sir. 

Then is there a second volley that you, that you shot? 

No, the second volley was me backing up. 

So, the first volley is five to eight, you said six to eight shots? 

Six to eight stationary. 

And you’re shooting stationary. 

Uh huh. 

And then your second volley, are you shooting while moving? 

As | walked backwards, yes. 

You’re shooting while walking backwards? 

Into the vehicle. 

Are you shooting while walking backwards? 

| believe so. 


And where did you ultimately stay or when you finished walking 
westbound, where did you end up staying? 


Right here. 
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So, let’s back up a little bit. When you’re near the engine block and you 
begin shooting, you said you saw deputies walking eastbound. Do you 
remember where they were before? 


No. 


You just remember deputies walking eastbound. It looks like across the 
backs of these two white vehicles? 


They were running, yes. 
They were running? 
(Inaudible) initial (inaudible). 


Now, you had said that from the standing position you were shooting into 
the vehicle. 


Yes sir. 

Did you have a target? 

Yes. 

What was your target? 

Initially right here, in the first — 

In the first volley, yes. 

Yes. | knew where he was. He was standing right in front of me. 
So, the initial volley is he’s standing outside of the car? 
Yes. 

And so, what was your target? 

His body. 

Okay. 

Well, through the vehicle, but — 

Right. 


| Knew where he was. 
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So, at this point he’s standing, | think you said he was standing outside of 
the vehicle like in the, between the door, open door and the frame of the 
car? 

Yes sir. 

So, you’re shooting at him about five, six to eight times? 

Yes sir. 


In this position were you able to see the inside of the vehicle? 


| blew out his back window with my rounds. | could just see him moving 
his body, possibly getting a, | don’t know what he was doing, but he was 
moving. 


Did you know if there was anybody else in the vehicle? 
At that time, no. 

At the time you didn’t know or at the time there wasn’t? 
Oh, there was no one in the vehicle. 


So, were you able to, and at some point you were able to look inside the 
vehicle and see that it’s only the suspect? 


Yes, because | was looking through the front window. 
Okay. 
Yeah. 


And you said you believed it was Sergeant Long that was yelling, “Shoot, 
shoot, shoot.” Do you know where Sergeant Long was? 


No. 


| know you initially said you shot six to eight times and in front of the 
vehicle, while standing in front of the vehicle, and then you continued 
shooting while moving westbound towards the front of the pickup truck. 
Do you know how many times total you shot? 


Nineteen. 


And | think during the interview there was a count of your rounds and it 
looked like, it was believed that you had unloaded your magazine. 


Yes sir. 
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Where, obviously did you do a magazine exchange at any time? 
Yes. 

Can you tell me where you did your magazine exchange? 

| went empty at the front of the truck. 

Okay. 

Can we take a minute break? 

Yes. 


| just want to get him some Kleenex. Poor guy. It’s warm in here. | was 
sweating. 


Is it? 
Yeah. | can just get some from the (inaudible) right? 


Let me take a quick break. The time is 10:32. Okay, we’re back on tape. 
We took a short break. It’s 10:34 AM. Okay, Scott, we were talking about 
your magazine exchange. So, after you conducted a magazine exchange 
and can you just clarify where that occurred? 


In the front of the truck. 

Okay. 

Of what is it, a truck just west of the suspect’s truck. 

Uh huh. It’s like a gray, large pickup truck. 

Yes Sir. 

lm going to show you a photograph and it looks like it’s got some crime 
scene markers. And it looks like it’s at the very top of the page. Ithasa 
front of the pickup truck and it looks like indicator 31 is identified in there. 


And then here’s the close up of number 31. Is that, do you believe that’s 
your magazine? 


Yes sir. 


And is that the position that you believe you dropped your magazine and 
then reloaded with a fresh mag? 


Yes. 
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Valle: After you loaded a fresh magazine, was it fully loaded? 
Inthavong: It was loaded with eighteen — 

Valle: Okay. 

Inthavong: (Inaudible). 

Valle: When, did you have another volley after that? 
Inthavong: No. 

Valle: After the magazine exchange? 

Inthavong: No. 


Valle: So, it was two volleys. Six to eight the first, and then while you were 
moving until you unloaded? 


Inthavong: Yes. 


Valle: So, when you were shooting the second volley, you’re moving towards | 
assume this is going to be better cover for you? 


Inthavong: Yes. 


Valle: When you're walking backwards towards this vehicle, do you see your 
partners at this point? 


Inthavong: No. 


Valle: And when you're walking backwards, what is your target when you’re 
shooting back, when you’re walking towards the front of the truck? 


Inthavong: Towards where | believe the suspect was. Just to keep his head down. | 
didn’t want him to poke up at us and take a shot at us. 


Valle: Do you hear any other gunfire other than yours? 
Inthavong: No. 

Valle: Okay. 

Inthavong: Not until | got to the truck. 

Valle: What did you hear when you got to the truck? 


Inthavong: | heard aloud boom and another volley of fire, shooting. 
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Could you describe this boom as anything different than what you heard 
from your gun? 


It was louder. So, | knew it wasn’t a pistol. 
What did you think it was? 
| thought it was a rifle or a shotgun. 


You said that the, that your rounds you believe your rounds closed the 
door, the passenger, the rear passenger door. The windows were tinted. 
And you're moving backwards for cover while shooting. Were you able to 
see the suspect each time you shot your gun? 


| could see him moving in the back, yes. 
So, you saw just some type of movement? 
Yes. 

Can you tell me what that was? 


| knew he jumped head first into the backseat and he, | could just see 
arms moving. But other than that | couldn't see him. 


So, when he jumped into the truck you said that you could see arms 
moving? 


Through the front window and | could see possibly maybe legs moving 
through, because | shattered his rear window. So, | could see movement. 
| just don’t Know what it was. 


So, you heard this loud boom and then another sequence of gun fire? 
Yes. 


Did you fire, well, no, never mind. How much time do you think lapsed 
between you heard the boom and the end of the other gunfire? 


As opposed to when | got to the front of the truck or? 
Well, you said you heard a boom. 


When | got to the truck and | ducked, | heard the boom and another volley 
instantly, right after that boom. 


How long do you think that volley after the boom lasted? 
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It was short, it was pretty quick. | don’t know exact, but one or two 
seconds maybe. 


After that one or two second volley, was there anymore gunfire that you 
heard? 


No. 


So, what happened after that, after you did a magazine exchange, you 
said you ducked behind the vehicle? 


Yes sir. 
And the end of volley, after the large boom, what happened after that? 


| pretty much hunkered down there and | was waiting for that rear 
passenger door to open, maybe the suspect to step out. 


Were you watching the door? 


| was looking for feet. And under the, trying to see if | could see the door 
under the truck. 


Oh, | see. So, you weren't standing over, looking over the vehicle, you 
were looking underneath the truck? 


Yes. 
So, at this point had you communicated with your partners at all? 


| could hear | believe Deputy Botten yelling for me, and asking if | was 
good. But it was hard to hear. 


Did you respond to Deputy Botten? 
Yes. Afterwards. He got me on the radio. 


Do you remember, well let me ask you, did you put anything out on your 
radio? 


Yes. 


And | see you have your radio mic on your front of your shirt. Is that the 
position that you believe you had it that morning? 


Yes. 


You said you put something on the radio. What did you put out? 
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| put 998 at Temple Station. 

Do you remember when that occurred? 

Immediately right when | got to the truck. 

So, you think this was in somewhere in the middle of the volley of gunfire? 
It's possible, but | did put it out. 


And what happened after that? Did you communicate any further with 
SCC? 


Yeah. | attempted continuously but | guess | kept on getting stepped on, 
or there was a lot of people talking, so. 


Now, were they talking on the radio or talking over towards you, with their 
voices? 


Voices and radio. 
Okay. 
Yes. 


Now, you had mentioned that you had seen civilians on that planter, just 
near the planters near the north wail of the station. Did you see those 
civilians afterwards? 


They were still there when | got, was reloading. 
Okay. 


When I told, | started waving them to go that way, towards the lobby or 
towards the exit of the driveway and ! saw them run. 


Now, now that it’s kind of subsided, the gunfire has ended, did you see 
your partners? 


No, | just saw Deputy Vance. 
Where was Deputy Vance? 
Behind a tree right here. 


Can you do me a favor and just grab that pen and put a V in the area that 
you saw him. And that’s, can you just put a circle around it with a V or put 
a V so I know that’s —V. There you go...So, you saw him there?

What did you see? 

He was hiding behind the tree. 
Did you see him fire his firearm? 
No, no. 


What was he doing there? Did he have his gun out, was he on the radio? 
What was he doing? 


| believe he had his gun out, but he was looking into the vehicle. 
Okay. 
Or at the direction of the vehicle. 


So, at some point we determined that there was a loud boom, there was a 
small, short burst of gunfire. You were hunkering down behind the 
vehicle, keeping an eye on the suspect’s vehicle at ground level. 


Yes sir. 

What happened after that? 

| believe they were trying to formulate a plan to get me out. 

So, how did that happen or what happened? Tell me about that. 


We were debating if | should get a better position, if | should just run 
towards the Prius and make my way out. But they determined that wasn’t 
a good idea. So, they got a unit with ballistic panels and they came 
through the parking lot and got me out. 


So, they drove a patrol car through the front driveway and then made their 
way westbound? 


Yes sir. 


At what point, | know there was two Sheriff's, those SEB vehicles in the 
middle of the picture. Where do you think the radio car drove up to, to get 
you out of behind cover? 


There was actually cones over here. 


Okay. 
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So, the unit actually stopped probably around this area. 
Okay. 

And three deputies with a shield came to get me out. 

So, they walked on foot towards you with shields? 

Yes. 

And then you walked with the deputies back to the patrol car? 
Yes. 

And then what happened after that? 

And we backed up and got Deputy Vance out of there as well. 
Okay. 

And the we basically exited the parking lot. 

Where did you go after you exited the parking lot? 

They made us go to the K-Mart parking lot, around this area. 


Around the east side of the property, of, were you on the other side of the 
wall? 


Yes. 
The dividing wall? Okay. 
Yes. 


And who stayed there as you were moved over to the other side of the 
wall, over by | believe you said the parking lot? 


Who stayed at the entrance of the parking lot? 


Yeah, because now did, because nobody went up to see what happened 
with the suspect, correct? 


No. 


So, who stayed there like kind of like in a tactical position, keeping an eye 
on — 
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There was multiple units in the parking lot with their, covering us, but | 
don’t know who was there. There was a lot of deputies at that point. 


Okay. 


After that, after they pulled us out we pretty much didn’t get to see 
anything, but they made us go to the, behind the wall of the, what was it, 
K-Mart? 


We're going to kind of just rewind here, back to the position where you first 
were before the shooting occurred. 


Uh huh. 


Did you see any actions the suspect did before you shot, that would make 
you feel threatened? 


Yes. 
What were they? 


His, if he was just going to run away, | mean he would just run away. And 
get into the driver's side of the vehicle. He ran past the driver's side to his 
rear passenger door. That made me feel like he wasn't trying to get away, 
but he was getting something to hurt me or my partners. When | gave him 
commands, he didn’t listen to them and he was proceeding to get 
whatever he was getting to, in my opinion, to hurt me or my partners. And 
that just led up to everything else. 


What was your state of mind at the time before you began to shoot? What 
were you feeling at the moment you were, right before you were about to 
shoot. 


| was scared. | didn’t know what he had at the time. | was close enough 
to where he, if he wanted to do something or if he had something, he 
could have hurt me. He would have had the drop on me if he had 
anything ready. He would have had the drop on me, yeah. 


And so, how many feet do you think you were standing away from him 
when he’s reaching into that car? 


No more than five feet. 


And as far as you could tell, you were by yourself, in other words, in that 
position? 


In where | was? 
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Where you were at. 

On that side of the vehicle, yeah. 
Okay. 

Yeah. 


Your transcripts, if you can go to page 13. And if you could just read from 
the point where it says; yes sir. And then read the question, your 
response up to around here. That’s fine, just this area. 


Okay. 


So, | want you to clarify this statement. Specifically, the portion where the 
detective asked you; what is your intention for firing, what was your 
intention for firing at the suspect. And you said in this paragraph, your 
response that you couldn’t see what he had. He would have had an 
advantage, because we couldn't see inside the vehicle. 


Initially when he got to the vehicle, yes. 
So, can you clarify that answer, that response? 


| believe all of his windows were tinted. It was really hard to see inside the 
vehicle. When he got to his rear passenger side, like | said, | wasn’t able 
to see what he was doing, because his windows were so tinted and he 
wasn't listening to any of our commands, or my commands, I’m sorry. My 
intent was to stop the threat and hopefully him not injuring us, me or my 
partners. 


Uh huh. And then in this portion when the detective asks you is it your 
intention for firing, did you mention to him that you saw a metal object in 
his hand resembling a shotgun or a rifle? 

| want to say it was a metal object. | don’t recall if | did say firearm or not. 
That’s today, you’re saying that today right? 

Yeah. 

But I’m saying when the Detective Aguilar is asking you what your 
intention for firing at the suspect were, did you tell him that you saw a 
metal object in his hand, and believing it to be a shotgun or a rifle? 


| want to say yes, but | don’t recall. 


But it’s not in the transcripts here? 
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No. 


And then he, he responded, or he asked you the question; and then 
coupled with the fact that you saw him actually reaching for something as 
well, and then you said; yes sir. So, it sounds like the reasons for you, 
your intentions for firing was also because the fact that he was reaching 
for something and you couldn't see his, you couldn't see what he was 
reaching for? 


Yes. 


I’m going to ask you some other questions that are, | think we’re repeating 
this but this is kind of like we’re wrapping it up. We've identified where 
you were standing at the first volley. So, let’s talk about the first volley. 
Did you have cover and concealment at that point? 


No. 


And | believe you had said you were about five feet away from the suspect 
at the time of the first volley? 


Yes. 
What were the lighting conditions at that point? 
| think it was daylight. Maybe overcast. 


And that was going to be my next question. What was the weather like? 
It was overcast and was it cool, was it hot, was it, if you remember. 


| don’t remember. 

What about visibility? How was visibility at the time of that first volley? 

It was clear. 

Was there a crossfire situation in the position you held at that first volley? 
No. 

Did you see if any other deputies were in a crossfire situation? 

No. 

What was your shooting backdrop at the time of the first volley? 

The vehicle and the wall. 


The wall, can you tell me which wall you’re referring to in this picture? 
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Behind the vehicle there’s a, maybe | want to say approximately over six 
or seven feet wall. | guess that’s towards the crosswalk, but | mean the 
vehicle is below the crosswalk. 

So, it’s like a white retaining wall that’s behind the vehicle? 

Yes. 

So, that was your backdrop and plus the vehicle? 


Yes. 


Were you able to bring up your sights and acquire a target at that first 
volley? 


Yes. 

And what were you aiming at? 

Towards where | believed the suspect was. 

Could you see the suspect when you shot that first volley? 
Yes. 

And where was he at the time? 

He was standing behind the door. 


Now, this first volley, describe your rate of fire. Was it a quick succession, 
was it controlled, give me a description of that first rate of fire. 


It was a quick six to eight rounds. 
Okay. 
Where he jumped into the backseat. 


And can you describe your field of fire, everything in front of you and 
around you, in front of you, between you and the suspect. 


Between me and the suspect was a door and the suspect, and then the 
back of the vehicle and the wall. 


At the time of the first volley, did you give the suspect any commands? 
The only commands were prior to the shooting. 


Did you hear other deputies give the suspect any commands? 
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No. 


So, now we’re going to kind of repeat some of these questions but for the 
second volley when you were walking from the engine block to the front of 
the truck. So, now this is the second volley. 


Yes sir. 


Did you have cover and concealment while you were shooting your 
second volley? 


When | was shooting | was trying to get to cover. That’s why | went 
towards the truck, because that was the biggest thing | could get to. | 
didn’t want to run across his front of the vehicle, because he would have 
been able to see me run. 


Okay. 
That’s why | went towards the truck. 


And you know, the exit you indicated at the front of the truck, did you 
continue shooting there or were you, did you only shoot while you were 
walking? 


I’m pretty sure | went out at mid-point and then that’s when | reloaded, 
when | ducked under the truck. 


| guess I’m just trying to ask if you were shooting over the hood of the front 
of the truck? 


No. 

So, it was all in between — 

Yes. 

- the truck and the suspect’s vehicle? 
Yes. 


Lighting conditions were the same, weather was the same. Visibility, was 
it the same on the second volley? 


Yes. 


During that second volley and you’re walking back, was there a crossfire 
situation in that position? 


No. 
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Did you see any other deputies that were in a crossfire situation? 
No. 
And what was your shooting backdrop during the second volley? 


The door was closed. | was essentially shooting into the vehicle and the 
backdrop was the wall. 


The same wall? 
Yes sir. 


And were you able to bring up your sights and acquire a target during that 
second volley? 


Essentially, | was shooting towards where | believed he was in the 
backseat. 


Were you able to bring up your targets? You know what I’m saying, when 
your targets, you bring your front sights and your rear sights, did you bring 
those together and — 


Yes. 

It wasn’t like you were shooting from the hip? 

No. 

And during that second volley could you see the suspect when you shot? 
Body parts, yes. Just him moving where | believed he was. 

And again, was he, what part of the vehicle was he in? 

The rear, rear | guess passenger seats of the vehicle. 

And during the second volley can you describe your rate of fire? 


It was a constant steady fire at that point, just to keep his head down and 
not pop up on us or pop up on me. 


And how long do you think that second volley lasted for? 
Seconds. | don’t, | don’t recall that. It was pretty quick. 


And your field of fire during that second volley, things that are between 
you and in front of your area? 
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It was just the vehicle. The door at that point was closed. So, it was just 
the vehicle and the wall. 


And | know you had said that you communicated with SCC at this part of 
the vehicle, when you’re, when you were taking cover behind the vehicle, 
truck? 

Yes. 


Do you have any questions? 


No, not right now...now, as you’re shooting and you’re going backwards 
during the second volley, did the suspect ever pop his head up? 


| couldn't see, no. 
No? 


| wasn’t able to see. | just knew he would, | could see him moving, | just 
didn’t know what body parts were moving. 


Now, when you said that you could see him moving, like — 


Because the window was shattered. | blew out the window, the rear, 
passenger window. 


Okay. 

So, that may have been his foot. 

Okay. 

Or his arms. But | could see body parts moving. 

Was he saying anything, was he screaming? 

No, | couldn’t hear anything. 

Nothing. 

(Inaudible). | just wanted to get a photograph of the suspects’ vehicle, on 
the passenger side. Because you said that you blew out his rear window. 
Which window are you talking about? 

Rear, passenger window. 

To the door? 


To the door. 
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Because it’s an SUV. There’s a larger window in the back compartment 
area. Did that stay intact as far as you know? 


| don’t recall that. | just know that the rear passenger window was 
shattered by me. 


So, when you said, when you were telling Sergeant Renteria that you saw 
movement, that was through that broken window that shattered? 


Yes. 
And so, you said you saw, | believe you said feet? 
Yes sir. 


Did you ever see the object again, as he’s moving in like the backseat, did 
he bring it up, did he — 


No, | can’t see.

Sheriff's Station and Deputy Inthavong, how long have you been assigned 
here at Temple Station? 

Approximately, | believe, a year, year and a half. 

And your working today, day shift? 

Yes, sir. 

And what unit were you assigned to? 

55. 

55 days? 

Yes, sir. 

And what were your hours for today? 

it was M 

And you are wearing what, a Class A uniform? 

Yes, sir. 

Complete with a Sheriff's badges. You have a badge on your chest, 
you've got your name tag on your right, your name plate on your right 
chest and you're wearing a full Sam Browne, correct? 


Yes, sir. 


And today, this morning, something drew your attention to something that 
was occurring in the lobby, is that correct? 
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Yes, sir. 


Where were you at the time when you learned that there was some 
assistance needed in the lobby? 


Deputy Vance came into our briefing, seven o'clock briefing and advised 
us that there a warrant, a felony warrant suspect in the lobby of the station 
and he offered one of us who wants to take it. 


And he said there was a felony warrant suspect and asked who wanted to 
take it and then what happened? 


Then | said | would and | proceeded to go to the front lobby, with, with....

This is maybe six or eight feet from the watch sergeant's office. | 
overheard them say that they were going to go hook a suspect in the 
lobby. | saw that Scott was by himself, sorry, Deputy Inthavong was by 
himself, and | don't like letting guys go out and do stuff on their own, so 
i was there. | told him, "Hey, I'll go with you." He agreed. And then 
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Deputy Vance kind of briefed us on everything that he had seen 
referring to the badge that was in the suspect's wallet, said SWAT 
Team or something to that effect, and that he may be armed. 

Okay. Let me put you on pause there for a second. 

Okay. 

So they're at that door that leads from the watch deputy's desk into the 
lobby. Is that where you saw Deputy Vance? And let me spell that, V 
as in Victor-A-N-C-E, and Deputy Inthavong, let me spell that name, I- 
N-T-H-A-V as in Victor-O-N-G. Is that where you saw Deputy Vance 
and Inthavong? 

Yes. 


Okay. Was there anybody else that you saw there, any other sworn 
personnel? 


Not at that time. 


Okay. So you kind of joined in this conversation and Deputy Vance 
provides information about the suspect having a warrant? 


Yes. He had a couple warrants. 
Okay. 


And l'm not sure what department. | think it might have been LAPD was 
also looking at him for running a child pornography website. 


So he gave you information, though, that -- regarding this badge? 
Yes. 
Can you tell me more about that? What did he tell you? 


He told me -- he said it looked almost like a -- not like our badge, the 
star, but more like a shield, like LAPD style. 


Okay. 
And that it said something to the effect of SWAT Team or something 


like that on it, and that's what he told me. 
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So what did that information give you? What did that tell you about the 
suspect, if anything? 

Well, it made me question it just because him being a registrant, pretty 
sure that no department would have hired him, so it led me to believe 
that it might have either been stolen or he was using it to gain trust of 
children, so -- 


And did Deputy Vance give his opinion as far as whether the suspect 
may have been armed? 


Yes, he did. 
Can you tell me about that? 


He said just based on him having that badge kind of led him to believe 
that he could possibly be armed. 


Okay. Before you walked out -- | assume you walked into the lobby 
from that doorway you were referring to? 


Yeah. 

Was it just you three or did anybody else join you at that point? 

As -- well, kind of as we were going out, | saw Sergeant Long join us 
and then | later learned that Deputy Shue had joined us as well. | 
hadn't seen him at that point, thought. 

But that was after the fact? 

| realized that after the fact. 

After, okay. So at that doorway when you -- before you're walking out 
or while you're walking out, was there any kind of a plan placed 
amongst you three deputies, maybe even possibly Sergeant Long, of 


how you were going to contact the suspect? 


Yeah. Deputy Inthavong was going to be the contact person and we 
were kind of going to be his backup on it. 


Okay. Okay. So tell me what happens when you walk into the lobby. 


We -- Deputy Vance had given us the description of the guy. | believe 
he was wearing a white shirt and a black cowboy hat, about six foot or 
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so, white male. And as we walked out, | kind of expected him to be 
standing by the chairs that are put out there for people to sit in , but he 
was actually waiting outside the lobby on like the porch | guess you 
would call it next to the parking lot. 

Okay. So he's outside the station doors? 

Right. 


Okay. And quick, during this pre-planning stage, were certain roles 
designated? 


As far as contact, yes. Deputy Inthavong was going to be the contact 
person. 


Okay. 


And Vance was going to kind of lay back because he was in civilian 
clothes. 


Okay. And who designated these roles? 


That was kind of discussed between Scott and |. Scott was going to be 
the one making the arrest -- 


Okay. 

-- so like, "Hey, you're contact, | got your back." 
Okay. 

So that's how that was -- 


Okay. Was there any discussion as far as like lethal, less lethal at that 
point? 


No. 

Okay. 

I'm going to show you a picture and it looks like it's a picture of the front 
of the station with the emblem on the wall Los Angeles County Sheriff's 


Department Temple Station. Would this be in an area that you saw the 
suspect outside the station when you walked into the lobby? 
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Leaning right here. 


Could you do me a favor, just mark an x where you believe he was 
standing? Okay. So he was leaning -- you said leaning? 


Yeah, he was leaning on the wall. 


Okay. So tell me what happened when you saw him, what happened 
afterwards? 


As soon as we exited the station to make contact with him, he 
immediately stood up off the wall, kind of pushed himself off the wall 
and stood up, and he immediately was defensive. He said something to 
the effect of "What is this about?" That's when Deputy Inthavong was 
like, "Hey, man, | need you to turn around and put your hands behind 


your back," and he kind of started shuffle-stepping towards the step and 
then that's when he took off across the parking lot, started running. 


So you actually heard -- who spoke first, was it Deputy Inthavong or the 
suspect? 


| believe it was the suspect. 


Okay. So he kind of had some type of idea something was going on 
because deputies are approaching him? 


Right. 

And he -- and what did he say? 

"What is this about?" 

Okay. And then what did Deputy Inthavong say? 


He told him that he needed him to turn around and put his hands behind 
his back. 


Okay. And then you described that he started shuffle-stepping and then 
ultimately towards the parking lot. What happened after he shuffle- 
steps away from the deputies, from you guys? 


He turned and started running towards the northwest corner of the 
parking lot. 


Okay. I'm going to show you another picture. 
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Okay. 


It's an aerial photograph of the front of the parking lot station, of Temple 
Station. Does that seem familiar to you? 


Yeah. 
Do you recognize that picture? 
Absolutely. 


Okay. So using the red pen, utilizing the red pen, can you show me -- 
that's a better picture, but -- no, wait. Well -- 


This is the wall. | can show you exactly -- 


Yeah. ! think that would be better because l'm going to utilizes these 
cars. 


Okay. 


Okay. So yeah, can you show me the path that you saw the suspect by 
using the dotted line and the path that you took? 


All the way to the car? 
Whatever path that you saw this suspect run to. 
| believe he went behind this car. 


Okay. Okay. So Deputy Inthavong was the first person to make verbal 
contact, communication with him? 


Right. Yes. 

And you said the suspect ran in this path? 

Yes. 

Was he -- could you describe his pace that he was running? 
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It was -- to me it didn't seem like he was actually trying to like just spring 
out of there. It was almost like it was a game attack. Even at one point 
about halfway across the parking lot he took his hat off, turned around 
and threw it at Deputy Inthavong. 

Okay. 

So it was almost like a game to him. 

Okay. 

And then he went, | believe he went behind the truck. | can't remember 
if he went behind or in front of the truck. | saw him kind of making his 
way back. | didn't want him to get to the opening because | knew that 
the wall had the chain-link fence and he wasn't getting over that wall, so 
as he came back through, | was going to grab him, which ended up 
being between his vehicle, the blue SUV, and the white car that was 
right next to it. 


So you described that the suspect took off his cowboy hat and threw it 
at Deputy Inthavong. 


Yes. 

How close to you think Deputy Inthavong was behind the suspect? 
Five feet. 

Okay. And where were you at that point? 

Probably another five feet behind him. 

Behind who? 

Scott Inthavong. 

Inthavong? 

Deputy Inthavong. 


And what about Deputy Vance, do you know if you saw him at that 
point? 


He was still behind me. 
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Okay. And at that point was Shue -- did you notice Deputy Shue, and 
let me spell -- 


| did not notice Deputy Shue yet. 

Okay. 

Sergeant Long was approximately -- even with me on my right. 

Okay. And let me spell Shue's last name, S-H-U-E. Okay, so if you 
were five feet behind him or ten feet, approximately ten feet behind the 
suspect, did you -- this path, did you follow him this entire path? 

No. 

Okay. So at what point did you break away, if you did? 

When I saw him start going behind -- what | believed behind the truck -- 


The truck in the northwest corner? 


The truck in the northwest corner, the large, | think it was an F250 or 
something like that -- 


Okay. 


-- when | saw him going behind that, | felt that he was going to try and 
make it to the driveway -- 


Okay. 

-- knowing that he couldn't get over the wall. 

Okay. 

| didn't realize that his car was the blue vehicle, so | was going to try 
and cut him off as he was going behind the vehicle on the north side of 
the parking iot. | was going to try and cut him off and detain him right 


there. 


Can you do me a favor? Using a solid line show your path that you ran. 


Okay. So you got to the driver's door of the blue SUV? 
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Uh-huh. 

Okay. Was that a yes? 

Yes, Sir. 

Okay. 

Sorry. 

That's okay. So what did you -- what happened or what did you notice 
the suspect do when he got to the wall in the northwest corner of the 


parking lot? 


He started double-backing on the north side of the vehicles between the 
wall and the vehicles. 


Okay. Where was Deputy Inthavong at this point when he got to his 
vehicle, the suspect's vehicle? 


When he got to the vehicle? 

When the suspect got to his vehicle, the blue SUV, did you see where -- 
He was east of the truck. 

Which -- 


Kind of moving laterally with the suspect on the south side of the 
vehicles. 


Okay. Okay, so now you stood your ground on the driver's side of the 
blue SUV. 


After he got in the vehicle, that's where | stopped. 


Okay. So let's back up to before he got in to the vehicle. What did he 
do before he got into the vehicle? 


The last thing | remember him doing is going behind the truck and then 
he went straight for the back door -- 


Okay. 
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-- of his vehicle. 

Was the door already open? 

No. 

So did you see him open it? 

Yes. 

Okay. 

Do you remember which door he opened? 
The rear passenger. 


Okay. Now, you're standing in front of the suspect's vehicle and the 
driver's side. 


Approximately. 

Approximately. What did you see him doing when he opened the door? 
Get in. 

Okay. 


And at that point | knew in order for him to leave in the vehicle, he 
would have to get in the driver's seat. 


Of course. 

So | decided to occupy the driver's seat so that he could not. 

How did you do that? 

| opened the door and | leaned in putting my knee on the driver's seat. 
Okay. So you open the -- 

Driver door. 

The driver's door, okay. 

Yes. 
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Okay. I'm going to show you another photograph. It looks like it's been 
identified as the suspect's blue SUV. So could you put an x with the red 
pen. Do you have a red pen? 

Yeah. 


Of where you were standing when you said you opened the door of the 
suspect's vehicle. 


Right next to the car. 


And at that point, where was Deputy Inthavong while you were 
standing at the door? 


He was on the passenger side of the vehicle approximately even with 
me. 


Of the suspect's vehicle? 
Of the suspect's vehicle. 


Okay. Is there a place in this photograph that you believe that he was 
standing or do I have to show you another one? 


Yeah. 

Where do you think he was standing? 

Approximately right here. 

Okay. Can you put and ! for Inthavong and B, I'm sorry, yeah, B for 
Botten. Thank you. So now you see him get into the car. About how 


far away do you think Deputy Inthavong was from the suspect? 


| didn't see where -- how far he was from the suspect when he got in 
because | was focusing on trying to keep him from leaving. 


So you said you opened the driver's door, you -- what knee, do you 
remember, that you placed on the -- 


My left. 


Your left knee on the -- 
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Driver's seat. 

-- driver's seat. Could you see into the vehicle at that point? 

The windows were extremely tinted. It was very dark in the back seat. | 
could see some of his body, some of the light that was coming in from 
the door because the rear passenger door was still open, but | wasn't 
able to find his head or his hands, which was what made me nervous. 


When you were leaning into the car, | mean, was your head in the car 
or was -- 


My body was in the car. 


Okay. So you pretty much kneed your -- you were kneeling on the front 
seat? 


Yes. 
What about your right foot, where was that? 
It was still on the ground outside the vehicle. 


Okay. So could you articulate or could you see if the suspect was 
standing outside leaning in? Was he leaning across the seat? 


He was leaning across the seat. The seat on his left side, his head 
would have been like facing to the east. So he's laying across this way, 
his head would have been on this side of the vehicle, his left side, so his 
chest is facing the front of the vehicle and facing east on his left side. 
Okay. So at that -- he's basically facing you? 

Yes. 

Okay. Could you see his hands? 

No. 

Okay. What happened after that? 


While | was in the vehicle, | was trying to find his hands. | was giving 
him orders to show me his hands. 


Can you tell me what did you specifically say? 
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| said "Show me your hands." 
Okay. 


And l'm searching for his hands, his head, anything, and then I noticed 
on the floorboard the stock of what | believed to be a long gun, either a 
rifle or a shotgun. 


Floorboard of which part of the vehicle? 


The back seat, so behind the front seats on the floorboard in front of the 
back seat. 


Okay. 

And then | noticed that it was moving leading me to believe that he was 
manipulating it, attempt to recover it, pick it up in some way. | then 
heard Deputy Inthavong say he was reaching for something. He was 


reaching for something, and before | could say "gun" or anything, 
Deputy Inthavong opened fire into the vehicle. 


Where were you at the point you started hearing gunfire? 

In the vehicle still. 

Okay. Go ahead. 

At that point | started feeling shrapnel from glass or metal or whatever 
was breaking off of the vehicle from the bullets coming in. | felt it hitting 
me in the face. Didn't feel that that was the place to be anymore, so | 
got out of the vehicle and shut the door. 

Okay. 


And moved to the front driver's side corner of the vehicle. 


Could you draw the path where you originally marked your x to where 
you positioned yourself. 


So now you're saying that you're standing in front of the, | would say the 
front driver's side headlight? 
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Yeah. 

You weren't dead center? 

| wasn't dead en 

Okay. So you were near the -- 

| didn't to be directly in front. 

Okay. So at any point, did this transition from either within the vehicle 
to the front of the vehicle, did you actually see Deputy Inthavong firing 
his gun? 

| did not see it. | only heard it. 


You only heard it, okay. So what happened when you moved to that 
position? Now you're in front of the vehicle. 


I'm looking into the vehicle, and as I'm looking into the vehicle | could 
see the barrel of a long gun, still didn't know if it was a rifle or a shotgun, 
standing straight up between the driver and passenger seat. 

Okay. 

And it was kind of wiggling back and forth, almost like he was trying to 
bring it up, but it was stuck on something, so it was moving back and 
forth. | didn't see his head pop out from behind the driver's headrest. 
We made eye contact, and then the barrel of the gun, it seemed like he 
was bringing it up to point it at me. 

Okay. 

And that's when | fired my first rounds. 

Okay. 

Through the windshield. 


So this observation that you saw, the -- you believed to be a long rile 
coming up, the wiggling, the eye contact you just described -- 


Yes. 


-- where were you seeing that through? 
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The windshield. 
The front windshield. 
Yes. 


Okay. And you described you started shooting your first rounds. 
Where did your first rounds go through? 


My first rounds went through the windshield. 

Okay. How many times do you think you fired at that point? 
Three rounds. 

Okay. What happened after that? 


| heard groaning coming from the vehicle, lead me to believe that | hit 
him. 


Okay. 


| then moved to the vehicle next -- the white vehicle that was parked 
next to the suspect's vehicle so that | wouldn't be in the same place. 


Okay. 
And | could still see somewhat through the -- | stepped back a little bit 
as well. | could still see somewhat through the windshield and the 


driver's window. 


Okay. Okay, at that point did you see where Deputy Inthavong was 
after you fired your gun?

And after | had moved, that's when Inthavong fired again. 
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Okay. 

| don't Know how many rounds . | wasn't counting his rounds. 

Okay. 

| then saw the barrel of the gun moving again and it looked like it was 
coming down in my direction again because | also had Sergeant Long 
basically right next to me. 

Okay. 

| felt that he was taking aim, I fired another three rounds. 


Okay. Do you know where your rounds went at that point? 


| believe through the driver's window and possibly the windshield. | 
didn't see all the impacts. 


Okay. So you think it's the front driver's window -- 
Yes. 

-- is where your second volley went through? 

Yes. 

Possibly the front windshield as well? 

Right. 


And you mentioned Sergeant Long. At what point did you realize that 
he was there with you?

When you did your tactical reload and you were behind cover, 
did you hear any other additional gunfire?

Okay. At any point from beginning to the very end, did you notice any 
civilians in the parking lot? 


Yes. There were a couple, ! don't know how many, but there were a 
couple civilians over in the, what is it, the electric car stuff. They're 
doing something over there, | don't know what. 


Like the northeast, I'm sorry, the southwest corner of the parking lot? 
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Yes. 

Okay. Do you remember how many -- 

| don't know how many -- 

Do you know what happened with those civilians? 


| did at one point see that they were kind of being ushered into the 
station lobby. 


All right. You didn't participate in that? 

No, | did not. 

You were focused on the suspect? 

Right. 

Okay. And the point you were either in the vehicle and you heard the 
gunfire starting from Deputy Inthavong, did you feel that there was a 
crossfire situation? 


No. 


Okay. How about when you exited the vehicle and stood at the front, 
did you think that there was another -- or a crossfire -- 


Not at all.

Because like | was saying, we stayed pretty much even with each other. 
Parallel? 

Pretty much parallel with each other the whole time. The only time | 
had any type of concern that there could have been potentially that the 
suspect had moved was when we were behind the car just because if 
the suspect went south, he would have been running between us.

Fear. | thought he was going to either shoot me or my partners or even 
somebody else that was out there. 


And at that point did you have any cover or concealment? 

No, | did not. 

Okay. 

At that point in time | didn't -- | wasn't positive he had a gun. Well, no, 
when | saw the barrel -- | was thinking when | first got out. No, at that 
point | saw the barrel -- 


Right. 


-- that's when | saw it come down. | fired because | thought he was 
either going to shoot me or my partners. 


Sure. 

So that's that.

So needed to clarify that. 


Of course. So how far do you think you were from the suspect during 
your -- at the first volley?

Botten: Yeah. The sun was coming up. 

Valle: Do you know if the suspect's dome light was on illuminating inside? 
Botten: | don't believe it was. | didn't see it on while | was in the car. 

Valle: But you could see into the vehicle. You could see the suspect's eyes? 
Botten: The light from the rear passenger door, that door was still open was 


what -- was making it so | could see through the windshield. 
Valle: Okay. 


Botten: But while | was in the vehicle, | couldn't see behind the driver's seat, 
which was very black from the tint. 


Valle: Okay. But you could still see some of the detail that you articulated, the 
firearm, the barrel -- 


Botten: Yes. 

Valle: -- his eyes? 

Botten: Yes. 

Valle: Through the windshield? 

Botten: Yes. 

Valle: Okay. What was the weather like? 

Botten: Clear. 

Valle: And the visibility? 

Botten: Perfect. 

Valle: And when you shot your first volley, you described about three rounds? 
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Botten: Yes. 

Valle: Were you standing or were you moving? 

Botten: | was standing. 

Valle: And during that first volley, what was your backdrop? 

Botten: The car, suspect, and a wall. 

Valle: Were you able to bring up your sights and acquire a target? 

Botten: Yes. 

Valle: And you had said that you were aiming at his head, the suspect's head? 
Botten: Yes. 

Valle: Could you see the suspect when you shot? 

Botten: Yes. 

Valle: And | think you described he's still in the back seat? 

Botten: Yes. 

Valle: And can you describe your rate of fire for the first volley? Was it quick 


succession? Was it controlled? 


Botten: It was controlled. | wasn't trying to dump a mag. | was going to -- kind 
of like failure drill at the range where it's just boom, boom, boom, so it 
was smooth, | guess. That's the only way I can say it. | was able to 
reset my trigger before | pulled it again so it wasn't rapid, but it was 


quick. 

Renteria: Now during that first volley, did it appear that the suspect had finally, 
let's say, gone completely into the back seat? 

Botten: | did see him tuck himself back in, | guess. 

Renteria: Okay. 

Botten: And that's when | heard him groaning. 
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Okay. Because | remember you said that when you were inside -- 
when you were on the front seat, he was standing, but kind of leaning 
into the vehicle. 

No. He was laying across. When | was in the vehicle -- 

Yeah. 

-- he was laying across the back seat. 

Okay. Okay. 

He was completely in the vehicle. 

Completely into the vehicle. 

Yes. 


Okay. Okay. 


So like his head and upper torso would have been behind the driver's 
seat. 


Yeah. 


Which was the darkest part of the vehicle, and that's why | couldn't see 
his hands or his head.

| didn't go two down and one up. | stayed on target and shot all three to 
the same target. 

Which was his? 

Head. 


Head, okay. At that first volley, did you communicate with anyone? 
Were you voicing anything to your partners at that point? 


No. 

During that first volley, did you give the suspect any commands? 

Told him to put the gun down. 

Okay. So now you shot your three rounds and you moved to the east a 
little bit. Looks like it's pretty much behind the white vehicle in the 
middle of the photograph. 

Yeah. 

Okay. And how many rounds do you think you shot at that point? 


Three more. 


And earlier you had said that you believe your rounds went through the 
front driver's door window -- 


Yes. 

-- and maybe the front windshield? 

Yes. 

Okay. At that -- now we're going to talk about the second volley.

What was your state of mind at the time before you began to shoot? 
Seeing the barrel of that gun come down again was fear that | would

Everything, in front of you, behind you, everything. 
Visibility was clear. 


| think you've already answered this, but was there a crossfire situation 
at that second volley? 


Negative. Like | said, my backdrop was that wall. 
Okay. 


And Scott was parallel with me. 
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Okay. Did you ever communicate with Inthavong? 


After Sergeant Long and I had gotten to the east of that vehicle and | 
checked on Sergeant Long to see if he was okay because with the 
round that had come out ! wanted to make sure that he wasn't hit, 
everyone was on the radio, so | wasn't able to use the radio, but | 
started yelling for Scott to see where he was at. | didn't want to give 
away his position just in case the suspect was listening, which | mean, 
I'm pretty loud so he would have heard me. | just yelled, "Hey, are you 
still at the front of that car?" And he said "Yeah." "Stay there." 


Okay. 

Because then I knew exactly where he was. So then Sergeant Long 
and l, we were both kind of cramped up at the trunk of that vehicle we 
were behind -- 


Okay. 


-- because | didn't want to be too far to the street because | couldn't get 
a good view into the car anyway because of the tint.

So | came back to the trunk. Sergeant Long and | were just kind of 
crouched down there and then | looked for Vance. He was over by the 
tree, made sure that he was okay. | actually yelled at him to see, “Hey, 
can you get inside?” and he said, "No." | said, “Okay, stay right there 
then."

| believe | requested SEB even though they had already been -- we had

had -- | requested Aero to take their orbit higher and | got declined. 


Okay. Now you had mentioned that you heard somebody, actually 
Deputy Shue communicating with SCC. 


Yes. 
Okay. And you believe he was the one that put out the 998? 
| believe so. 


Okay. Okay, after the shooting had subsided, there's a lull, were you 
able to get out of the parking lot? 


Yes. 

Can you show me -- well, yeah, how did you get out? 

Basically, Aero had told us that the deputies on the east side of the 
parking lot, meaning Sergeant Long, myself, and then Deputy Shue, 
once | realized he was there, we could extract ourselves through the 
driveway if we hurried.

| looked at Sergeant Long. | said "Are you good?" He said, "Yeah." I'm 
like, “All right, we're going to go --," told him, "We're going to go right 
here around this corner and we're going to go."

This is 
Detective Aguilera along with Detective Boisvert from Sheriff's Homicide 
and we're here in regards to a deputy involved shooting that occurred on 
today’s date under Sheriff's File Number 017-03249-0522-013. Also 
present is attorney Sherry Lawrence from the law firm of Green and 
Shinee and she is representing Deputy Nathan Botten, and Deputy Botten 
you are assigned here at Temple Station? 

Yes, sir. 

How long have you been here? 

Approximately two and a half years. 

And you were assigned an early morning car? 

Yes, sir. 

And what unit were you working last night? 

55. 

And your hours? 

And you're wearing a Class A uniform? 

Yes, sir. 

Complete with Sam Browne. 

Yes, sir. 

You've got your badge on your left chest, you name plate on your right. 


Yes, sir. 


And Los Angeles County Sheriff's patches on both shoulders, correct? 
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Yes, Sir. 


And why don’t you go ahead and take us through how you learned that 
there was something going on in the lobby involving an arrest of a 
possible suspect? 


| just dropped off my paperwork from the night in the watch sergeant’s 
office and | saw Deputy Inthavong talking to Deputy Vance and they were 
talking about going out, a guy in the lobby had a, a warrant. What it was 
for | didn’t know at the time. I’m not one to let my partners go do stuff by 
themselves, | don’t care where they’re at, so I’m like l'Il go with you. He’s 
like all right cool. Deputy Vance said that when he asked the suspect for 
his ID, when his wallet opened he saw a hard metal badge and said 
something to the effect of SWAT Team or something like that and when 
Deputy Vance kind of questioned him on it, the guy wasn’t completely 
forthcoming | guess. So Deputy Vance advised us that there was a 
possibility that he might have a firearm. So Sergeant Long joined us, and 
| didn’t know at the time but Deputy Shue did and Deputy Vance advised 
us that he’s wearing a black cowboy hat and he’s about 6’2” white male. 
So we walked out into the lobby. As | rounded the corner where all the 
chairs are for people that come in to sit, | saw that, through the glass door, 
that the suspect was standing outside. So we kind of went out there, 
nonchalant, kind of, kind of keep things from getting escalated and as 
soon as walked out the door, out the door, he went from leaning on the 
wall, he stood up, kind of tensed up a little bit and was like what’s going 
on? Deputy Inthavong told him turn around put his hands behind his back, 
at which time he started stepping away and then took off running to the 
northwest corner of the parking lot. Which is two big walls and, anda 
chain link fence on top of it. At one point he took off his hat, turned around 
and threw it at Deputy Inthavong. It looked like he was running to a Ford 
truck and then he changed directions and ended up going to a, a blue 
Chevy SUV. And | thought it was weird because he was, he was going 
into the backseat. Knowing that he’d have to get into the driver’s seat, | 
went to the driver's side, Deputy Inthavong was on the passenger side. | 
opened the driver’s door ‘cause knowing if he was going to leave he’d 
have to get in the drivers seat and at this point | had my gun drawn and | 
was pointed at him. And he was moving around in the backseat fumbling 
for something and it looked like 1, | saw what | thought was the stock of 
like a long gun, like rifle or shotgun. And as I’m seeing that, | hear Deputy 
Inthavong say he’s reaching for something and a second, maybe two 
seconds later, | hear gunshots come from that side of the car. 


The passenger side? 


From the passenger side. | hear someone, | don’t know who, put out radio 
traffic of a deputy involved shooting. | immediately shut the door and 
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started backing off and | had Sergeant Long behind me. To kind of get a 
better view, | moved towards the front of the car, looking straight in 
through the windshield. | could see the barrel of a long gun moving back 
and forth between the front driver and passenger seats. | can see the 
suspect's face. He was looking at me and | see him like lift the gun as if 
he was trying to bring it up to use it and at which point I, | was scared he 
was either gonna shoot me or Inthavong or even my sergeant and | was 
worried for Deputy Vance also because he was out there in plain clothes, 
no vest. So that’s when | shot three rounds, | believe it was. And then | 
saw that he was still trying to move it. I’m pretty sure I hit him, | don’t 
know for sure but I’m pretty sure, ‘cause I’m a decent shot. | see him still 
trying to move the shotgun, so | shot | believe it was three more times. At 
which time |, | grabbed Sergeant Long and I said, “Hey, get to cover,” and 
we went behind a white, | think it was a Toyota. A little, a little four door 
and | pushed him back there and | followed him back behind the car. And 
| looked over and saw that Deputy Inthavong was on the other side of the 
big Ford truck, which was on the other side of the, the SUV. After things 
kind of calmed down, obviously there’s a bunch of radio traffic going on, 
everyone is responding. | yelled for Inthavong to try and see where he 
was at, because | was scared that the guy would now come out of the car 
and we have a bad crossfire situation. So I’m trying to get him to tell me 
where he’s at and he told me he was at the front of that truck. 


How are you making, how are you communicating with him? 


I'm yelling. Because everyone is on the radio so wasn’t able to use that. 
Aero was there, it felt like within seconds. They're going around. I’m 
looking for Vance. | see that he’s back behind a tree towards the, the 
lobby door, so south end of the, like the southeast corner of the parking 
lot. 1 look at him, I’m like are you good? Are you okay? Like trying to 
make sure he’s not injured, he’s like I’m good. I’m like stay there. And so 
we're trying to communicate. We ask the desk to get AR rifles out there. 
At which time, | heard that somebody was on the roof. So | told Sergeant 
Long sit, sit tight, you know, we’re good here. Sit tight don’t give him 
something to shoot at and then aero was doing their orbit trying to see if 
there was any movement in the car. They said it looked like he was laying 
on his back, long gun in his lap or somewhere in there, but they said they 


-~ saw along gun. After they were making orbits for a while they put it out 


over the radio that the deputy was on the east side of the parking lot which 
is where Sergeant Long, myself and Deputy Shue were at, we could make 
a tactical retreat if we just ran, we should be able to make it. So ! looked 
at Sergeant Long, | said, “Are you ready?” And he’s like, “Yeah, lets go.” 
And | grabbed him by the arm and we ran back and as we went by Deputy 
Shue | grabbed him and we went out. At that time | looked up and there 
were radio cars everywhere. Air 5 had just landed in the parking lot and | 
saw Sergeant Martinez had the ballistic shield and we had one of the 
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SUV’s pulling up because we were gonna go get Deputy Inthavong and 
Deputy Vance out. So | joined up with that. | led that in. We went over 
and got Deputy Inthavong came back and | went and got Deputy Vance, 
came back and we all pulled out to a safe distance, not knowing if he was, 
the guy was still alive or not. We were standing there a while. | told SEB 
what | seen when | was getting Deputy Inthavong 'cause | had a clear view 
inside the car and then after that we ended up coming upstairs and....

In the parking lot behind K-Mart. 


Is it the K-Mart? Okay and this is after you had been evacuated from the 
area? 


This is after everyone had been pulled out, SEB was walking in. | just let 
them know what I saw in the car. 


So you didn’t see anything else as far as what SEB did or anything? 

No. 

Now.... 

| just heard radio traffic that they were going to throw a, a flash bang at the 
car to see if the guy would respond and then after that they said there’s no 
response and it appeared that he had, he had passed. 

Now taking you back to where you guys initially went to make contact. Do 
you know who made conversation with the suspect? He was standing 
outside, correct? 

Deputy Inthavong did. 

Oh, Inthavong. 

He made the initial contact with the suspect. 

Did you hear what the conversation was? 

It was like, hey, man what’s going on, kind of being polite. 


Just small talk? 


Just small talk trying to keep it calm and everything. 
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How long did that go on before the suspect took off running? 

Seconds. Like, like as soon as he saw us walk out he immediately, his 
demeanor changed. As we were walking out he was leaning against the 
wall and as soon as he saw us walk out he immediately kind of tensed up, 
stood up straight and started kind of making his way like he was gonna 
run.

There’s one white car right next to it. 
Yeah, and | didn’t want to be that close. 
And then there’s another car east of that. 


So | pushed Sergeant Long back a little bit more and | could see the 
suspect still moving and manipulating the gun and | fired again. 


Where is the gun at now at this point as you’re east of it? 


He’s, he's bringing it back up and like still trying to get it in a position 
where he could fire. 


Is he seated up in, sitting, sitting up at this point? Could you tell? 


He’s kind of leaning up at this point, he wasn’t completely on his side but 
he wasn’t sitting up vertical. 


Was the left side of his body towards the seat, and the right side up in the 
air? 


Yeah, left side down, so his head was east. 
And now he’s manipulating the gun even more and... 
And | fired again. 


...and the reason for you firing at this point was what? 
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It was fearing that he was gonna shoot myself or one of my partners or 
someone else that was around. 


At this point, at this point, you’re east of that white car? 


l'm probably, yeah probably just east of the white car, a little bit south of it. 
So in front of it and before | shot my second round, my second set of 
rounds, I’m telling sergeant, my sergeant to get back to the car. So that, 
then | fired and | finished pushing him back behind the car and followed 
him back. That’s when | was kind of like, okay, | actually did a tac reload 
right there. Put a fresh mag in and I, | put the, the other mag in my 
pocket. I’m trying to see through the window and the window is severely 
tinted. You know what, | need to go back. After | shot my second set of 
rounds, and I’m getting Sergeant Long to go, a round actually came out of 
the driver’s side rear window. | felt the glass hit me in the face and | felt, | 
felt the round go by. Like he was shooting at me. That’s when | really 
pushed Sergeant Long back behind the car. 


At that point.... 

After your second, I’m sorry. Some point after your second? 

This was after my second set of, of rounds. 

At that point you're still east of that white car that’s right next to the truck? 


Yes, sir, and lm probably even further east at that point ‘cause I’m trying 
to get my sergeant back behind the car and myself. Then once | kind of 
get back there, take a quick breath, tac reload. | ask my sergeant if he’s 
all right. 1 yell at Deputy Inthavong to see where he’s at, just in case we 
have to reengage this guy. It’s a, it’s a bad situation that we’re in because 
we have a horrible crossfire. So I’m trying to figure out where | can get to 
to where | can have a good shot, see where Inthavong is at. Check on 
Deputy Vance make sure he’s okay and make sure that no one is injured. 
That’s like when aero gets there... 


Right. 
..and they start doing their thing. 


And now you're further east, you move. You don’t see any movement 
from the suspect after that? 


| didn’t see any movement. But to be honest | wasn’t trying to stick my 
head out very far. 
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Right. 


He already popped off one round at me, and | wasn’t trying to get another 
one. 


Did you ever get behind the second white car? 

That’s where we were. We were, we were behind the second white car. 
So you’re about three or four stalls now away at this point? 

Yeah, approximately yeah. 

And then you guys are able to get out after that eventually? 

Eventually we were able to get out. Well Sergeant Long, Deputy Shue 
and myself were able to get out and then that’s when we came back with 
the SUV and the shield and we went and got Deputy Inthavong. 

And who went and got Deputy Inthavong? 

| had the shield, Deputy Garcia was to my right behind me. 

What’s Garcia’s first name? 

Mario. 

Mario Garcia, okay. 

He was behind me, Sergeant Long was with me, he was behind me and 
we came around and we got Deputy Inthavong. We came back to the car, 
the car backed up a little bit and | went over and got Deputy Vance and 
came back to the car. 


Who was driving the car? 


Brandon Jackson. And then they backed up and we all went over to the 
K-Mart parking lot. 


After the round came out in your direction, were there any more shots fired 
by anyone at that point? 


| did hear shots, | don’t know where they came from. | don’t even know 
how many I heard. | was trying to get back behind cover.

Valle: Today is September 11", 2018. The time is 11:26 AM. My name is 
Sergeant Paul Valle, this is Sergeant Israel Renteria of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau, which is commanded by Captain Josie Woolum. Today we're 
going to be speaking with Deputy Brian Vance regarding case number 
SH2423868. My last name is spelled V as in Victor A-L-L-E. ` 


Renteria: Sergeant Israel Renteria, R-E-N-T-E-RP-!-A. 


Valle: Brian, can you just spell your tast name please? 
Vance: Sure, Vance, V as in Victor A-N-C-E. 
Valle: And Sherry? 


Lawrence: L-A-W-R-E-N-C-E. 


Valle: Thank you. Before going on tape Brian, | presented you with an 
administrative rights form for shooting and force investigations, | see you 
answered the two questions, and dated and signed the bottom, is that 


correct? 
Vance: Yes, that's correct. 
Valle: Do you have any questions about the form before we continue? 
Vance: | do not. 
Valle: Before today’s interview | was able to provide your attorney and yourself | 


believe an email with your transcripts of your Homicide interview that 
occurred on March 20", 2017. Is that correct? 


Vance: That's correct. 


Valle: | see you have a copy in front of you. If you need to refer to it at any time, 
by all means go ahead. If we need to take a break, let me know. But 
okay, so, let's start off real quick with just your work history. After the 
academy where were you assigned and what year?

What were they? 


On this date, on March 20", 2017, | was assigned as the sex registration 
deputy. | had been in this position for approximatel 


ears or so. And my working time was from 
ours in the afternoon. 


in the moming till 


And what are your duties in that position? 

My duty was to register the sex offenders that would come into the station 
and maintain, or maintain paperwork regarding each of the individuals that 
were registering. 


So, that morning on March 20", 2017, do you remember what time you 
started your shift? 


| came in at around seven o'clock. | was running a little late. My shift 
would normally start frorn the moming. However, | was running a 
tittle late. | was, it was my first day back from vacation and | was just 
running a little late. 


And | know that the day of the incident they took photographs of you. I’m 
going to show you some photographs and it looks like it appears to be 
you, is that correct? 

Yes, that’s me. 

So, is this what you were wearing the day of the incident? 


Yes, tt was. 
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So, normally would you dress in this manner while working your spot as a 
390 registrant deputy? 


No. | would not. 
What would you normally wear? 
Normally | would be wearing my Class A uniform. 


And would that also mean a gun belt or would a pancake holster suffice, 
or what would normally you wear? 


| would normally wear a pancake holster. 
So, why were you not in uniform this morning? 


| was running a little late. Like | said, it was my first day back from 
vacation. | was kind of just had a hard time waking up. I got in just before 
seven o'clock that morning. 


And the second photograph you have your, it looks like it depicts your 
firearm tucked in your front waistband. Is that the way you started your 
shift that day? : 


That day yes, | was wearing an in-waistband holster with my Smith and 
Wesson M&P nine-millimeter. 


Anything else on your person besides your gun? 


| also had a pocket knife and other than that | just had my flat badge in my 
front left pocket and my regular wallet in my right pocket. 


Any badges exposed? 

No. 

So, your flat badge is in your pocket? 
Flat badge is in my pocket. 


So, what did you first, what was the first thing you did when you arrived 
that morning? 


The first thing that | did was, because | was running a little late and | had 
the, the sex offenders were supposed to be coming in at seven o’clock. | 
immediately went up to the counter to make contact with them, because | 
was running late. And | didn’t want them to have to sit there. | mean I, 

they're sex offenders, but they’re still people too, and they shouldn’t have 
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to wait too long. And that’s the reason why | went out there to make 
contact with them. 


Now, you said you worked this position for over two years? 

Yes sir. 

At the point in March of 2017? 

Yes sir. 

So, is this a normal time for them to arrive, seven o’clock in the morning? 
Yes sir. 


So, you do other duties before beginning at 5, you do other duties before 
you normally contact these people in the lobby? 


Yes sir. 


So, tell me what happened when you made contact with | believe the 
suspect’s name has been identified as Andrew Lane, L-A-N-E. Tell me 
about making contact with him. 


So, | was at the counter. | called Andrew Lane up to the counter to 
register. He walked up to the counter. He’s a male, White, in his forties. 
He was wearing jeans and a black cowboy hat. | told him who | was. That 
| was deputy sheriff and that | was in charge of the registration and then 
he told me that who he was, although | already knew who he was. And he 
pulled out his wallet and then put it up, put it down on the counter and 
when his wallet sat down on the table, it opened up as if it kind of looked 
like somebody was, or like a peace officer was showing his badge. It just 
so happened that there was a badge inside his wallet and when it opened 
up | was able to see that badge. Although the badge was a security 
officer badge, he still had an ID in there that said SWAT officer. 


So, are you making this observation as it occurs? Like do you see 
security or do you see something else, or that’s later on you discovered 
where it says security? 


Well, when, when it, when his wallet flapped open, when it hit the counter, 
| asked to see his badge, so | could look at it closer. And | noticed that it 
said security officer on it. 


Now, you said that you made contact with him before? 


| had made contact with him before. 
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Valle: Do you know whether he recognized you that morning? 

Vance: | don’t know if he recognized me. 

Valle: He didn’t give you an indicator; Hey Brian, what’s up or Deputy Vance, or 
Vance: | don’t recall. 

Valle: Before this contact, did you have information about him, the LAPD, about 


LAPD investigation? 


Vance: | did. 
Valle: Can you tell me about that? 
Vance: Approximately January of 2016, or I’m sorry, 2017. Let me back up. 


December of 2016, and January of 2017, | was contacted by an LAPD 
Detective Montano. He gave me his cellphone number and he told me 
that he was investigating Andrew Lane for some type of lude acts charge. 
| don’t recall what the section was. And that he was trying, he wanted me 
to rouse Andrew Lane to get him to come in, so that he could make an 


arrest. 
Valle: Okay. 
Vance: He asked me to do the rouse and | called Andrew Lane by phone and 


talked to him, and | told him, hey, | needed to retake his photo. He said 
that he would come in, but he never came in. 


Valle: Okay. 


Vance: And then the Detective Montano said that he was going to issue a warrant 
and | knew that there was a warrant for his arrest. 


Valle: That morning? 

Vance: That morning. 

Valle: March 20! 2017? 

Vance: That’s correct. 

Valle: And did you confirm, how did you confirm that there was an active warrant 


for his arrest? 


Vance: Based off his, my remembering that incident with Detective Montano, after 
| got Andrew Lane’s identification for his information, | then went to the 
dispatch area, which is right next to the counter. Went in there and used 
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the computer, Department resources to run his name, and | was able to 
confirm that he had a forty-thousand-dollar felony warrant. 


And what did you do with that information? 


Once | got that information | tried to get ahold of Detective Montano. Now, 
| had his cellphone number up on my desk, but | didn’t go up there. | 
thought that maybe | could just call LAPD and that they would get in 
contact with Detective Montano so that we could talk while he was down 
at the counter. But | was on the phone, | was getting the run around. So, 
| just decided that | was going to have our Department or the Sheriff's 
Department and Temple Station make the arrest. 


So, what happened after that? 


So, based off of that information | went back to the 07:00 briefing. It was 
about 7:20 or so. | waited a little bit until the briefing was over, and then | 
contacted the deputies in there and asked if anybody wanted to make the 
arrest on this individual. 


And did anybody volunteer for that? 


Yes, Deputy Inthavong, Scott Inthavong immediately stepped forward and 
said that he would handle the arrest. 


Anybody else as far as you know? 


Deputy Henry Shue and Sergeant Jim Long came with us as we walked 
up to the, up to the lobby from the briefing room. 


So, did you tell any of the deputies that you just listed of what your 
observations were of his ID, things of that nature? 


Yes, | did. 
What did you tell them? 


While we were in the briefing room | told them that this person Andrew 
Lane had a forty-thousand-dollar felony warrant for his arrest for some 
type of lude acts violation. I told them that he was, he appeared to look 
like a cowboy, he had a black cowboy hat on. And | told him what | saw 
as far as the badge went. That! saw an ID that said SWAT officer and 
then the badge that said security officer on there. And at the time | felt 
that there was a good possibility that he was, that he had a weapon. | 
didn’t see a weapon, | didn’t, I just, it was just a weird feeling that | had, 
because of maybe, | don’t know. Maybe the way it was, the way he was 
acting, but | think mainly it was because of the SWAT officer badge or ID. 
Because at the time | just felt that who would claim to be a SWAT officer 
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and be unarmed. But also, he said that he, Andrew Lane had said that he 
had just come back from Wyoming and the gun laws in Wyoming are way 
more lax than they are in California. So, | felt that there was a possibility 
that he was armed. So, | relayed that information to the deputies in the 
briefing room and then we proceeded to walk towards the lobby. 


When you guys are walking up to the lobby and just before you made 
contact with the suspect, was anybody formulating a plan, a quick plan of 
who, how this contact, arrest was going to happen? 


You know, | was walking further behind them. 
Okay. 


| heard them talking, but | didn’t hear them formulate a plan. |, |, honestly, 
| didn’t hear what they were saying. 


So, what happens when you get near the doorway that goes into the 
lobby, what happens at that point? 


As | walked to the lobby, Deputy Nathan Botten walked out of the watch 
sergeant’s office and he said, he asked me what was going on and | told 
him that there was a male in the lobby that had a forty-thousand-dollar 
warrant. 


Uh huh. 


And | told him that it was a felony warrant and he decided to pretty much 
become involved. 


Uh huh. 
And help with the situation. 


Do you know if you briefed him about, or gave him that information about 
the, your suspicions about him being armed? 


| did. 
What happened after that? 


After | told Deputy Botten what was going on, he then walked in front of 
me and as everybody else walked out to the lobby, Deputy Botten 
followed behind them and I was the last one into the lobby area. As 
everybody turned the corner and started to walk outside of the lobby 
towards the front of the station, | kind of just hung back. 


Okay. 
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But | was able to see that Andrew Lane was, excuse me, was directly 
outside of the lobby and he was leaning up against this concrete wall that 
was just, just outside the lobby doors. 


lm going to show you a photograph. Does that look familiar to you? 
Yes, it does. 


That’s the front of the station. It looks like the doors are on the left side of 
the paper? The front doors to the lobby — 


Yes. 
- on the left side of the paper? 
Yes. 


Can you, do you know whether in this photograph where the suspect 
would have been? 


Yes. 


If you can use the red pen and mark an X where you saw the suspect 
standing when you turned that corner. Okay, and you said that he was 
standing, he was standing up? 


Yes. 
What happened after you saw him standing there? 


As | was kind of hanging back, | noticed that Deputy Inthavong was the 
first one outside of the lobby and Botten was directly behind him, Deputy 
Shue was behind Botten and then Sergeant Long was kind of just bringing 
up the back of the pack. And as Inthavong started to walk outside of the 
lobby doors, he was making, he was saying something to Andrew Lane, 
but then Andrew Lane immediately started to back, to walk backwards, to 
do kind of like a slow walk, and he was walking in like a northwesterly 
direction. And then in, at the time | felt that okay, he’s going to start 
running, and sure enough, he just turned around and started running 
towards the northwest portion of the parking lot. 


I'm going to show you another photograph. It’s an aerial photograph of 
the front of the station. Do you recognize that? 


| do. 
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So, using the red pen, can you show me the path that you saw the 
suspect run through the parking lot? Okay. So, he ran in a northwest 
direction towards it looks like you indicated to a blue SUV? 


Yes. 


So, he starts to run in that direction. Do you know if anybody else starts to 
follow him? 


Yes. 
Who did you see follow him? 


| saw Deputy Inthavong and Deputy Botten, and Sergeant Long, and 
Deputy Shue run towards that direction. 


And just to confirm, at this point you don’t have a sheriff's radio on you, 
correct? 


| do not. 


So, do you hear, even up to the point of contact do you hear any 
communication between deputies and the suspect where you indicated 
the X? 


| don’t recall what was actually said, but | remember that they were trying 
to communicate with and trying to get him to stop. 


So, tell me about that, where did you hear them, what did you hear them, 
did you hear commands for him to stop? 


| did hear commands to stop. The exact commands | couldn't tell you 
what they said. | know that Inthavong and Botten were trying to get him to 
stop. 


And that was while they were running in that direction? 
Yes. 

What happened after he ran in that direction? 

| remained, can | just draw an X? 

Sure, uh huh. 

I'm, it’s, you can’t see really the lobby doors here. 


Okay. | can show you another photograph. 
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Perfect. So, there’s a set of stairs that are directly outside of the lobby. 
Okay. 

| was standing right there. 

Okay. 


On those stairs. As the deputies ran towards the Trailblazer, | remained 
on those stairs. 


So, what did you observe while standing on those stairs? 
As | was standing on those stairs, | observed as the suspect ran towards — 
You can draw a line, the path that he took. 


He ran this direction to the front passenger door of a blue GMC 
Trailblazer. 


Uh huh. 

And then entered, or started to enter the vehicle. Deputy Inthavong was 
some, he was somewhere towards the front passenger area in front of the 
vehicle. 


Uh huh. 


And then Sergeant Long and Sergeant, and Deputy Botten were in this 
area. And then Deputy Shue was right here somewhere. 


And if you can do me a favor, put like an S and then a you know, just initial 
where those, who those people are that you're circling. So, S. 


This is going to be S. 

(Inaudible). 

I’m going to say yeah, l'Il say HS for Henry Shue here. 
Okay. 


And then here, it’s going to be hard to put in here, but I'll say, you can't 
really see it, but JL and NB. 


So, it’s and JL is James Long? 


James Long and Nathan Botten and then here was Scott Inthavong. 
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Good, okay. So, while this is unfolding and you see the deputies take 
those positions, do you hear anything that’s going on? Did you hear any 
commands or? 


| did hear commands as; show me your hands, stop moving, the exact 
commands | don’t recall what they were. 


What happens after this? 


As, as the suspect ran in this direction |, and he ran towards that vehicle 
and they were making the commands, immediately | heard someone Say, 
and at the time | believe that it was Scott Inthavong, “He’s reaching for 
something.” And then | heard Sergeant Long say, “Shoot, shoot, shoot.” 
And then there was an exchange of gunfire right here. 


Okay. 


And then I, | know for a fact that Scott Inthavong started shooting here and 
Nathan Botten was shooting right here. 


So, did you actually see, you just clarified. So, you just see Inthavong 
shooting his gun? 


| did. 
And what direction was he shooting at? 


He was shooting at the front passenger vehicle, or the front passenger 
door where Andrew Lane was at. And Nathan Botten was shooting 
towards the windshield in the direction of where Andrew Lane was inside 
the vehicle. 


So, in your position where you marked on the stairs of the front of the 
station, could you see the suspect after he got to the passenger side? 


| could see him when he was initially inside the vehicle. However, at, 
when, when Scott Inthavong ran towards this truck right here on the west 
side of the suspect vehicle, and then when Sergeant Long and Botten ran 
to the east side of this white vehicle that’s east of the suspect’s vehicle, | 
could not see where the suspect was. | could see the interior front 
passenger part of the vehicle, and | knew that he, | did not see him there. 
So, at the time | believed that he had gone into the back, but | don’t know 
where in the back. Like it could have been the rear passenger part or in 
the far back, where it would be the cargo space of that vehicle. 


So, I’m going to go back to the photograph of the overhead. | may show 
you another one just to, | think this will be a better one. 
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Yes. 


Its another overhead shot of the front parking lot. Can you indicate with 
the initials of where you saw the deputies at the time of the shooting? 


At the time of the shooting. 

At the time you heard — 

So, when it was initially, when the first shots went off? 
Yes. So, if you can indicate where Scott Inthavong was. 


Well, this truck is in the way obviously, but Scott Inthavong was, excuse 
me, was about here and then Nathan Botten was right about here. 


And can you draw a line indicating those — 
Sure. 

- initials. 

(Inaudible). 


So, that’s at the time of the shooting. Do you know where Sergeant Long 
was at the time? If you remember. 


| don’t remember. 
What about Henry Shue? 


Henry Shue at the time, I’m not sure where he was at. | know where he 
ended up, | don’t remember where he was at during the shooting. 


So, and were you still standing on that front portion, steps of the station at 
the time? 


Yes sir. 

Did you move anywhere? 

| did. 

Where did you move to? 

When the shooting, | can’t really see from this angle. (Inaudible). Okay. 


So, when | was, | was standing on the steps. Oh, here’s way better. So, | 
was standing on the steps right here when the shooting initially started. 
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Okay. 


| pulled my gun out of its holster, but | didn’t point my gun at the suspect, 
because the suspect, because the deputies were directly, they would have 
been in my direct line of fire. 


Okay. 


So, then what | did was, | ran to this point right here, which is, | believed at 
the time the only point of cover. 


Okay. 


For where | was at. | could have run back into the station, but that would 
not have helped the situation at all. 


So, you’re indicating you ran to the tree? 


| ran to the tree and | hid, used it as a point of concealment and cover. 
And the tree is pretty thick. | thought that if, if he had fired at me, that the 
tree would have probably stopped the bullet. 


So, I’m going to refer back to the overhead. Now, when you took cover 
behind that tree, did these deputies, Nathan Botten and Scott Inthavong 
move? 


They did move. 
Where did they eventually end up at? 


Scott Inthavong ended up about here, which is the west side of that, of the 
gray truck that’s on the west side of the suspect vehicle, and then Nathan 
Botten, he was somewhere in about here. 


At this point is Sergeant Long still unknown where he’s at? 
No. He’s, he was right in here. 

So, they were both on the east side of the first white vehicle? 
Yes. 

And what about Henry, Henry Shue? 

Henry Shue was laying down right here. 

Behind a planter? 


Yes. 
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So, when they moved to those positions and now you’re behind the tree, 
what happened after that? 


Well, when | got behind this tree, | noticed that there was a construction 
worker right here and then there were two right here behind these trees 
right here. 


Okay. 


I, so this thing is going on right here. | immediately yelled at these guys to 
get out of there, because | felt that they were going to be in danger if they 
remained. So, | had these guys run past me. 


Okay. 
And run directly into the lobby. 
Okay. 


And then once they were out, then | noticed that Scott Inthavong was up 
here and then Nathan Botten was here, and Sergeant Long was here and 
then Henry Shue was right, right there. 


Okay. 


And then | remember them giving commands to show his hands, and then, 
and then at some point while they were here, | saw, | saw it, because | 
saw a glass shoot out the side right here. 


You’re indicating to the, is that the rear, rear side window? 


Yes, it was the rear driver’s side window and | saw a bunch of glass shoot, 
| heard a gunshot and | saw glass shoot out eastward. 


Okay. 


And so, it was at this point where | believed that either the suspect was 
shooting at Nathan Botten or Sergeant Long, or even possibly at me, or 
even at Henry Shue. So, | then returned fire and | shot about three to four 
times from my position behind this tree right here. 


Let me back up a little bit. When these civilians, you direct them to run 
eastward and back into the lobby, was there gunfire going on? 


There was not gunfire going on. It happened, the gunfire happened so 
quickly up here, and honestly, | have no idea how many shots went off 
right here. But I, the one guy was behind, | want to say it was a Prius. As 
soon as |, there was what | believed at the time was a lull in the shooting. 
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Uh huh. 


Then | got these guys out of this position, so that if it continued, that they 
wouldn’t be you know, in danger. 


| know that you’ve indicated that you saw Scott Inthavong shoot while he 

was towards the front of the suspect’s vehicle. How about in this position 
where he moved to the west of the pickup truck, did you see him firing his 
weapon in that position? 

No, he did not. 

Okay. 


And in fact Nathan Botten and Sergeant Long did not shoot from this 
position either. 


Which is east of that white car? 

Yes. 

And Henry Shue, did you see Henry shoot? 

No. 

Do you have anything before we move on? 

Did you hear anybody yell, “Gun.”? 

| did hear someone yell gun initially. | think it was, well, I’m not sure who it 
was that yelled gun, but | remembered that Scott Inthavong was yelling, 
“He’s reaching or something.” And then | believe that it was just before 
James Long or Sergeant Long said, “Shoot, shoot, shoot.” | think that was 
right there. 

Now, roughly from you being on the steps right. 


Yes sir. 


Which is where you originally saw all this transpire, approximately how far 
is it from your point of view to the truck? 


Thirty feet, maybe. 
Was there anything blocking your view? 
No, there was not. 


Nothing, okay. 
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lm going to back up for a minute, as far as the initial when you walked into 
the lobby. | know you gave him, the deputies a description of what the 
suspect was wearing. | think the cowboy hat is kind of like an unusual 
attire. 


Definitely. 


When you walked into the lobby, you said you were behind the group, did 
you say, did you identify the suspect to your partners? 


| said, well, when we were in the briefing area, | said that he’s the one 
wearing the cowboy hat. Or that he was a cowboy and he was wearing a 
cowboy hat. And then when we walked out and |, | think | did tell them at 
the time, “He’s the one wearing the hat.” But it was pretty obvious at the 
time, well, | felt it was pretty obvious at the time, because he was the only 
one that had a cowboy hat on, although he was outside the lobby. 


Now, that’s what | wanted to ask you, you said that while you were inside 
dispatch checking the warrant. 


Yes sir. 
Are you able to see into the lobby? 
| could, yes. 


Yeah. And did you see him in there at the time while you were checking 
for the warrant? 


Yes sir. 

Okay. 

Yes. When | was initially checking for the warrant. 
Yeah. 


He was at the, he was still waiting at the counter and then | believe that he 
did go sit down. | do remember seeing him in the lobby. So, when | went 
back to briefing to talk to the deputies back there, | told them that he was 
in the lobby, because | believed that he was still in the lobby. 


And then when you came back up and you did not see him there, that’s 
when you saw him through the glass door or how did you know that he 
was outside? 


Yeah, when | walked into the lobby, there was a direct lane, you can see 
right through the lobby doors and | was able to see him leaning up against 
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the, that, the, this wall right here where the Temple emblem, or the 
Sheriff's Department star is. 


And then that’s when you directed Deputy Inthavong towards that and 
other deputy personnel saying he’s outside, that’s him with the hat? 


Yes. 


Now, roughly how many times had, had he come in for like I’'d'say register 
prior to this date? If you recall? 


Well, he would, he would come in every year on his birthday. 
Okay. 


And | believe this was probably, I’m going to say it’s about the third time 
that he came in. 


Okay. 


So, he has like a ten-day window, either five days before or five days after 
his birthday to come into register. So, lm pretty sure this is the third time 
that he came in or at least that | had made eye contact with him. 


And on the other previous times that he would come into check in, how 
would he act? 


Never had an issue with him. He was kind of low key. He, none of them 
are ever happy to come in there. But he wasn't, he didn’t seem to be an 
angry individual. He didn’t seem like, he wasn’t one of the ones that | 
would you know, possibly have an issue with. He was compliant. 


Now, prior, prior to you even talking to like let’s say or going down to the 
briefing and giving and saying, “Hey, this guy’s in here with a warrant.” 
Did you check to see if he had any like let’s say violent arrest history? 

| did not. 

No? Okay. 


When you saw Deputy Inthavong towards the front of the vehicle, now 
he’s in the parking lot with the suspect, you identified him to be on the 
passenger side of the vehicle. Did you hear Deputy Inthavong say 
anything out loud to his partners and yourself maybe? 


| don't recall. 


Okay. 
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Vance: | don’t remember. 

Valle: Did you hear the suspect say anything while he was at the vehicle? 

Vance: | never once heard the suspect say anything. 

Valle: And you said you saw Deputy Inthavong and Deputy Botten shoot. Do 
you know who shot first? The suspect or the deputies? 

Vance: | believe it was Scott Inthavong that shot first. 

Valle: And you describe a lull. In other words, it seemed like there was a volley 


of gunfire, a lull to get the civilians out and then they started up again? 


Vance: | did say a lull. So, the shooting, the shooting occurred here. 
Valle: At the front of the vehicle? 
Vance: At the front of the vehicle. And this is the thing that | always make, and | 


read, | read my interview, but | always forget about this, what happened 
first. Whether it was that | got these guys over or if | shot first. I’m pretty 
sure that, that the shooting occurred and then the suspect shot, then | 
returned fire and then | got these guys out of there. 


Valle: That’s from what you remember? 


Vance: From what | remember, but the thing is, is, | realize that this, what this 
says, but | can’t remember exactly how it happened. 


Valle: Okay. 

Vance: One of those things that it’s the only thing that’s, that I’m really unsure of. 
Valle: When you say they, you’re referring to your transcripts? 

Vance: Yes. 

Valle: So, during this initial shooting, Inthavong and Botten, do you know how 


many rounds approximately you heard? 


Vance: | do not. 

Valle: Did you hear any of the gunshots, other than from the deputies? 
Vance: From the suspect. 

Valle: And was it a differential, like difference in the sound or the fact that you 


saw the glass breaking? 
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It didn’t, it didn’t sound like a handgun. And | know for a fact that, | know 
for a fact that it came from the inside of the vehicle. 


So, it had a different sound to it? 

It had a different sound to it. 

And how many times did you hear that sound? 

| only heard it the one time. 

At any time did you see the suspect holding onto a firearm? 
| did not. 

Or any kind of weapon? 

| did not. 


While you were standing at that tree, | think you told Sergeant Renteria it 
was an estimate of about thirty feet away from the suspect’s vehicle? 


Approximately. 
Could you see into the suspect’s car? 


| could see into the car. | could only see the front passenger portion of the 
vehicle. However, | was limited based off of the one of the bottom of the 
windshield. So, everything above | can see you know, what was, what | 
could see from back here, but like if somebody was ducked down in the 
front passenger, | couldn’t see that. But | didn’t see anybody out there. 
So, | believed at the time that the suspect was either in the rear passenger 
or in the way back where the compartment in the back where maybe you 
store items. 


So, you could see the drivers seat area and the front passenger seat 
area? 


| could, yes. 

And could you see into the bench or the seating behind the driver’s seat? 
No, | could not. 

And the rear compartment, as you said? 


Right, no, | could not. 
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You could not, okay. Could you see if the car was occupied by anyone 
else other than the suspect? 


| did not see anybody else in the vehicle. 


Did you see any actions that the suspect, well let me ask you, what 
actions did the suspect do before you shot that made you feel threatened? 


| felt threatened when | saw the glass come out, or | heard the gunshot 
and | saw the glass fly out the side, and | immediately knew, based off of 
that, that somebody inside that vehicle, the suspect, who | believed to be 
the sole occupant of the vehicle, was shooting from the rear passenger, 
sorry, the rear driver's side of the vehicle or the rear compartment of the 
vehicle. 


And the way that you drew the lines on this picture, it looks like the 
window is breaking, it’s shattering west, eastbound? 


Yes. 


And at that time that you heard and saw the glass break, where was 
Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long? 


They were still on the east side of the white vehicle that’s on the east side 
of the suspect vehicle. 


And you said that you felt that either he was, the suspect was shooting 
either at your partners or at yourself? 


Yes. 

And you said you shot three to four times? 

Yes. 

Did you do a magazine exchange, tactical reload? 
No, | did not. 


And describe or tell me what was your independent reasoning for shooting 
towards the suspect? 


| felt that my partners were in immediate danger or even myself was in 
immediate danger of great bodily harm or death. 


What was your state of mind at the time before you began to shoot? 


My state of mind was that | needed to stop this individual from hurting or 
killing one of my partners. 
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And you had described you were taking cover behind the tree, is that 
correct? 


That is correct. 

And you said that you believed that it provided adequate cover? 

| believed at the time, yes. It provided adequate cover. 

Now, what was the lighting conditions at the time that you were shooting? 
It was, it was a clear sunny day. 

How was the visibility? 

| had clear visibility of the suspect vehicle and the background. 

And the position that you held, did you see any crossfire situation? 


| did not. And the reason being is because | felt that the suspect was in 
the rear of the vehicle and if the deputies had to return fire from the 
location where they were behind either side of the vehicles, that they 
would have been shooting in a northerly direction from where they were in 
cover, behind the vehicles they were at. So, Scott Inthavong would have 
been shooting in an northeasterly direction and then Deputy Botten or 
even Sergeant Long would have been shooting in a northwestern direction 
towards the suspect vehicle. 


Now, just to clarify, when you were firing your weapon from the tree, 
neither of these deputies, Inthavong, Botten were firing their weapon, is 
that correct? 


That is correct. 
At the time that you were shooting, what was your backdrop? 


The backdrop behind the suspect vehicle, there’s a concrete wall that is 
approximately seven feet tall. It’s an approximate. That goes from the far 
northwest corner to, to the driveway on the east, the northeast portion of 
the parking lot. 


Were you able to bring up your sights and acquire a target? 


| shot into the vehicle. So, | was able to bring up my gun and acquire the 
rear portion of the vehicle where | believed that the suspect was. 
However, | did not see the suspect. So, | was shooting into the vehicle, 
trying to stop that individual from shooting. 
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Valle: And when you brought up your, did you say you brought up your sights to 
actually front sights aligned with the rear, do you know what I’m talking 
about? 

Vance: Yes sir. 

Valle: Were you able to bring those up and actually see those or you just brought 


up your gun and started shooting? 


Vance: No, I, | took careful aim. | was able to acquire a target, | was able to use 
front sight, rear sight and | was very careful as far as what | was trying to 
do. | made sure that | was shooting into that vehicle and | tried to shoot 
towards the, towards the rear passenger portion of the vehicle. 


Valle: Do you know where your rounds went, | mean if you know? 

Vance: | know where | was shooting. 

Valle: Where? 

Vance: | was shooting on the drivers’ side of the vehicle. 

Valle: Let me show you a picture. | know it’s not perfect in the position that you 


were in, but it’s kind of in the general area. It looks like the photograph is 
depicting the parking lot in a northward, northwest direction. Do you see 
the suspect’s vehicle in this image? 


Vance: | do. 

Valle: So, can you, can you tell me by looking at this picture where you were 
shooting? 

Vance: Yes. 

Valle: Where, and you can use the pen as well. What was your target you were 


aiming your bullets towards? 


Vance: Well, it’s kind of hard to tell based off of this photo, you can’t see where | 
was actually standing. 


Valle: Let me give you another one better. 
Vance: Okay. 

Valle: Sorry. 

Vance: That's fair. Excuse me. 
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It’s the same image, it’s facing images taking a picture of northbound, 
towards the parking lot. 


Right, so, | initially aimed the rear passenger side. Sorry, the rear driver’s 
side window and the, on the right side of the driver's side window, | was 
aiming towards the rear of the vehicle where | believe the suspect was. 


And is this the window that you saw with a bullet, | mean a gunshot 
coming out of? 


Yes. 


And can you indicate in this picture where Sergeant Long and Botten 
were? 


They were crouched down approximately — 
Around there? 


Well, now I’m confused. Because there was two vehicles. | don’t recall 
there being two vehicles there. | only remember the one there. But | think 
actually they were behind this vehicle. 


Okay. 

The one more to the right in the photograph? 

No, honestly, | don’t, | know that they were behind the white vehicle. 
You just can’t remember if it’s the one in the middle? 


Yeah, it’s funny, | don’t remember if it was, | don’t think that they were this 
close. | think they were back here. 


Do you want to make that distinction on this one too, or if you remember. | 
mean why don’t you just give the best to your recollection? 


| don’t remember. Actually, you know, I, | know that they were behind the 
white vehicle and | don’t remember, | want to say, | want to say it was the 
second one over here, but honestly, | don’t recall. | Know that they were 
behind the white vehicle. 


They were on the east side of one of the two white vehicles? 

Yes. 

So, it looks like they have some distance between the suspects’ vehicle. 
Yes. 
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So, to go back to my original question, you believe you shot your gun and 
aimed towards the driver’s side window and the rear driver's side 
passenger window? 


Yes. 

And again that was about four, four times? 
Yeah, about three or four times. 

Can you describe your rate of fire? 


| wasn’t hurried. | was very careful as far as what | was shooting. | was 
trying to be as careful as | possibly could to make sure that my rounds did 
not go over this wall, which | believed at the time to be seven feet tall. | 
don’t know why it seems like it’s shorter to me, but | was trying to be, | was 
trying to be as careful as | possibly could to make sure that the rounds 
only went in the area that | was firing. 


Okay. 


And at the time | could tell that there were no pedestrians that were 
walking up on the sidewalk that’s north of the parking lot area. 


And that was going to be another question | was, describe your field of 
fire. And | know in this photograph we have the two SEB vehicles in the 
parking lot. What was your field of fire? 


My field of fire was open. | honestly there was where | was shooting from, 
all | was looking at was the suspect vehicle, | was aware of the fact that 
Deputy Nathan Botten and Sergeant Long were over on the east side of 
the vehicle and | was aware of the fact that Scott Inthavong was over on 
the west side of the vehicle or on the west side of that gray truck. | was 
aware where they were at and | was able to see that there was no 
pedestrians up on top and that I had a clear view of the suspect vehicle. 


After the shooting had stopped, did you try to communicate with the 
suspect? 


| did. 
Tell me about that. 


| yelled at him, “Andrew Lane, show us your hands. Please show us your 
hands. You're not going to get medical attention until you show us your 
hands that you don’t have a weapon.” 


Something like that? 
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Something like that. 
Did you hear any other commands from other deputies? 


| know that the deputies were making commands, or giving commands. 
They were saying; raise your hands. At some point our, one of our 
helicopters that Aero, I’m not sure which Aero came overhead and | was 
trying to communicate with Sergeant Long to get the air ship to go up a 
little bit higher, because it was so low that it was causing this, this loud 
noise so that we weren't really able to effectively communicate with each 
other. 


Uh huh. | know you said you didn’t have a radio yourself, but do you know 
if your partners were communicating with SCC? 


| know, ! know that Sergeant Long was communicating on the radio and 
that Henry Shue was on the radio at one point. | don’t know if they were 
communicating with SCC. 


How did you end up getting out of the parking lot? 


There was a sheriff's vehicle, a black and white that came in through the, 
came in through the driveway on the northeast side of the parking lot. 


Okay. 


It was the black and white SUV and the vehicle drove south through the 
driveway and then stopped approximately, initially stopped in front of, or 
just, just | want to say just west of the suspect vehicle, and then the 
deputies walked down with it and they had a shield, and we were able, or 
they were able to walk up and get Sergeant, or Scott Inthavong, and then 
once Inthavong was rescued, they began to back out slowly. The black 
and white backed out slowly and the deputies were walking on the south 
side of the vehicle with the shield. And they started going eastbound. At 
some point | communicated to them and then | think that they realized that 
| was there. | know that Scott or sorry, Nathan Botten and Sergeant Long 
knew I was there, I think that it was because | was behind a tree they just 
whatever. So, then | was able to move up with them. | believe it was 
Botten came over with a shield and then you know, walked me back 
towards the vehicle and then we slowly backed out and then came back, 
and you can't really see it, but | believe the vehicle ended up in the K-Mart 
parking lot just east of the station parking lot. 


Do you have anything else? 
Now that | think about it, | realize we’re still on tape, so I’m going to say it, 


lm going to say that Nathan Botten and Sergeant Long were over here. 
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Okay. 


Because | seem to recall them crouched down next to, or near this planter 
right here. | recall because a lot of, unfortunately because Henry Shue 
was laying down here in the driveway, there was a vehicle that came in 
and tried to come into the parking lot. It was a white minivan. So, | 
remember that looking over here and seeing that he was on his radio at 
one point, when he was laying down in the driveway. So, I’m going to say 
that Nathan, Nathan Botten and Sergeant Long were on, behind this white 
vehicle. 


Okay. 


But | know that they were on the east side of the suspect vehicle and that 
they were on the east side of the passenger side of the white vehicle. 


We'll make note of that. Do you have anything else to add, do you have 
any other questions? Alright Brian, yeah, we weren’t there. So, do you 
feel like we’ve answered all the questions or anything else that we forgot 
to ask you to clarify, give us a better understanding of what happened that 
morning? 


No, | believe you guys were very thorough.

with a child, | wa-, and | was aware of this, because | spoke to LAPD 
detectives back in January or December, and | had a cell phone of one of 
the detectives, and he was calling me. We were constantly playing phone 
tag, but he was trying to make contact with this guy, with Andrew Lane. 


With, with the suspect, okay. 


Yes. So there, when | made contact with Andrew Lane at the counter it 
was my belief that there was a warrant; however, when he, when I asked 
him for his identification and for his registration receipt, which | had 
possibly issued him the last time that he came in on his birthday or around 
the time of his birthday for the registration last year he opened his wallet, 
and the wallet fell open on the lobby counter. When it opened | saw that 
there was two identifications that said SWAT Officer in his wallet, and they 
had, and one, and at least one of 'em had a photo ID, so | began asking 
him questions. “Hey, what's that?” And he told me that he had been a s-, 
security officer for 12 years and that, you know, he, he’s gone through this 
before, and he’s allowed to carry that. And | asked him if, to see his wallet 
and | looked at it closer, and then | noticed that he had a silver metal 
badge underneath the, one of the identifications, and the badge appeared 
to be like an LAPD badge; however, it did, |, | believe, | don't recall 
exactly, but | believe it said Security Officer on the badge. But | asked him 
about it, because when you opened it it looked like, it looked like a police 
officer’s badge, so |, and | asked him, and he told me that, you know, he'd 
been doing it for 12 years and that he thought that it was okay, and | just 
told him, “Hey look, just to let you know, it kind of makes you look like a 
police officer and that you're trying to come off as being a police officer.”

believe that he may have a weapon.” Oh, he also, the suspect also told 
me, I’m sorry, let me go back a little bit, he told me he had just come back 
from Wyoming and, and | know that the, the gun laws in Wyoming are way 
more lax than they are in California, so with what he told me about the 
coming back from Wyoming and seeing that badge even more so | was 
like there’s a possibility this guy’s got a weapon, so | tried to make sure 
that it wasn’t just one deputy going out to the lobby to make contact with 
this guy. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


So Deputy Shue and then Sergeant Long decided to come with us, and | 
was just walking with the deputies to give them the information. My intent 
was not to be in the lobby to make the arrest, only to identify him if 
necessary. As we got towards the Watch Sergeant's office, Deputy Botten 
decided that he would go out there with us. 


The Watch Sergeant's office I’m sorry is, is inside, outside of the lobby on 
the other side of that door, right, that leads from inside to the lobby or from 
the lobby to the inside of the jail, correct? 


Yes, sir, yes, sir. So then Deputy Inthavong, Botten, Shue and Sergeant 
Long walked out the door towards the lobby area, and | kind of hung back, 
and as they ma-, turned the corner and went towards the front door of the 
lobby.... 


Making a left? 


Yes, sir. | walked into dispatch just to watch him to make sure, no, | take 
that back, | didn’t go into dispatch. | walked out into the lobby but | was 
hanging back, and as they walked out | noticed that the suspect was 
outside of the lobby but within like 10 feet of the doors, and he was 
leaning up against the wall. Well as soon as the deputies started going 
closer towards him he started kind of doing the slow walk back like he was 
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about to take off running, and sure enough within seconds the guy just 
turned around and started running, and he started running towards the, 
the northwest part of the parking lot and took his cowboy hat off and threw 
it. And, and at the time | didn’t know where he was going, because | was 
thinking there's nowhere he’s gonna, he can go. The, the parking lot's 
fenced off, but he ran right towards this blue Trailblazer. 


And where are you standing at at this point? 


Okay, | was standing just outside of the lobby down at the base of the 
stairs in front of the doors. |, | hung back, because |, I’m not in uniform... 


Right. 
..-SO there’s no way I’m gonna approach up on this guy. 
You're near that wall where he was leaning on? 


Yes, sir. So then he, he took off, ran towards that car, got in the front 
passenger, or it looked like the front passenger door... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...and | heard, Inthavong actually ran towards him and everybody else 
was running out there, but Inthavong was on the left or the, the western 
side of the parking lot getting a little bit closer towards him, and | suddenly 
heard Inthavong yell, “He’s reaching for something. He’s reaching for 
something,” and then on this, on the eastern side of the parking lot | heard 
Sergeant Long yell, “Shoot, shoot, shoot,” and then Deputy Inthavong 
started shooting and then Deputy Botten started shooting, and |, | have my 
firearm. | pulled it out of my waistband; however, | did not draw down, 
because I’m standing behind everybody, and I’m still a distance away, so 
as soon as this shooting started | ran from my position to the, just maybe, 
maybe 10 feet to the west, and there was a tree there. | mean that was 
the only, it was the only cover that | could find within that short period of 
time, so | ran behind and | stood behind that tree. At that point | noticed 
that there was, | was still watching what was going on, but | noticed that 
there was three workers in the front, and one of ‘em was ducked down 
behind a, a Prius that was parked like in the electrical charging station 
area... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
...and then there was two guys that were hiding in the bushes, so | yelled 


at 'em, “Get over here. Come over here,” and | had them come towards 
me and then had ‘em go into the lobby area, and the shooting’s still going 
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on and then Inthavong went behind this Chevy truck, it was over on the 
western side of the Trailblazer. 


That gray truck? 


Yes, sir. And then Sergeant Long and Deputy Botten hid behind this white 
car that was on the eastern side of the Trailblazer, and then Deputy Shue 
was laying down in the driveway behind this concrete wall that was literally 
like a foot and a half off the ground, and | remained at that, the tree right 
there, and once those guys had gotten around to the side | saw, | was 
watching and | saw, or | heard a gunshot and | saw the glass fly out from 
the driver's side of the vehicle, |! wanna say rear passenger but on the 
driver’s side of the vehicle. | saw it fly out, so | knew, holy crap, he’s 
shooting right now... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
...80 it was my immediate thought that he was either shooting at my 
partners or he was shooting at myself, and | immediately fired three to four 


rounds at that vehicle trying to stop him from shooting. 


The glass that was shattered from the driver's side you think may have 
been from the rear passenger? 


Yes, sir. 


Who was standing over there. |, I’m not confused, but | wanna make sure 
what deputy was on that side, the east side. Was that Shue? 


Okay, on the east side of the parking lot, okay on the northeast side of the 
parking lot... 


Yeah. 
...there was a white car... 
Right. 


...and directly on the passe-, or on the driver’s side of that was Sergeant 
Long and Deputy Botten, and then behind them was the driveway... 


Right. 


...and then there was like, kind of like a curve that was about a, a foot and 
a half total... 
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Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

...and Shue was laying down behind that. 

That’s like the apron towards the... 

Yes, Sir. 

...the ramp to get in and out? 

Yes, sir. 

So there were, three of your partners were on that side? 

Yes, and.... 

And when you saw that you thought that they were being fired at? 


Yes, and when | fired | made sure that of my backdrop, | knew for a fact 
that there was a concrete wall directly behind my vehicle... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

...and there was no way that anybody could be directly behind that vehicle 
without me being able to see it, because | had a straight on view of the 
Trailblazer, and | was able to see on either side of the vehicle. Also, 
there’s a sidewalk that’s about 7 feet high off of the parking lot ground, you 
know, the parking area... 

Right. 

...up above, and | could tell that there was nobody up there. 

Do you remember if the suspect vehicle was backed into the stall? 

It was. 

Was he in the back seat, could you tell? 

No, that’s, that’s something | could not tell. | don't know, when he entered 
the vehicle, and | did see him enter the vehicle, ! could not tell where he 


went inside the vehicle. 


Could you tell what type of weapon he was firing? 
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No, | could not. |, in fact | never saw the gun; however, | heard the gun go 
off, and | saw what appeared like a bullet went up. | mean | didn’t see the 
bullet, but | saw the shot go out through the window... 


Right. 


...and when the deputies were shooting at the, the windshield, | could tell 
when their rounds were hitting the windshield or on the glass... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...but this was different, because there, you know, when the, the bullets go 
in they, there’s a little bit of a glass displacement, but this is an actual, like 
a lot of glass that was flying out towards the east. 


Right, right. 


| mean | don't know how far it went but |, it was obvious to me at the time 
that he was shooting from inside the vehicle outwards. 


And you said you used a tree as cover? 
Yes, sir. 


Were you dead center of the car or were you off to the left or to the right of 
it, like the suspect’s car? 


| was a little east of the vehicle but directly in front of the vehicle, and let 
me just tell you that, that the reason why | remained at that location was 
because the vehicle that those workers, the worker was hiding behind, he 
was like 40 feet away from me, so there was no way that | felt that | could 
safely get over there if this guy indeed shot again. But another thing is | 
had this concrete like wall that was kind of at an angle so | could not see 
around that, and I| was worried that if | went around that corner that | may, 
might have been fired on by whoever’s standing in the lobby, because | 
know that there was somebody at the lobby door with a, with a weapon. 


At, at the time when his round went off from within were deputies firing at 
the same time, if you recall? 


| don't recall. 
After that what happened when you fired your rounds? 


After | fired my rounds | did not see any return fire after that, so | pretty 
much just reassessed. | kept my weapon out in the event that he fired 
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again, but | did not re, | did not shoot again, and then | would say 
immediately Aero was overhead and | tried to assist the deputies with 
giving commands to the suspect, because | knew his name. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


Everybody else, | don't think they knew what his name was, but | was 
able, | was giving him commands. “Andrew Lane, put your hands up. 
Please put your hands up. If you don’t put your hands up you will not be 
able to receive medical attention. We need to see your hands to make 
sure you're not armed.” 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


But there was no response. | was, at one point | was trying to, | mean it 
was hard, because the helicopter was so low overhead.... 


Our helicopter? 

Yeah. 

Department helicopter? 

Yeah, and | understand. | mean, you know, they wanna make sure that, 
you know, we're all accounted for and all that stuff too. | was yelling for 
Sergeant Long to have Aero go up to a higher orbit so that we could 
communicate with this guy. | think we were just, it was, | didn’t have a 
radio, so | couldn't hear what was going on, but they went, they were 
making commands, but there was obviously no movement inside the 
vehicle at that point. 


Then what happened after that? Well, let me, let me ask you, what 
commands did you hear the other deputies saying? 


“Put your hands up. Put your hands up and come out of the vehicle.” 
And no response? 

No response. 

Then what happened? 

| don't know how long it, it took. | know that | heard someone yell, “Get 
Fire or get an ambulance.” | don't know who it was that said that. | know 


that after, and, and I, | don't know time, how long it took, but there was a 
black-and-white SUV that was up on Las Tunas. It came from the east 
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and |, | don't know if it came from the parking lot or what, where it came 
from, but there was a bunch of deputies and | know that there was a 
shield, and at some point they drove south into the lobby parking lot at an 
angle, and they went towards the front of the Trailblazer, probably about 
20 or 30 feet away... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE), in the radio car? 

... In the radio car, but they slowly pulled into the, into the parking lot, and 
the deputies were on the outside of it with a shield to, to go over there and 
rescue Inthavong, and then once, once they got Inthavong they started to 
back up, but then | was like, “Hey, what about me guys?” 

Right. 


Right. So then they came back, and | was able to get out there, and then 
we all backed up out of there. 


You said Inthavong was on the west side? 
He was. 
And near that gray truck? 


Yes, he was, he was crouched down behind and | would say near the, the 
passenger side front bumper. 


So he was close to the wall. There’s a retaining wall there as well. It's 
the, the gray truck, just so you know, was parked in the last stall going 
west, and that’s where Inthavong was, near the headlight of the passenger 
side? 

Well it was, it was parked in backwards also... 


Right, correct. 


...and yeah, he, it was head out and he was on the west side of the 
vehicle right near the, like the front bumper... 


Right. 
... corner. 


Right. So they rescued Inthavong and then they come back, and then 
they rescue you? 
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Yes, sir. 


And then you walk out alongside the car behind the car on the driver’s 
side? 


Yes, Sir. 

As they're backing up? 

Yes, sir. 

And then where do you go? 

From there | just | w-, from where the vehicle stopped on Las Tunas, I, it 
was near the driveway of, the first driveway towards K-Mart. | just walked 
from there to the, and stood behind the retaining wall that separates the 
station driveway from K-Mart. 

Correct, okay. 

And | stood there and then made sure that Deputy Botten and Shue and 
Inthavong all came over and we came over and made sure that everybody 
was okay and, and, and | told ‘em, you know, you know, let's, if you guys 
need something let me know. Call, call your family and let ‘em know that 
you're okay, because they’re gonna be watching. Somebody’s gonna talk 
to your family and they’re gonna wanna hear from you so. 


And what happened next? Could you hear at all any commands being 
given to the suspect by anybody in radio cars? 


| could. | could hear it, but | don't know who was giving those commands. 
Do you know what the commands were? 
| don't recall. |, | know it was “Put your hands up” and... 


So now you have deputies containing both sides, the east and the west 
side... 


Yes, sir. 
...from Las Tunas? 
Yes, sir. 


You no longer have deputies in the lobby parking lot, correct? 
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No. 

What happens after that? 

After that |, | was escorted south through the alleyway be-, behind K-Mart, 
and we just walked, in fact Detective Bayer walked me and the, the other 
guys through the alleyway and then towards the south end of the station, 
and we gave up the DB. 

And that was the last you saw of anything? 

That, that was it after that. 

... regarding that parking lot? 

Yes, Sir. 

I'm gonna take you just to the beginning, just a couple of questions. 

Of course. 

How many registrants do you think were in the lobby at the time? 

There was, including Andrew Lane, there was five, five total. 

And they were still there during all this? 

Yes, Sir. 

You said you had contact with the suspect in the past? 

Yes. 

About how many would you say you had? 

Once or twice, but | also talked to him on the phone in December or 
January area, because LAPD asked me to make a, a call to see if | could 
get him to come in so that they could make an arrest, and | used a ruse as 
to, | told him, | told the suspect that, | told him that hey | needed to take, 
re-take a photo of you, so if you don’t mind coming in and so | can take it 
real quick and then you'll be out of here. 


Did he ever come in? 


He never came in. 
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So you never went to his apartment? 

No, | did not. 

And you were made aware that there was a warrant by LAPD detectives? 
Yeah, LAPD detectives told me that they were gonna issue a warrant. 


Do you know where they were from? 


‘| don't. 


Names? 

The only one that | know of is Detective Montono. 
Montono? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Is that a male or a female? 

Male. 


And then you said when you went to the terminal, the JDIC terminal he 
had a want and a warrant? 


Yes, sir. 

So there was a want in the system... 

Yes, sir. 

...and there was a warrant in the system for $40,000... 

Yes, sir. 

_..for a, a p-, penal code, but you don’t remember what code it was? 
It was 311, and | think it was .11, but I’m not really sure. 


How about his arrest and conviction as to why he was registered? Are 
you familiar with the case at all? 


Not, LAPD told me, or gave me some information, but | don't know if that 
was what his initial charge was. 
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And then the wall that the suspect was leaning was the wall that has the 
Department emblem and the Temple Sheriff's Station sign on it just right 
outside the lobby? If you’re walking out of the lobby it’s the wall to your 

left, correct? 

Yes. 

What type of gun do you carry? 

| carry a Smith & Wesson M&P 9 mm. 

Do you have that on you now? 

| do. 


And what type of holster were you wearing? 


| have a, I’m not really sure. It’s an in-the-pants holster. | forgot what it’s 
called, but it’s.... 


It’s clipped to your front waistband? 

It's, yeah, it’s concealed in my waistband, yeah. 

Were you carrying it in front or on the side? 

In the front. 

And that’s how you were carrying it this morning? 

Yes, sir. 

How do you normally carry your gun, how many in the mag? 

Fully loaded, 17 in the magazine and one in the chamber. 

And that’s how you carried it this morning, correct? 

That's correct. 

What I’m gonna ask you to do is go ahead and take your gun out. Just 
point it down, remove the magazine and set the magazine on the table if 
you could. Okay, go ahead and take the round out. Okay, so you’ve got 


one in the slide, and can you go ahead and count the rounds you have in 
your magazine taking 'em out individually. 
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1,2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 13. 

So you have one in the slide, 13 in the mag... 

Yes. 

... for a total of 14, and you think you got off about three rounds? 
Three to four, yeah. 

No tactical reloads, nothing? 

No, | didn’t, | didn’t have a backup magazine. 

Can you read off the serial number for us if you could? 

This is my personal weapon. The serial number is M as in Mary... 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

-R as in Robert, F as in Frank, B 

And this is a Smith & Wesson M&P 9 mm? 

Yes, sir. 

No surefire light, nothing on it? 

No. 

The Department did not issue that weapon to me. I had purchased it 
before the Department was issuing the firearm, firearms. | still have the, 
the Beretta 92F. 

Is that what you carry normally on duty? 


No, this is the one | carry normally. | did take the training, and | couldn't 
tell you when | took the training. | think it was back a 


Yeah, that's fine, okay. Do you have any questions? 
| don't have any questions. 


Sherry, do you have any questions? 
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Lawrence: No, | don't. 

Vance: Do you have anything else? 

Aguilera: No, sir. 

Vance: It's approximately 1555 hours. We'll go off tape. 
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
